Onfidering,  {Right-  Honoura¬ 
ble)  and  nor  without  griefc  of 
mind,&  forrow  of  heart,  view¬ 
ing  the  great  miferie  &  encom- 
branceofthis  ourgoodly  coun- 
tne,  the  Countrie  of  England 
(which  heretofore  admirably  flourifhed  in  plen- 
tie  &  profperitic)  by  reafon  of  the  excefliue  mul¬ 
titude  of  people,  which  therein  at  this  prefent  doe 
fwarme  and  fuperabound ,  the  many  faire  Op¬ 
portunities  which  God ,  in  his  gracious  Proui- 
dence,  often  hath ,  and  at  this  inllant  doth  offer 
vntoitjfor a  prefent,  a  fpce  die,  and  an  infallible 
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The  Epiflle 

rcmcdic  thcreof:at*d  yet  the  notorious  neglcd 
and  wayward  vnwillingncs  of  the  people  of  this 
Land,  our  Englilh  Nation ,  to  regard  and  accept 
fuch  Offers, and  to  feeke  and  take  their  own  good: 

I  thought  I  might  doe  a  wotke  worth  the  labour, 
and(m  all  likely  hoodjgratefull  and  vfefull  to  my 
Country  and  Countrimen,  to  write  fomething, 
(andtherather,for  that  none  that  I  know, hath  yet  ' 
trauelled  this  way)  that  might  llirre  and  encou¬ 
rage  thcm,fpecially  the  common  and  meaner  fort 
of  them,  as  whom  chiefly,  and  moftof  all  it  doth 
conccrnc,to  make  better  vfe  of  thefefaire,  wor¬ 
thy  and  neceflary  opportunities. 

Whereupon  l  haucinaplaineand  familiar  man¬ 
ner,  (  as  one  that  intended  to  fubmic  himfelfe  to 
ihe  fumrac  of  the  capacicieand  vnderftanding,euen  of  the  mea- 
Trcatife,6  neft,  for  whom  fpccially  this  my  labour  I  inten¬ 
ded.  )  Firft,  declared  and  iuftified  thefe  kinde  of 
Attempts,  Plantations ,  to  tend  notably  to  the 
glory  of  Almightie  God,  the  enlargement  of  the 
Kings  Maiefties  Dominions  ,  and  the  manifold 
and  ineftimable  benefit  of  this  whole  Land,  the 
Rcalme  of  England ;  and  to  bee  in  their  owne  na¬ 
ture  la wfull  and  iuft,  ancienr  and  vfuall.  Second¬ 
ly,  I  hauefhewed  fome  particular  meaiies,  orin- 
feriour  courfcs,  how  and  whereby, both  men  and 
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De  die  atom. 

money,  the  two  principall  things  that  muft  plen¬ 
tifully  be  had  for  Plantations,  may  eafily  and 
fpeedily  be  raifed  and  procured  in  and  out  of  our 
,  Land  for  chispurpofe.  And  thirdly  ,1  haue  giuen 
and  fet  downe  fome  particular  Inttru&ions  and 
obleruations  touching  the/e  A&ions,noc  vn  wor¬ 
thy  happely  the  Notion  and  Con/ideration  of 
manyduch  as  yet  arclictlc  acquainted  with  them: 
and  added  Ionic  Ipeciall  Motiues,.  for  a  prefen c 
Plantation  in  Neto-fomd- Landed oreand  aboue 
any  other  place  of  Plantation  yet  attempted. 
Withal, in  cucry  ofthefcpaflagcs,I  haueanfwered 
all  fuch,  cither  reall{  or  rather  Regionally  per  [on  all 
Obiettions^s  commonly  are  made  againft  the  en- 

terprizes  themfeiues,  why  they  fhould  not  be  re¬ 
garded,  or  by  perfons  that  fhould  employ  them- 
leluesin  the enterprizes,  why  they  fhould  not  ad- 
uenture  therein  ? 

Thcfeplaine,but  I  hope  plauhble  and  profitable 
Labours  of  mine,  I  am  bold,  and  humbly  defirc 
your  Lordfhips  both,  that  I  may  be  bold  to  pre- 
lent  to  the  open  view  and  confideration  of  this 
Land, vnder  the  Patronage  &protc&ion  of  your 
Honourable  Names ;  The  one  of  you  being  my 
much  6c  worthily  honoured  Diocefan  j  the  other 
my  worthy  and  fauourable  Patron:  both  fpeciall 
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The  Epiftle 

Fautours  of  all  good  Learning, and  furthcrcrs  of 
all  goodly  Indeuours ;  and  therefore,  fuch  as  I 
hope  and  prefume  will  vouchfafe  thefe  Labours 
of  mine, and  thefe  worthy, pious, and  religious  ( if 
they  be  worthily, pioufly,&religioufly  handled ) 
thele  notable  Attempts,  and  for  our  Land  at  this 
prcfentmollneccfTarie  and  expedient,  your  beft 
furtherance  and  countenance :  not  doubting  but 
that  thereby  both  my  Indeuours  (hall  the  better 
berefpedted  and  receiued,andthe  Actions  them- 
felues  the  more  aduanced  and  followed, I  fhall  be 
fhielded  from  the  malicious  enuie  of  thecarping 
Cauiller,that  takes  more  delight, and  can  be  con¬ 
tent  to  bellow  more  labor  and  time  in  deprauing 
what  others  haue  done,then  in  fetting  forth  and 
publilhing,  I  fay  not  any  better,  but  any  like  and 
as  good  of  his  ownc :  andtheyfthe  A£Hons)fhall 
bclhrowded  from  the  canine  vnkindnefTe  ofthofe 
lazie  Lurdans  that  will  neither  take  the  good  of 
them  themfelues,  nor  fulfer,  by  their  goodwill, 
any  other  to  doe  it. 

One  reafon  more  particular  hath  moued  me  to 
tender  to  your  Lordlhips  thefe  my  Labours,  and 
that  is, for  that  the  one  of  you  is  refident  in  that 
Citie,as  in  his  proper  and  E pif copal  Sea :  the  other 

in  the  next  neighboring  both  Citie  and  Country,

which  either  by  it  fclfe  in  gcncrall,  or  by  a  cer- 
tainc  number  of  the  worfhipfull  Citizens  thereof, 
in  particular,  hath  alreadie  begun, and  at  this  pre- 
fent  continucth  a  Plantation  in  NeTv-found-Land : 
which  I  therefore  hope  will  be  an  occafion  that 
may  mouc  your  good  Lordfhips  borh,  this  way 
to  doe  to  the  Places  of  your  owne  aboad  ( which 
truly  by  rcafon  of  the  number  of  people,  where¬ 
with  they  are  cloyed  and  ouerlaid,  doc  as  greatly 
need  thefe  hclps,as  any  Cities  or  Counties  in  Eng¬ 
land  )  much  good  and  benefit.  Which  thing,  I  am 
perfwaded,  you  may  cafily  and  greatly  effe  A,  if 
you  will  be  pleafed,  but  to  fhew  your  felucs  in 
countenancing  and  aflilting  me  and  others,  that 
doe  and  will  employ  our  felucs  in  them,  to  ap- 
prouc  and  fauour,to  allow  and  like  of  thefe  kind 
of  Labours  and  Indeuours,  and  namely,  that 
wherein  your  owne  people  and  fo  neerc  Neigh¬ 
bours  arc  alreadie  fo  farre  interefled  and  pro¬ 
ceeded. 

The  Lord  lefus,  the  high  Bifhop  of  our  Soules , 
vouchfafe  vnto  your  Lordfhips,  whom  he  hath 
called  to  be  TrincipaU  Paflors  in  this  his  Church 
of  England ,  fuch  plcntifull  ftorc  of  his  Hca- 
uenly  gifts,  and  fo  guide  you  by  his  Holy  Spirit,

1}  T her  men  diner  j,hane  laboured feuerally  in  defer i* 
I  bing  and  commending,  one  this  (fomtrey,  another 
|  that,  :  as  (faptnine  Whitbourne,  Nevv-found- 
■j  Land  ;  Captuine  Smith,  his  New-Eogland  $ 
^  eJ^/^i?<?rHarccourt.Guiana;  and  feme  other  s , 
S  more  then  one  ortWo,  Virginia,  ^4nd  e aerie  of 
thefe  hath  vfed fen  dry  Adotiites  fir  the  advancement  of  a  Plantati¬ 
on,  in  the  place  by  him  mojt  affected ;  all  tending  to  this  maine  end ; 

Tommie  our  people  of  England,  to  plant  themfelues  abroad, 
and  free  themfelues  of  that  penurie  and  perill  of  want, where¬ 
in  they  liue  at  home.  Tint  none  that,  I  know  hath  handled  the 
points  in  generally  viz.  to  fijeW  the  benefit  and  the  good ;  the  laWfitl- 
neffe  and  the  ancient ;  and  frequents  vfe ;  the  fhcilitie  and  necefiitit 
( that,  is  indeed, tf  / may  (o  ffeake, the  Do&rine)  of  Plantations. 
That  tnske  there  fire,  have  I  undertaken,  Which  how  f  have  perfor¬ 
med,  I  leave  to  others  to  iudge  *  requefiing  this  at  your  hands  (  be- 
neuolent  and  curteous  Readers  you  oh  ferns  and  confider : 

Firfi,T hat  f  am  the  firfi  that  hath  broken  this  Ice, and fe arched  out 
this  Way  •  and  that  therefore  itmufl  needs  be  to  me  more  rough  and 
rude, then  if  I  hadpaffed  a fmocth  Water, and  gone  along  in  an  vfeiall 
and  beaten  path .  Secondly,  T hat  my  whole  purp&fe  and  intent  is, 
principally  and  fpc dally  to  doe  (ome  good  this  way ,  fir  and  with  the 
meaner  fort  of  cur  people  :  to  whofe  capaatie  therefore,  it  Was  fit, 
and  more  then  fit,  neceffaric,  that  I  fhould  fit  and frame  my  fpeeck . 
T  hat  ohfeniedff  doubt  not  but  you  Will /not  onely  bsarc  Without  alfi 
approue  of  my  plamneffe,as  beft  befitting  mypurpofe  to  works  •  and 
my  fubieli  to  Works  upon:  the  more  learned  and  iudicicus  fort,  I 
fieely  and  ingenioufly  acknowledge  my felfi  more  defrosts  to  have  my 
T eachers  and  direQours  in  this  kfind  of  Learning,then  my  Traders 
and  Followers. 

ff  any  thinke  it  a  point  beyond  my  Compaffeffr  a  T>mne  by  Pro- 
fifionjo  dealt  With  an  argument  of  this  Nature  >  viz,  to  iptreat 
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of  P!antations,\vJ)/c/j  art  commonly  taken  to  be  a  matter  altogether 
of  T emporall  and  Secular  right.  Let  him  bepleafed  to  know  :Firfi 
That  I  amnot  alone,  nor  the  ' first  in  this  attempt ,  bat  haue  fir  'my 
prefident  the  precedent,  examples  of  fome  fhrre  befire  me  in  Lear, 
ning  and  Knowledge ;  as  flatter  Hackluit,*^  longfince  wrote  a 
great  Folumne  o/Englifh  VoUges,M after  Craflhaw  in  England 
and  Adafter  Whitaker  in  V  irginia  •,  whohaueboth  employed  their 
P ens  and paines fir  that  Plantation. 

Secondly,  T hat  Plantations  are  A  Elions  Wherein  We  alfi  of  the 
Clear gie  areas  fhrre  interefjed  as  any  other.  They  are  as  fee  for 
vs, as  fir  others  :  and, if  men  Will  haue  any  hope  that  they  Jha/l  pro¬ 
filer  in  their  hands, we  muft  haue  a  difiintt part ,a  certaine  (hare  and 
Clear gie-like  portion  in  them,  as  well  as  men  of  other  places  and 
qualities  haue  theirs.  And  therefore, to  Write  and  difeourfe  of, and 
fir  t hem, it  behoueth,and becommeth  vs  of  the  Cleargie,as  Well, and  ' 
as  much  as  any  other. 

T  htrdly,T  hat  one  proper, and  principal, l  end  of  Plantations, is, or 
fiwuld  be,  the  enlargement  of  Chrifts  Church  on  Earth  ;  and  the 
publifhing  of  his  (fi  os  fell  to  the  Sons  of  A-ien :  and  therefore  in  that 
reffePl,  it  cannot  but  properly  and  direElly  belong  vnto  them,  to 
"Whom  Chrift  hathgiuen  commandement  and  authority  abone  others 
to  take  care  of  hist  lock,  to  feeke  the  furtherance  of  the  G  of  el,  and 
to  fund  firth  the  glad  tidings  of  Saltiation  to  all  N  ations  ,tobe prin* 
cipall  Agents  therein,  and jfeciall farther ers  thereof. 

That  my  proof es  and  examples  are  mo  ft  out  of  the  Bible  and 
Salted  Hiftones,  I  haue  done  it  of  purpofe,not  onely  bccaufe  they 
are  with  me  mofi  familiar  and  of  heft  authorities but  becaufe  they 
fhoula  be  (o  With  all  Chrift ians ;  euenthe  Lay  fort  likeWife.  <iAs  1 
amnot  of  theTapifts  opinion,  that  is,  to  care  little  for  theScrip.- 
ture:  fo  I  like  not  to  be  of  the  ‘Popifh  fafhion^,  Which  is ,  to  fill  the 
peoples  eares  With  found  of  the  Names  of  Fathers,  (fo unc els,  and ' 
others -like.  Which  they  nor  are, nor  can  be  acquainted  With, but  to  let 
them  heare  little  and  fee  leffe  the  Word  of  God ,  inWhich  they  eaftly 

might, and  certainly  fhould  be  ripe  and  ready, and  Well  both  feene  and  l 

read.

It  were  a  glorious  Worke, 
imitating  notably  that  of  the  blefed  Apofiles  ,  Which  comterted  the 
world  fio  long  agoeyfrom  dead  fdols  to  feme  the  lining  fiod.  And  in  fio 
holy  and  religions  a  labour ;  f  am firry  to  heart  that  we  fhould  not  be  as 
forward  as  Papifts ,  but  that  to  be  verified  twixt  vs  and  them  alfo  in 
this  cafe, which  our  Sa/iior fiaid  in  another:  T*  he  children  of  this  World 
are  in  their  generation  Wifier  then  the  children  of  light.  But  as  I 
mu&needes  confefiejhat  the  Worke  Were  a  Worthy  piece  of  works  j fit 
might  be  Wrought ,  and  that  happy  Were  our  Land ,  if  the  children 
thereof  might  be  made  of god ,  Agents  therein ;  So  me  thinkes,we  had 
need  to  haue  fome  ajlurance  of  the  Will  of  god,  that  it  fhould  be  done , 
Forasyou  know  better  then  f  can  tell  you;  If  the  time  of  their  Con¬ 
ner (ion  be  not  come ;  or  if  God  ,  as  he  hath  Wrapped  them  hitherto  in 
vnbeliefe  ,  fio  he  be  not  pleafed  nor  determined  to  releafie  them ,  to  cad 
them  19  the  knowledge  of  his  truth ^nd  t  o  manifejl  his  Sou  vnto  themat 

^  b  '  ulk: 
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all :  our  labour  then  Vo  ill  be  but  in  vaine,  and,  our  attempt  not  pleafing, 
but  d.ijf  leafing  in  his  fight. 

Enr.  That  God  defirethand  willeth  his  Name,  histruthand 
It  is  Gods  will  Gofpell  by  vs  to  be  publilhed  in  thofe  Heathen  and  barren  lands; 

theknowkdt<e  inclination  and  readindfe  alone  of  thofe  people  and  Nations 
of  himuth^  fufficiently  affure  vs,  who  as  it  were  prepared  of  God,  to 

receiuethe  Gofpell/ww  ourmkithes ,  if  it  might  be  but  founded 
vnto  them ,  doecuen  of  their  owne  accord  offer  themfelues  to 
be  taught,  fuffer  their  children  to  bee  baptized  and  intruded  by 
vs;  and,  as  weary  of,  and  halfe  feeing  the  groffeneffe  of  their  own 
abominations,  and  thegoodnesofour  obferuations  doe  make  no 
great  difficultie  to  peferre  our  Religion  before  theirs,  and  to  con- 
feffe  that  it  is  Godihat  we,  and  thedeuill  that  they  doe  worfliip. 

For  my  owne  part,  I  am  perfwaded ,  that  God  v/iWmflahtly 
Andtheircon-  haue  them  either  by  vs  or  by  others,  if  We  will  not ,  called  to  the 
uerfion  muft  knowledge  ofhis  Truth,  &  turned  from  darknes  tolight,  &  from 
endofthV  6  £he  power  of  Satan,  vnto  (fed-,  thatfo  the  words  of  ourSauiour 
world  can  be.  may  fully  fulfilled,  who,  Math.  24. 1 4 .  hath  foretold  vs, That 
the  G  off  ell,  before  the  end  (hall  come,  mnji  be  preached  throughout 
the  Whole  World :  and  e  1 3 . 1  o.  be  pubhfhed  among  ad  2 Va- 

tions ,  which,  howfoeuer  moft  hold  is  longfinceaccompliihed,in 
that  it  either  now  is,  Or  heretofore  hath  beene preached  to  all, Or  neere 
all  Nations  of  this  vpper  (‘ontinent :  yet  I  am  now  refolued,  (let 
it  bee  my  priuate  errour,  if  I  doe  erre)  that  they  willnot  bee 
fulfilled  indeed,  according  to  our  Sauiours  intent,  vntill  that  vn¬ 
to  them  alfo  that  inhabit  that  other,  the  vnder  Continent, it  bemade 
manifeft,  which  itfeemeth  vnto  me, God  doth  now  haften  to  ac- 
complilh,  in  that  within  our  e  alone,  a  great  part  thereof  hath 
had  the  fame,  though  corruptly ,  though  impel  fedly ,  brought 
vnto  them.

24  47.  beginning  (faith  our  Sauiour  there)  from  lerufalem.  Hence 
fir  mg  this  blejfed  light  firfi ,  and  thence  ,  befides  his  disfierfion  .into  o- 
therparts  of  the  World,  was  carried  ouer  all  Greece y  Italy  yCjer  many , 

France yand  rofe  to  vs  alfo ,  and  is  noW  making  day  to  the  Indians  and 
Antipodes.  For  the  world fhall  not  endjill  he  haue  finifhed  his  C0Hrfe> 

1  meaneytilly  as  the  Euangelift  iJWath.  24.  I4.faith,T^£  (fo  fell  be 
preached  in  all  the  World ,  and  be  a  tefiimony  to  all  nations  :  and  then 
fijalthe  endcome.Thushc.D.IOckermanlikewiCcfnat  famouspro- 
feflor  of  Arts  and  Learning ,  diuine  and  humane,  in  his  Manudu -  D.Keckar. 
Chon  toTheo/ogie ,  of  late  tranflated  into  Englilh  by  my  worthy  Dantifcan. 
friend  Matter  T.  Vicars  Batchelour  in  Diuinitie,  pag.94.  writes 
of  this  matter  in  this  manner :  ^ind  doubtleJJ'e  towards  the  end  of 
the  world y  the  true  %eligien  Jhall  be  in  America :  as  God  is  now  pre¬ 
paring-  way  for  it  by  the  Englifh  and  LoW- (fonntry  Aier  chants  ,  thatr 
that  of  (fhrift  may  be  fulfilled ,  Math,  24. 14,  This  Cj of  ell  of  the  s 
Kingdome Jhall  be  preached  through  the  whole  World ,  for  a  Witneffe 
vnto  all  Rations,  and  then  Jhall  the  end  come  .For  Cjod  in  all  his  works 
is  Wont  to  ejfebl  a  thing  fuccejfiuelyyand  therefore  firfi  he  fends  to  thofe 
ISjations foms  light  of  his  Ejfence  and  T  ruth  by  the  Papifts  and  af¬ 
terward  Will  make  thefe  things  Jhine  more  clearely  vnto  them  by  the 
true  andfaithfull  Aiinifiers  of  the  Cj of  ell.

So  that  in  their  opinion,  as  well  as  mine,  this  is  a  worke  that 
muflbedone  before  the  end  can  be.

ny  moe  in  number,  by  the  Addition  and  Acceffe  of  fo  many ,  fo 
fpacious/o  goodly,  fo  rich,  and  fome  fo  populous  Countries  and 
Prouinces,  as  are  by  thefe  Beginnings  offered  vnto  his  hands. 

We  fee  the  Euidence  and  certaintie  of  this  Aflumption'as 
cleare  as  the  Sun.fhine  at  high  Noone  ,  in  the  perfon  of  the  King 
of  S/wwf ,  whofe  Predeceffours  and  Progenitors  accepting  that 
which  others  did  refufe,and  making  better  vfe  offuch  Opportu¬ 
nities,  then  any  elfe  haue  done;  he  is  thereby  become  Lord  not 
onely  of  Territories ,  almoft  innumerable,  but  alfb  of  Treasures 
and  riches  in  them  ineftimable. 

Whole  Right  thereto,  and  to  the  reft  of that  Continent,  be  it 
what  it  may  be,cannot,l  fuppofe,in  any  equitie  or  reafon,  be  any 
lurncient  Barretoany  fhnJHan  Prince ,  why  hee  fhould  not  yet 
by  any  law  foil  and  good  meanes  feize  into  his  hands,  and  hold  as 
m  his  owne  right, whatfoeuer  Countries  and  Hands  are  not  be¬ 
fore  aid  Hally  inhabited  or  pofleffed  by  him  the  Spaniard ,  or  fome 
ornei  Chriftian  prince  or  State.  Of  which  fort,  fince  yet  there 
are  many,it  were  much  to  be  wiihed,That  his  Maieftie  might  in 
time,  while  Opportunities  ferue,  take  notice  and  Poffeffion  of 
fome  of them,  where  unto  thefe  courfes  of  Plantation  (being  right- 
Jy  profecutedj  are  a  fingular,if  not  the  onely  meanes.

it  be  not  lookevnto;  which  if  they  were  tranfported  into  other 
regions,  might  both  richly  increafe  their  ovvne  elfates,  aud  nota¬ 
bly  eafe and  disburden  ours.

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things  are  growne  to  fuch  an  vnrcafonable  height, that  the  Com¬ 
mon,  that  is,  the  meaner  fort  of  people,  are  euen  vndme ,  and  doe 
liue,inre{pe<5lofthat  they  did  for  thirtie  or  fortieyeeres  paft,  in 
great  needineflc  and  extremitie ,  that  there  is  neither  hope ,  nor 
poffibilitic  of  amending  this  euill ,  but  in  the  diminution  of  the 
number  ofpcaplc  in  the  land.Which, if  men  will  not,  by  depar¬ 
ting  hence,  elfewhereeffed,  we  muft  expert  that  God,  ( they  ha¬ 
iling  firft  eaten  out  one  another)  by  warre  orpeftiknccdoe  itfor 
-them. 

I  know,  that  much  helpe  in  this  cafe  might  be  had,  if  our  Ma-  • 
giftratesand  great  ones  did  take  feme  goodcourfe  (  cum  effcttu) 
for  the  encreafe  of  Tillage.But  neither  thereof  is  there  any  (great) 
hope,  nor  therein  a  fufficient  helpe,  fince  it  is  out  of  all  doubt, 
that  vnlefle  it  be  in  an  extraordinary  fruitfull  yeere,  and  of  them 
now  a  dayes,  God  for  our  linnes,  fends  but  a  few,  our  land  is  not 
able  to  yeeld  corne  and  other  fruit  enough ,  for  the  feeding  of  fo 
many  as  now  doe  lie  and  Iiue  vpon  it.  And  when  it  which  was 
wont  to  helpe  feed  other  countries  ,  muft  ,  as  of  late  wehaue 
to  our  coft  both  feene  and  felt  ,  bee  faine  to  haue  helpe  and 
j:  *  food  from  others ;  how  can  our  ftate  bee  for  the  commons ,  but 

wofuli  and  ill?  Likewife ,  if  fome  good  courfe  might  bee  taken 
for  reftraint  of excefliue  Fines  and  Rents ,  whereby  Landlords 
now  a  daics,^’r/Wf  the  faces  of  the  poore,  and  draw  intotheir  own 
hands  all  the  fweet  and  fat  ofthc  land,  fo  that  their  poore  Tenants 
areable,  neither  to keepehoufe and maintaine  themfelues ,  nor 
(as  anciently  fuchhoufes  did)  to  reljeue  others,then  could  not  the 
prices  of  all  things  but  much  abate  and  come  downe.  Yet  this 
were  but  an  tmperfett,  Cure.  The  true  and  fure  remedie  is,  The 
diminution  of  the  people,  which reduced  to  fuch  a  competent  num¬ 
ber,  as  the  land  itfclfc  can  well  maintaine,  would  eafily  caufe,not 
onely  the  excefliue  height  of  Fines  and  Rents,  but  alfo  the  prices  , 
of  all  things  elfe,  to  fallof  themfelues ,  and  ftay  at  fo  reafonablea 
Rate,  that  one  might  (  which  now  they  cannot)  Hue  by  another,, 
in  very  good  fort, 

In  enrkfaing  4 •  Confidct alfo  the  great-  riches, wealth, and  good  eftate  which 
5jc  poorer  5  fuch  whohercliue,andcannQt  but liaeparce  &  duriter, poore  and 
forthencere-  hardly  ,  might  by  Tranfplantation ,  within  a  while  rife  vnto: 
so«ue4  while  as  they  may  haue  otherwhere,  for  their  bad  cottages,  good 

fSoilfes;  for  their  little  gardens,  great  grounds  j  and  for  their  fmall 
.  ‘  •  backudes* 
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backfides,  large  fields,  paftures,  meadowes,  woods,  and  other 
like  plentie  to  liue  vpon. 

5 .  The  benefit  that  might  that  way  accrew  vnto  Merchants,  in  amen- 

and  allkinde  of  Aduenturers  by  Sea,  is  infinit.  For  Traffique  and  dingthcTrad 
Merchandize  cannot  but  by  mcanes  thereof  wonderfully  be  bet-  *"£££% 
teredandincreafed.  And  w ithall,  which  is  not  the  leaf!  point  in  1  1 

Obferuation,  molt  commodious  and  deiightfull  muftmerchan- 
dizingand  traffique  needsbee,  while  it  fhallbcexercifed  for  the 
moft  part,  betweene  one  and  the  fame  people ,  though  diftant  in 
Region,  yet  vnited  in  Religion,  in  Nation,  in  Language  and  Do¬ 
minion.  Whichfurely  is  a  thing  likely  toproue  fo  matcriall  and 
beneficiall,  as  may  turne  the  greater  part  of  our  Merchants  voy¬ 
ages  that  way,  and  free  them  from  many  of thofe  dangerous  paf- 
fages  which  now  they  are  faine  to  make  by  the  Straits  and  nar¬ 
row  Seas ;  may  finde  them  out  their  rich  and  much-defiredcom- 
modities,  and  greater  ftore ,  and  at  a  better  hand  then  now  they 
haue  them  otherwhere,  and  vent  them  many  a  thing,which  now 
doe  feldome.or  not  at  all,  pafle  their  hands. 

But  of  all  other,  I  need  fpeake  little  of  the  Merchants  good, 
as  who  can ,  and  I  amperfwaded,  doefowellknowitofthem- 
felues,  and  thereupon  affed  the  enterprife  lb  much ,  that  if  other 
mens  defires  and  endeuours  were  correlpondent ,  it  would  take 

both  fpeedy  and  condignc  efied. 

6.  The  laft  benefit  to  our  Land,  butnot  theleaft,is  the  curing  I"root,"S 
of  that  euill  Difcafe  of  this  Land ;  which,  if  it  be  not  lookt  vnto,  ™  “Ue 
and  cured  the  fooner ,  will  bee  theDeftrudion  of  the  Land,  I 
tncanC ,  I  diene f e  the  Mother  of  many  Adifchiefcs,  whichis  to  be  cu¬ 
red,  and  may  be  rooted  out  of  the  Land,  by  this  meanes ,  yea  by 
this  onely ,  and  by  none  other,  viTf  by  Plantation.

Now,topreuentandauoydthis ,  whatotherre- 
medie  haueyou ,  but  either  to  get  worke  for  them  into  your  own 
houfe  from  other  men,  if  you  can  blue  it,  or  elfe  perforce  to  place 
them  forth  ofyouro  wne houfe  into  other  mens,  one  to  this  trade 
or  occupation,  another  to  that ,  where  they  may  be  fet  aworkc, 
and  kept  from  Idleneffe. 

Refp.  his  ts  trite  •  '1% ut  what  is  t  his  to  owe  purpofe  ? 

Enr.  Very  much.  Tor  the  cafes  are  very  like.  Thereby  you 
may  plainly  perceiue,  that,  astheonely  way  to  rid  Idleneffe  out 
ofyour  houfe,  hauing  no  worke  for  them  at  home,  is,  to  place  a- 
broad  your  children  into  other  houfes,  as  it  were,  into  Colonies 
where  they  may  be  fet  a  worke ;  fo  the  onely  way  to  rid  Idleneffe 
out  of  a  whole  parifh ,  towne,  countie  or  countrey  ( the  fame  be¬ 
ing  not  able  to  fet  thofe  that  are  idle  therein aworke.  Anditisa 
thing foeuident,  that  for  the  idle  peopleofour  Land,what  by  the 
great  number  of  them,  which  is  almort  infinite,-  and  what  by  the 
prefent  dampe  and  decay  of  all  Trades  and  employments  ,  the 
Land  is  not  any  way  able  to  fet  them  a  worke,  that  it  needs  no 
proofe,  is  to  place  abroad  the  I nhabitants  thereof,  which  therein 
be  not,  nor  can  be  fet  aworke,  into  other  parifhes,townes, coun¬ 
ties  and  countries. 

R,efp.  If  this  fourfe  jhouldbe  taken ,  it  would  touch  very  neere  a 
great  many  of  the  bell  liuers  in  the  fountrey  }  who,  both  themfeluess 
and  their  children  be  as  idle  as  any  can  be ,  and  yet  would  be  loth ,  ha¬ 
ving  fo  good  meanes  here  to  line  by,  tobe  remaned  into  Plantations  a- 
broad.  •  -  . 

£nr.  Thefe  might  be  brought  from  Idleneffe,  and  yet  abide  at 
liome  too.  For,  if  the  fuperfluous  multitude  of  our  Land  were 
remoued,  thofe  which  you  fpeake  of,  would  for  their  owne  need 
fall  to  worke,  and  leaue  Idleneffe,  becaufe  that  multitude  remo¬ 
ued,  they  mould  haue  none  to  doe  their  worke  for  them ,  as  now 

they  haue,whilc  they  goe  to  playing, potting, and  other  like  vaine 
and  idle  courfes, 

TheMagiflrates  ©four  Land  haue  of  late  made  many  good* 
statutes  and  prouifions,  for  the  beating  downe  ofdrunkennes,for 
letting  the  poore  and  idle  people  to  worke ,  and  other  like  :  but 
how  little  effed  hath  followed  l  Drunkenneffe  encreafeth  daily  , 
andlaughes  the  Lawesto  fcorne.  Pouertie  more  &  more  arifeth, 
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andldle  people  ftill  doe  multiply.  Other  finnes  and  diforders 
arefometimes  punifhed,  but  yet  they  ftill  remairtc ,  and  as  it 
were,in  delpite  of  Lawes ,  they  fpread  more  and  more  abroad. 
The  reafon  is,  (if  a  man  may  be  bold  to  giue  the  reafon  of  it* 
They  jlribg  at  the  boughes,  but  not  at  thePpotes.)  If  there  were  the 
like  good  Orders  taken  for  the  rooting  out  and  beating  downe 
o?ldleneffeitfelfe  in  our  Land,  which  can  be  done  no  other  way, 
but  by  Plantations,  both  ldknefle  it  felfe,  and  all  the  reft  of  the 
Euils  beforenamed,  and  other  like  that  arife  out  of  it,  would 
vanilh  away  as  fmoake  before  the  winde,  and  melt  as  Waxe  a- 
gainftthe  Fire. 

Then,thefe  blinde  and  filthy  Ale- houfes, which  are  none  other 
than  the  DeuilsDennes,  wherein lurke his  beaftly  flaues  day  and 
night,  which  all  the  Iuftices  in  the  Countrey  cannot  now  keepe 
downe,  would  finke  of  themfelues  to  the  ground. 

Then,  thefe  Tobacco.fhops,that  now  ftinke  all  the  Land  ouer, 
would  (hortly  ceafe  to  fume  out  their  infernal  fmoakes,and  come 
to  a  lower  rate  and  reckoning  by  an  hundred  fold. 

Then,  the  many  idle  Trades,  which  of  late  are  rilen  vp  in  the 
Land, vnder  colour  to  keepe  people  from  idlenefle,and  tofet  the 
pooreonworke,fuch,I  fay,  as  the  former  Ages  knew  not,  and 
ourprefent  Age  needes  not,  as  which  ferue  to  nothing ,  but  to 
the  increafe  of  pride,  and  vanitie  in  the  world ,  would  quickly 
grow  out  of  requeft. 

Then,  the  Prifons,  and  Sherifth  Wards ,  would  not  be  one 
halfe  fo  full  ofMalefa&ors  and  Bankrupts,  as  now  they  are.  And 
laft  of  all,(butnot  the  leaft ;  for,who  can  reckon  vp  all  the  bene¬ 
fits  that  this  one  Remedy  would  bring  vnto  our  Land?)  then 
fhould  not  one  halfe  fo  many  people  of  our  Land  bee  cutoff, 
by  (hamefull, violent, and  vntimely  deaths,as  now  there  are. 

Refp.  Tour  Jpeeches  are  very  probable :  bat  by  this  meanes,fo  ma¬ 
ny  idle  people  of  oar  Land,  as  you  intimate  feeing  remoued,the  planta¬ 
tions  VeiS  then  be  pejtcred  Vpith  them-,  there ,  as  much  and  as-bad  as  we 
are  here ;  and  fo,  thofe  good  Vtorkes  be  difer  edited,  and  haply  euer- 
threVone  thereby.  It  is  but  the  remouing  of  euillfrom  one  place  to  an¬ 
other. 

Enr.  Howfoeuer,fuch  aRcmouall  made,  our  Land  (which  is 
the  poynt  in  qucftion)lhall  be  cleared  and  cured.  Butofthatex- 

treme  hurt  to  the  Plantations  that  you  fore-caft ,  there  is  no 

feare. 
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feare.  For ,  whereas  there  are  in  our  Land  at  this  prefent  many 
idle  perfons,  fome  arefuch  as  gladly  would  worke,  if .they  could 
get  it.  They  are  idle,  not  for  any  delight  they  haue  in  idlenefle, 
but  becaufe  they  can  get  no  body ,  nor  meanes  tofet  them  on 
worke.  Some  are  idle  indeed,  as  may  worke  and  will  not.  They 
haue  wherewithall  to  keepe  themfelues  from  idlenefle ,  that  is, 
worke  enough  of  their  owne  to  doe,  but,  delighting  in  idlenefle, 
and  counting  it  a  difgrace  to  men  of  their  meanes,  to  worke  and 
labour  in  their  vocation ,  they  will  haue  and  hyre  others  to  doe 
their  worke,  to  be  their  feruants,  and  labourers,  which  they 
needed  not,  and  which  other  men  of  Inequality  and  ability,  that 
are  thrifty,  and  good  Common-wealths  men  indeed,  doe  not,, 
nor  will  doe ,  and  they  themfelues  the  while  Hue  idlely ,  fpend 
their  time  vainely,  lye  at  the  Ale^houfe,  or  Tauerne, bibbing  and 
bowzing  beaftly,fit  at  Cards  or  Tables  loofely,  haunt  idle  and 
lewd  company  fliameiully,and  giue  themfelues  to  no  good  pra- 
fticeorexercife  commendably,  but  runne  on  from  ill  to  worfe, 
tothefhameanddifereditof  themfelues  and  their  friends  ,  and 
many  times  tothevtter  vndoing  and  ouerthrow  of  them  and 
theirs  miierably .  A  third  fort  the  re  are,  as  it  were  a  mixt  kinde 
of  people,  neither  altogether,  idle,  nor  yet  well  and  fufficientiy 
fetaworkc.  Ofthefe,  fome  worke  at  alow  and  fmall  rate,ma~ 
ny  times  glad  to  ferue  forany  thing,  rather  than  to  begge,  fteale, 
or  ftarue :  and  fomeofthem  fet  vp  idle  and  pelting  Trades,  as  it 
wereihiftsto  liueby,  for  lackc  of  better  imployment  ,  that  fo 
they  may  haue  one  way  or  other  fome  what  to  iiue  vpon; 

Ofall  thefe,  if  the  firft  and  third  fort  were  remoued  into  Plan¬ 
tations,  where  they  might  haue  either  good  Liuings  of  their 
o  wne  to  liue  vpon,  or  good  imployment  by  others  to  labour  vp~ 
on, it  is  no  doubt,  but  that  the  moft  part  of  them  , .would  be  glad 
ofthe  exchange,  and  proue  laborious  and  induftrious  people,  to* 
their  owne  good,  and  the  good,  not  the  hurt,of  the  Countrey  in-« 
to  which  they  (hall  be  remoued.  And  then  for  the  fecondor 
middle  fort,  it  is  not  much  to  be  doubted,  but  that  the  occafi- 
onsof  their  idlenefle  taken  away  ,  as  I  faid  but  now ,  they  alfo 
will  leauetobe  idle,fall  to  doe  their  owne  worke  astheylhould,. 
learneto  thriueand  become  profitable  to  themfelues,  and  this 
our  Countrey5  wherein  they  remaine,  and  be  at  length  as  much

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If  any  continue  their  former  lewd  and  difordered  courfes  be  • 
S  but  a  few  fo  many  of  their  wonted  Companions  b2>  feue' 
red  and  gone  from  them,  there  is  hope  that  a  little  feuerit/of  dS 
Laws,which  eafily  reclaimeth  a  few, when  on  a  multitude  fome'

And  thus  I  hope  you  fee.That  it  is  not  impofsible  the  idlenefle 
that  is  m  our  Land,  to  be  notably  cured  and  expelled  •  and  that 
this  may  be  done  either  onely,  or  at  leaft  no  way  fo  foundly  rea¬ 
dily  ,and  fpeedily,  as  by  Plantations.  And  therefore  theflateof 
H°0d,  confidered .  if  there  were  no  other  benefit  that  might 
anfeof  Plantations,  yet  this  alone,  the  rooting  out  and  de! 

royingof  idlenefle  out  ofthe  Land,  which  elfe  Viper-like  will 
m  time  root  out, and  defiroy  the  Land  it  fclfe, wherein  it  is  bred 
were  caufealUfufncient, and  reafon  enough ,  whyfuch  attempts 

haftenecT  Vnderta^en>  and  by  all  pofsible  meanes  furthered  and 


Refp.  I  cannot  but  like  '(veil  of  ell  that  hitherto  you  haue  faid 
touching  the  goodnefe  and  necefsity  of  t  hefe  Boltons.  But  yet,  mee 
things .there  may  be  a  gueftion, Whether  they  be  left  full  or  rot  >  For 
mce  thtnbys  ,  it  Jhould  neither  be  laW full  for  any  people  to  for /like  the 
Count rey  wherein  god  hath  placed  them.,,  and  in  which  they  and 
their  Progenitors ,  for  many  generations  haue  remained  .•  nor  to  in. 
nade  and  entervponafirange  Countrey, of  Which  they  haue  no  War¬ 
rant  nor  afurance  that  god  is  pleafedyhey  Jhould  aduenture  vpon  it. 

Enr.  Ifany  will  make  queftion  ofthe  lawfulnefleoffuch  Afti- 
ons.  Nature  it  felfe,  which  hath  taught  the  Bees, when  their 
Hiue  isouer-full,to  part  Company,  and  by  fwarming, to  feeke  a 
new  habitation  elfewhere,  doth  euidendy  informe  vs.  That  it  is 
as  lawfull  for  mentoremoue  from  one  Countrey  to  another  as 
out  ofthe  houfe  wherein  they  are  borne,  or  the  parifh  wherein 
they  are  bred,  vnto  another,  if  Humane  reafon  i atisfie  not,  (foe 
fome  will  make  doubts  in  cafes  moft  deare)  there  is  ’ diuine 
Warrant  for  it  that  may.  For  it  was  Godsexprefle  corfimande- 
ment  to  eXdanu,  Gen.i.  28  .that  hee  (hould  fin  the  earth, and fub - 
due  it.  By  vertue  of  which  Quarter,  hee  and  his  haue  euer  fince 


had 
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had  the  Triulledge  to  fpread  themfelues  from  place  to  place,  and 
to  haue,  held ,  occupie,  and  enioy  any  Region  or  Countrey  what- 
foeuer,  which  they  (hould  finde  either  not  pre-occupied  by  fom« 
other,  or  law  fully  they  could  of  others  get  or  obtaine. 

Vpon  which  claufe,  wee  Englishmen  haue  as  good  ground  and 
warrant  to  enter  vpon  New-found-Land ,  or  any  other  Countrey 
hitherto  not  inhabited  or  poffefled  by  any  Nation  elfe  Heathen 
or  Chriftian,and  any  other  that  we  can  lawfully, (r  fa y  lawful¬ 
ly)  get  of  thofe  that  doc  inhabite  them,  as  to  hold  our  owne  na- 
tiue  the  Englilh  foyle. 

Refp.  Hut  this,  though  f  fee  it  te  be  lawfully  femes  yet  to  be  a  ve¬ 
ry ft  range  courfi ,  the  %  Whereof,  informer  tAges  hath  not  becne 
vfd . 

Enr.  That  this  courfe  hathbeenein  former  times  both  vfuall  Plantations 
and  ancient, and  notas  you  (eeme  to  imagine  new  and  flrange  noncw  nor 
though  I  might  proue  by  coniedure  onely  :  For^how  elfe  had  it  {lran§e 
bcene  pofsible,  fo  many,fo  diucrs,  fo  diftant,  and  fo  great  Coun- 
tries  to  be  peopled,  but  by  remouing  from  one  Countrey  to  ano-  and  LtitL 
ther  ?  or  referrc  you  to  humane  Hiftories ,  which  are  full  of  fuch 
Narrations,  and  of  them*  aboue  all  to  the  Tiomane  flate  ,  which 
from  their  very  firftyeere$,4&  vrhe  conditzt,  after  that  Rome  itfelfe 
was  builded/ell  apace  to  that  pra&ice,  and  had  euer  in  hand,  one 
or  other  Colonie .  One  of  good  Antiquity  $  and  therefore  not 
partially  and  of  great  Obferuation ,  and  therefore  regardable,Tully» 
doth  tell  vs  exprefly.  That  as  other  things  common  by  nature, 
fo  Lands ,  fo  Countries,  (for  they  alfo  are  a  part  of  his  omnia) 
haue  become  priuate,from  time  to  time,  ant  veteri  Occupationef 
aut  vittoria,  ant  lege :  either  by  ancient  vfurpation  ,  men  finding 
them  void  and  vacant,  or  by  vi&ory  in  warre,or  by  legall  condi¬ 
tion  or  compofition  in  peace.  But  what  need  I  care  what  fuch 
fay, or  fay  not,  when  as  holy  Writ  it  felfe  telsvs  very  plainely, 

Gen.  10.5.  That  whereas  after  Tfoahs  fioudy  there  were  no  more  Geaio.f* 
aliue  on  earth, ofall  thepoflerity  of  Adam, but  Noah  find  his  fins, 

«nd  their  tyiues,  eight  peribns  in  all yOf  them  only  Voerethe  Ilesjefi 
the  Cj entiles  diuided  in  their  Lands ,  eueryman  after  his  tongue ,  and 
after  their  Families  in  their  Nations  l  And  againe,  verfi  3  2 .  Out 
ofthefi  tyere  the  Ifations  diuided  in  the  earth,  that  is,Thefe,as  they 
increafcd,  difperfed  themfelues,  and  inhabited,  and  repleniftted* 
firtf  one  Countrey,  and  then  another,  as  wee  fee  at  this  day.  And 
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this  vpon  warrant  of  that  Grant  which  Adanu  had,being  renew¬ 
ed  and  confirmed  vnto  Noah,  and  his  fonnes,  (Jen .  p.  i .  T^eplete 
t  err  am,  Repienifh  yee  the  earth,  or  fill  itvpagaine.  Laftly  ,  let 
fuchbut  lookebacke  andthinke,  How  at  firft  wee,  the  Inhabi¬ 
tant*  of  this  Land,  came  hither.  Were  all  Indigent  ?  or  rather 
T  err  i gen  &  ?  Did  they  at  firft  fpring  vp  heere  out  of  the  earth  ? 
Areweofthe  Race  andoff-fpringof  Noah,  or  his  fonnes  ?  and 
therefore  per  confeq .  vndeniable,  (as  all -our  Hiftories  doe  ac¬ 
cord)  haue  come  from  other-where  ?  Why  then  fhould  that 
feeme  fo  infolent  to  vs, and  in  our  time,  which  haue  beene  fo  vfu- 
all  at  all  times,  and  in  all  Ages  ? 

Refp.  T on  haue,  mee  thrnkes,  well  iuflified  this  courfe  ingenerall : 
NtotyJfjcH  can  as  tyell  clear  e  it  in  feme  particulars  ,  I  fjall  haply  at 
length  bee  of  your  minde  alfo,for  the  maine.. 

Ear,  Obied  your  particulars ,  and  I  doubt  not  whatfoeuer 
they  be,  but  I  (hall  be  able  reafonably  to  fatisfie  you  in  them* 

Refp,  T he  places, the  Countries  to  be  planted  and  inhabited  by  vsp 
art  veryfhrre  off  from  hence . 

Snr .  To  that  I  fay,  firft,  if  neerer  places  cannot  bee  had,  bet¬ 
ter  a  good  place,  though  farre  off,  than  none  at  all. 

Secondly,others,asthe  Spaniards,  haue  and  doe  remoue  and 
plant  further  off,  by  a  great  deale, 

Thirdly,  Abraham,  facob ,  and  other  good  men,  haue  beene 
content  in  leffe  need,  faue  thatGoo  fo  commanded  to  depart 
farre  from  the  places  of  their  birth,  as  wee  may  fee*  Jen.  12.4* 
tsi&s 7.3.  and  other-where.

Vt  volucri,  vacuo  quicquidin  or  be  patet .  that  is, 

Vnto  a  valiant-minded  man, each  Country  good  is  his : 

As  is  wide  world  vnto  the  Birds, and  broad  Sea  to  the  Fiflv 
And,  another  being  asked,  fains  efiet  Prbis  l  anfwered  ,  Or - 
his;  as  who  would  fay  >  The  World  at  large  were  his  Seate  or 
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Fifthly  ,  Sitter-land,  or  as  it  is  yet  commonly  called ,  New- 
found  Jand ,  which  for  the  prefent  feemeth  to  be  the  fitteft  of  all 
other  intended  Plantations ,  is  not  very  farre  ofF.  It  is  not  with 
a  good  winde,  aboue  foureteene  or  fiftecne  dayes  fayle.  As  eafie 
a  voyage  in  manner,  the  Seas  and  paffage  confidered,  as  into  our 
next  Neighbour-Countrey  fand  ,  whither  of  late  yeeres  ma¬ 
ny  haue  out  of  England,  to  their  and  our  good  remoued. 

Sixthly,  Our  Merchants,  in  hope  of  prefent  but  vncertainc 
-  gaine,  doeyeerely  and  vfually  trauaile  into  farther  Countries  a 
great  deale :  and  why,  then  lhould  any  for  his  aflured,  certaine* 
and  perpetuall  good ,  thinke  it  intolerable  or  vnreafonable  to 
make  one  fuch  a  iourney  in  his  life  ? 

Refp.  The  Countries  themfelues  are  Xvilde  and  rude :  No  townes a.  Obieft* 
no  houfes ,  no  buildings  there . 

Enr.  Men  mu  ft  not  lookc  ftill,  in  fuch  a  cafe ,  to  come  to  a  Anfw« 
land  inhabited,  and  to  finde  ready  to  their  hands,  as  in  ffrael , 
in  Canaan  great  and  goodly  Cities  y  tyhich  they  builded  not :  houfes 
full  of  all  manner  of  fore ,  which  they  filled  not :  wells  digged ,  which 
they  digged  not :  Vine -yards  ,  and  Orchards  ,  which  they  planted 
not :  as  <l Tliofes  fpeaketh,  j Deut.6, 10.  It  muft  content  thems 
that  God  prepared!  them  a  place ,  a  Land ,  wherein  they  may 
build  them  Cities ,  Townes,  and  Houfes  to  dfyell  in ,  where  they 
may  foW  Landyand  plant  them  Vine-yards  and  Orchards  too  ,  to 
yeeld  them  fruits  ofincreafe ,  as  the  Rfalmift  writeth ,Pf  I  o  j .  3  <?9 
2,  Thinke  they  it  is  no  bodies  lot  but  theirs  ?  And  doe 
they  imagine,  that  in  any  Countrey  wherefoeuer,  where  now 
there  are  Caftles  and  Towres ,  Houfes  and  Habitations  of  all 
forts  fettled,  there  was  not  a  time  when  none  of  thefe  were  {lan¬ 
ding  ?  but  that  the  ground  was  as  bare  and  naked  thereof,  as 
wildeand  void  of  Couerture,as  any  of  our  Plantations  are.  For,

may  reade at Ieafure,  Gen.  12.8 .and  1 5 . 5.  and  1 8 .  r  .and  2 4  67. 
and  3 1 .  5  3 .  So  dwelled  all  Jfrael  in  the  Wildernefle ,  full  for- 
tie  yeeres, as  you  may  finde,  Leuitic.  2  3 . 42.  and  Numb,  x  4.  3  , 
34.  Yea,  was  not  God  himfelfe  content  to  dwell  in  a  Ten t 
f  the  middeft  of  Ifrael,  till  the  dayes  of  Dauid,  and  reigne  of  Sa¬ 
lomon,  who  found  that  fauour  in  his  eyes,  that  hee  might  build 
,lum  an  Houfe?  as  it  is  written,  a  Sam.  7. 63.  and  zASh.  7.  45, 
ihe  like  did  the  Family  of  the  B,echabites ,  as  appeareth  at  large 
Jerem.  33.  for  the  fpace  of  three  hundred  yeeres  together  when 
as  all  Ifrael  befides  dwelt  in  houfes.and  in  walled  Townes  and 
Cities,  and  fauing  for  the  commandement  of  fonadabyhe  fonne 
or  fRechab  their  Father,  fo  might  they  haue  done.  So  that  it  is 
neither  vnnatura!l,vnufuall,  nor  vnpofsible  to  take  paines  this 
way  fora  time,  and  that  a  long  time-fif  need  be.  P 

Refp,  Your  examples  I  mufl  need syeeld, are  al good  ,be  can fe  they  be  fa 
mthenticaH.  "But  yet  1  fee  not  that  thevfe  of  Tents  can  be  any  thing 
fenuceable  ,  for  that  being  made ,  as  commonly  they  are,  but  of  raW> 
cloth  or  canuafe ,  befides  that  they  are  very  cold  ,  they  are  not  able  to 
keepe  off  any  raine  or  Wet  an  houre  to  an  end . 

Em.  Well  and  artificially  made ,  they  are  more  ieruiceable 
shsn  you  take  them  to  be.  Reade  but  7.  and  14.  and  to 
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Conferee  it  with  1 .  Sunt.  y ,  i.  and  you  iTia.Il  findc,  That  they  nisv 
be  made  very  durable :  and  that  to  the  well  making  of  Tents, 
there  may  goe  a  Cohering  or  tVro  of  skins,  or  other  ftuffe,  Co  dreiTed 
and  fitted,  as  nor  wet  nor  cold  can  eafily  pierce  them.

8 nr .  Bcfides  thefe ,  Men  may ,  hauing  once  gotten  place  cer- 
taine  for  their  abode,  foone  ered  Tome  Cabbins  ani  fmall  houfes 
which  may  for  a  time,  fomeyeeres  if  need  bee,  feme  for  habita¬ 
tion,  and  afterward  when  they  can  build  better ,  may  be  conuer- 
ted  to  inferiour  vfes,  as  for  corne,  cattle, See.  Men  mull  bee  con¬ 
tented  at  firft  with  low  and  plaine  buildings.  England  hath  beene 
inhabited  two  or  3000.  yeeres  atleaft,andyet  whatpoore,  what

8  nr.  Experience  it  felfe,  thefureft  teacher,  fiieweth  altoge-  Anrw-r 
ther  the  contrary.  For,  if  any  credit  be  to  be  giuen  to  thofe  that 
haue  fet  vs  forth  their  owne  knowledge,  andtriall  thereofbythe 
con f ant  tefiimonie  of  them  all ,  not  one  of  thofe  Countries  inten¬ 
ded  or  attempted  to  be  be  planted  by  vs ,  but  is  found  to  bee  ex¬ 
ceeding  good  and  fruitful!.  In  euery  Countrey  to  bee  inhabited, 
three  things  are  fpecially  to  bee  refpeded ;  The  Temperature  of 
the  Climate ,  the  goodneffe  of  the  Aire ,  and  the  fatneffe  of  the  * 
Soile.  Alland  euery  of  thefe  in  thofe  Regions  (a  thing  feldome 
round  in  many  of  this  vpper  Continent, )  in  comparifon  of  ma¬ 
ny  ofour  Northerne  parts,arein  thefuperlatiuc  degree, The 
Soile  moft  fat  and  fertile,  the  Aire  mod fweet  and  healthy,  and 
the  Temper  moft  milde  and  daintie.  If  thofe  that  lie  neere  (or 
Vnder)  the  dEquinottiall ,  feeme  at  firft  to  be  fome  what  of  the  hot- 
teft,  yet  fince  they  are  inhabited  with  Naturals  of  many  forts, 
and  our  men  by  their  abiding  there  fome  yeeres  together ,  haue 
found  that  they  can  inhabit  them,there  is  no  doubt,  but  that  that 
exceue  of  hcate,  whereby  as  Spaine ,  England  ,  they  exceed  theft 
our  Northerne  Climates ,  will  by  vft  and  time  become  very  to¬ 
lerable  and  kindly  to  men  ofour  Conftitution ,  as  well  as  of 
others.

The  Path-Way  to  Plantations. 

The  Healthinefle  of  any  Countrie ,  by  plantation  and  inhabita¬ 
tion  mull  needs  be  much  increafed.  For,  the  ridding  ofgrounds 
calling  of  ditches, and  watercourfes,  and  making  offires,  toge! 
ther  with  the  deftroying  of  Wilde  and  filthy  beafts,  all  which,and 

other  like,  doe  neceflarily  accompany  any  good  Plantation,  fur¬ 
ther  mu  ch  to  the  clenfing  of  the  aire ,  cleering  of  fogges ,  and  fo 
-ridding  of  much  corruption  and  vnhcalthinelfe  from  the  place. 

Adde  to  thefe  the  two  much-defired  Commodities  in  all  good 
Habitations,  I  meane.  Wood  and  Water ,  ( the  former  whereof  lb 
fall  decaies  with  vs,  that  very  want  of  it  onely,  within  few  yeers 
is  like  to  proue  exceeding  burtfull  to  our  Land,  and  can  bee  no 
way  repaired,  but  by  tranfplanting  the  people)  and  it  is  out  of 
all  queflion,  Thatneither  England  nor  Ireland ,  nor  any  countrey 
elfe  in  this  part  of  Chriftendome,  can  at  this  prefent  compare 
with  thofe,  much  lefie  exceed  them.  All  which  confidered,whac 
need  any  doubt, but  that  TheSunne}  as  the  old  Prouerbeis,  doth 
pine  there ,  at  merrily  as  here  i  and  that  a  little  good  husbandry 
will  make  the  dwellingthere ,  as  commodious  as  healthfull ,  as 
gainfull,  and  euery  way  as  good,  as  any  other- where. 

Refp.  Y our  words  doe  found  fomcW’hat  pleafng :  "But  yet  I  haue 
heard  fome  fay  (ome\\>hat  othervtfe ,  as  namely ,  T  hofe  countries  are 
very  barren  and  vnfruitfuil. 

Enr.  I  beleeueyou ;  Fori  haue  heard  fay  too,  Euillwitl ,  Void 
neuer  fay  well.  Many  idle  wretches,  when  they  come  into  foch  pla¬ 
ces,  becaufe  they  cannot  haue  the  plenty  without  paines ,  nor 
finde  thofe  golden  mountaines  they  dreamed  of at  home,  though 
many  things  bee  notable  and  very  good ,  yet  will  cauillat,  and 
blame  euery  thing. 

Suppofe  it  be  fomewhat  as  they  fay,  that  is,  The  ground  not  Co 
fruitfull  as  fome  places  here  in  England ,  yet  doth  it  follow  there¬ 
fore,  it  is  not  worth  the  hauing  ?  If  I  benotdeceiued.  There  bee 
few  Countries  in  Europe  that  can  compare  with  England  for  rich- 
nefle  of  the  Soile,  and  fatnelfe  of  the  earth;  yet  we  all  know,  they 
are  not  therefore  forfaken.  Againe,  in  England  it  felfe,  all  places 
are  not  alike  good.  As  there  be  fome  of  excellent  mold,fo  there  be 
barren,  heath,  and  hungry  Soiles  a  great  many  :yet  we  fee,  people 
are  glad  to  inhabit  them.  Beitthen,  that  fome  ofthofe parts  be 
no  better  then  our  worfer grounds,  our  heaths,  Mendip  hills, 
Wililhire  downes,  Salisbury  plaines,  and  other  like;  yet  I  hope 
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they  are  better  then  none.  A  great  deale  of  fuch  ground  together, 

I  thinke,may  be  as  good, as  a  little  good  ground.  Jfany  man  will 
thusconfider  of  fuch  complaints  and  murmurs,  he  fhall  fee  no 
great  caufe  to  regard  them.  Thefe  therefore  thus  fatisfied,  if  you 
haue any  thing elfe  to  fay, fay  on. 

Refp.  Some  fay  alfoy  T  hat  thofe  fount  vies  are  fo  ouergrowne  With 
wood ,  trees  }buftes,  and  fuch  like>  that  there  is  no  roome  for  building, 
no  ground for  pajlure  and  tillage  ,  or  at  leaf, not  without  exceffiue  la¬ 
bour  and  charge ,  or  intolerable  and  fitt if ull  Jpoile  of  the  woods  and 
timber  to  no  vfe. 

£nr .  It  cannot  be,  but  that  thofe  countries,  hauing  either  not 
at  all,  or  but  little  as  yet  beene  inhabited.muft  needs  be  much  o- 
uergrowne  with  woods,  and  no  fmall  part  thereof  to  be  a  very 
Forreft  and  Wildcrnefie,yetcertaineit  is,  that  there  are  (a  thin- 
very  admirable,  and  almoft  beyond  expectation:)  there  are, I  fa#, , 
in  them  to  be  found  many  goodly  parts  of  thofe  Countries,  that 
are  very  cleare  of  woods  ,  faire  and  goodly  open  champion 
ground,  large  Meadowesand  Pafturesmany  hundred, fometimes 
thoufands  of  Acres  together.  So  that  befides  the  wood- lands 
there  is  abundantly  roome,and  ground  enough  tobuild  and  inha¬ 
bit  vpon,  for  more  people,  Ibeleeue,  then  will  haftily  begotten 
ouer  to  dwell  there  :  and  more  ground  open  and  cleare  already 
rid  for  pafture  and  tillage, then  yet  there  will  be  people  and  cattle 
enough  had  thither  to  fuch  vfes,the  fame  to  conuert  and  employ* 

And  therefore  there  needs  not ,  either  that  Complaint  which  The  fpoyle  of' 
they  make,  of  the  excefiiue  ftore  and  encomberment  of  woods,  woods  in  thofi 
nor,  which  is  worfe,ofthat  prefent  and  haftie  fpoile ,  and  bur- 
ning  vpof  woodson  thefudden,for  making  of  roome,that  fome  1 
doe  talke  of, and  would  haue  to  be  made ;  and ,  as  it  is  reported, 
hauealrea^made  by  burning  vp  thoufands  of  Acres  together. 

This,  truly  in  my  opinion,  is  a  thing  very  wicked,  and  fuch  as 
cannot  but  be  difpleafing  to  Almightie  God ,  who  abhorreth  all 
wilfullwafte  and  fpoile  of  his  good  creatures,  (j  at  her  vp  that 
Which  is  left  y  faith  our  Sauiour,  Joh.S.  12.  that  nothing  be  loft:  and 
a  thing  that  in  common  ciuilitie,  and  humane  policie,  fhouid  not 
Jbe  fuffered  to  be  done,  or  being  done,  not  pafle  vnpunifhed. 

Wee  may  know  by  ourowne  prefent  want  of  wood  herein 
England ,  what  apretious  commoditie  wood  is  ,  and  be  warned 
by  our  0  wne  harmes3to  make  much  of  it,if  we  haue  plenty  there¬ 
of,,

mfimt  deale  ot  Wood  and  Timber.  J 

Secondly  The  ftore  that  will  daily  and  ycerely  be  fpent  in  ne« 
ceflary  vfes  for  fire,  which  at  the  firft  fpecially ,  till  houfes  bee 
vvarmeand  drie,andthe  ayre  corrected,  will  and  muft  be  more 

ian  ordinarie,  cannot  but,  if  once  any  number  of  Inhabitants 
goe  ouer,  be  exceeding  great. 

Thirdly,  The  building  and  making  of  Ships  and  (hipping  will 

require  and  confume  very  much  there.  And  fuch  order  may  bee 

taken,thatby  the  woods  there,  great  fpare  (a  thing!  very  need- 

full)  may  be  made  in  England,  of  our  Woods  here  for  that  vfe. 

Fourthly,  To  thefe  places  maybe  tranfplanted,  the  making  of 

Uiaile  and  Iron,  as  well  for  England,  as  for  the  fame  Countries : 

two  things,  that  as  it  is  well  knowne,  doe  deuoure  (yet  vpon 

Decenary  vies)  wonderful!  ftore  of  Wood  continually. 

Fiftly,  The  Trades  of  Potters  for  earthen  veflels,  and  of  Con- 

pers  for  treen  Veflels,  both  very  neceflary  ,  fpecially  at  the  firft, 

will  and  muft  ftill  from  time  to  time  (pend  vp  much  Wood  and 
Timber. 


Sixtly ,  And  little  behinde  them  in  expence  of  Wood,wilI  be 
that  very  neceflary  Trade  of  making  of  Salt,  confidering  how 
great  vfe  there  is  and  will  be  thereof  there,  for  the  fifhing  voy¬ 
ages, befides  all  other  vfes  thereof, both  there  and  elfe- where. 

Seuenthly,  No  fmall  quantity  thereof  likewife  may  be  cutvp 
and  tranlported  into  England ,  for  our  Buildings,  for  Coupers, 
Ioyners,and  Trunk-makers  trades  heere,  which  now  at  a  daerer 
hand, wee  buy  and  fetch  out  of  other  Countries. 

Eighthly,  Befides,  the  Woods  (landing  are  of  themfelues,  and 
Sw  induftry  more  may  be  made,  a  great  fortification  for  the  In¬ 
habitants  againft  man  and  Beaft,  till  the  Countries  be,  and  can 

hebetter  employed  and  fortified.  Thefe 
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Thefe,  and  other  like  neceflary  and  great  vfes  of  wood  consi¬ 
dered,  which  either  muft,  or  may  be  made  thereof,  little  reafon 
orcaufe  is  there,  why,  as  if  it  could  dike  the  waters  in  the  riuers, 
neuer  be  fpent  while  the  world  ftands ,  there  (hould  any  fudderr 
and  needlefle  fpoile  by  fire  or  any  other  waftfull  hauocke  be  made 
thereof :  and  feuercly  deferue  they  to  be  punilhed  that  fiiall  make 
it,  and  ftiarply  thereik  to  be  reftrained  ,  that  none  like  hereafter 
be  made. 

ReCp.Tbefe  (Countries  are  full  of  Wilde  Tleafts,  Beams,  &c.  . 

Enr.  i .  Some  of  them,  as  the  Summer  f lands  r.  haue  nofoch  at  Anfw«e,10* 
all.  No  harmfull  thing  in  them.  ? 

2.  None  of  them,  efpecially  Tfjwfound  Land ,  as  farreas  I 
heare,  haue  any,  or  at  leaft,  any  ftore  ©f  noy  fome  creatures ,  as  of 
Serpents,  Crocodiles, &c.  as  haue  many  parts  of  this  Continent, 
whichyet  long  hath  beene,and  ftill  be  inhabited. 

3.  It  is  well,  there  are  fome  beafts  there ,  wilde  at  leaft, if  not :

To  which 
purpofe  fuch  infinite  ftore  and  varietie  of  beafts,  birds,  fifties, 
fruits  ,’  and  other  like  commodities  ,  as  in  them  all  are  already 
found,  and  doe  abound,  ought  rather  to  prouokc  peopleto  goe 
thither,  allured  they  cannot,if  they  will  be  anything  indultrious, 

''leant  neceffaries ad  viSlum  backe  and  belly ,  where 

luch  plentie  is,  and  to  praife  God  that  hath,  as  for  usidam  in  Pa- 
radife,  before  he  placed  him  there,  (fen.  x.  fb  for  them,  before he 
bring  them  thither,  prouided  fo  well ,  rather  then  the  want  of 
fome  better  or  other,  Ihould  moue  them  like  the  Ifraelites  againft 
God,  J Exod.  i6.to  murmur  and  repine,  or  which  is  worfe,w ho¬ 
ly  to  refufe  and  forgoe  the  places. 

5.  Haue  notother  Countries, thinkeyoUjOr  at  leaft,  haue  had 
the  like? Is  £ngland?is<  Ireland? is  France  altogether  free?  Wa s\Ca- 
n*an,euen  thatbleffed  land,  without  the,  yea  good  ftore  of  them?

Where,ifany  good  courfc  be  taken,  and  well  obfemed  for  pre 
feruation  of euery  kinde,  I  doubtnot  but  they  would  fafter  there 
increafe  and  fill  the  Countries,  then  the  inhabitants  fhould  be  a 
ble  to  make  roome  for  them,  by  deftroyingand  killing  vp  thofe 
Wilde  and  vntamed  beafts, which  now  doe  fo  there  abound.

There  be  alfofome  countries  neererto  fome  of  our  Plantations 
then  either  England  or  Jr  eland,  from  which  if  men  will  feeke  for 
them,  all  forts  of  tame  and  profitable  cattell  that  we  can  or  doe 
want,  may  at  a  very  rcafonable  hand  be  had. 

If  it  feeme  hard  and  Grange  to  any,  to  make  T ranjfortation  of 
eattell,  and,  that  in  the  Countries  themfelues  are  none  naturally 
to  be  had :  Let  them  be  pleafed  to  vndcrftand  that  to  be  no  new 
thing :  and  that  where  now  they  are  moft  plentiful! ,  time  hath 
beene,None,not  one  was  to  be  foundsbut  that  fuch  cattell,as  wel 
as men^for all  came  out  of Noahs  Arke,^V«.8° 1 7.)were  brought 
and  conueyed  from  place  to  place-.  And  if  they  will  but  a  little  en¬ 
quire  ofclder  men  &  times,  they  may  learnjltis  but  as  it  were  the 
otherday  fince  feme  countries  neere  vnto  vs  had  no  Kheepe,  other 
no  kine, other  few  horfcs,&thatat  this  very|inftant,Fw/«  is  wil- 
lingtohaucfro  vsour  horfes,  we  fro  Wales  their  Burs,  &  fro  fre- 
fand  their  Cowes.  All  which doe  paffe  from  one  countrey  to  ano- 

E  a.  then- 
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ther  by  T  ranfportation.  And  therefore  men  mu  ft  be  contented, 
asthemfelues,  to  dwell  where  before  they  haue  not  done ,  fo  to 
get  thither  catteil ,  profitable  cattcll,  where  before  they  haue  not 
beene. 

Refp.  The  people  ofthofe  Countries  are  rude  and  barbarous- 

Enr.  They  that  like  to  dwell  alone,  may.  There  are  coun- 
triesfound,  andmoretobee  found,I  doubt  not,  notyet  inhabi¬ 
ted  and  actually  poffeffed  by  any  people ,  nation ,  or  ftate  what- 
foeuer. 

2.  They  with  whom  wee  haue  to  doe,  are  not  fo  rude  as 
fome  imagine,  I  beleeue.  Moft,ifnot  all  of  them,  (pecially 
they  of  Guiana ,  doe  Ihew  themfelues,  their  breeding  confidered, 
exceeding  tradable ,  very  louingandkindetoour  Nation  aboue 
any  other :  induftrious  and  ingenious  to  leame  of vs,  and  pradife 
with  vs  moft  Arts  and  Sciences  .•  and  which  is  moftto  be  admi¬ 
red  and  cherifhed ,  very  ready  to  leaue  their  old  and  blinde  Ido¬ 
latries,  and  to  learneof  vs  the  right  feruice  and  worfhip  of  the 
true  God.  And  what  more  can  bee  expeded  from  them  in  fo 
(mail  time  and  meanes?  or  what  furer  probability  or  hope 
would  wehaue,  that  we  fliallor  may  eafily,  and  within  fliort 
time ,  win  them  to  our  owne  will ,  and  frame  them  as  we  lift? 
Verily  I  fuppofe ,  if  all  things  be  confidered  well ,  and  rightly 
compared ,  we  haue  neerer  home  worfe  neighbours  a  great 
deale. 

3.  The  spaniardhath  reafonably  ciuilized ,  and  better  might, 
if  he  had  not  fo  much  tyrannized,  people  farre  more  fauageand 
beaftiall  then  any  of  thefe. 

4.  We  ought  toconfider,  thattimd  was,  the  old  Brittons  the 
ancient  Inhabitants  of  this  Land ,  were  as  rude  and  barbarous 
as  fome  of  thefe  of  forraigne  parts,  with  whom  wee  haue  to  doe. 
And  therefore  confidering ,  jQuafumus  Onginenati ,  (for  wee 
are  alfo  their  Off-fpring  )  wee  ought  not  to  defpife  euen  fuch 
poore  and  barbarous  people ,  but  pitty  them ,  and  hope, that  as 
weeare  become  now,  by  Gods  vnfpeakeable  mercy  to  vs-ward, 
to  a  farre  better  condition ,  fo  in  time  may  they . 

Refp.  The  Admntures\are  very  dangerous,  and  lyable  to  Iof¬ 
fes  of  life  and  goods ,  to  troubles  manifold ,  fo  that  they  may  well  bee 

sailed  Aduenturers/^t  1 bill  hazard  themfelues  in  thenu.

1 .  Many  forc-caft  perils  where  they  need  not :  and  fo,many 
times  arc  more  afraid  than  hurt.  As  Salomon  obferued  long  a  - 
®oe,  Trou.z  2-13.  The filothfiull  Jaith ,  A  Lyon  is  Without,  1  fhall ' 
he Jlatne  in  the  flreetes . 

2.  Our  life  and  hate  is  not  without  perils  at  home :  and  I 
tell  you,  if  thefe  Aduentures,  as  you  call  them,  be  not  better  fol¬ 
lowed  than  yet  they  are,they  will, and  cannot  but  more  and  more 

increafe.  .  ,  .  _  , 

3 .  No  A&ion  of  fuch  a  weight  and  worth  as  thefe  are,  can  bee 

without  feme  perils,  hurts, and  lofles,  which  yet  muft  be  aduen- 
tured  and  indured  in  hope  of  a  greater  good,  and  ampler  recom¬ 
mence  another  way. 

4.  Hee  is  not  worthy  to  receiuc  fuch  benefits  as  thefe  Ad¬ 
uentures  may  yeeld  him,  that  for  feare  of  euery  inconueniencc 
and  danger,  is  ready  to  fall  off,and  difelayme  them.  Ntque  mel , 
neque  apes-,  faith  the  olde  Prouerbe.  No  Bees,  (for  feare  of  fling¬ 
ing)  no  Honie.  . 

5.  Of  perils  and  mifaauentures ,  fome  are  meerely  Cafmll , 
and  not  to  bee  auoyded,  fome  are  altogether  needle  fie, ma  might 
haue  beene  preuented.  The  former  of  thefe  muft  be  borne  with, 
as  a  part  of  that  common  calamity,  whereunto  the  life  of  man  is 
fubied,and  ofthofe  crofles  and  afflidions  wherewith  God  doth 
either  try  his  Children,  as  Gold  in  the  fire,  or  afflid  and  »punifli 
them  and  others.  For  thefe,  no  man  ought  to  bee  troubled  and 
idifmayed  in  thefe  courfes,  more  than  for  the  like  in  any  other, 
Sior  diflike  them  one  iot  the  worfe. 

Wee  finde,  when  God  would  bring  his  owne  people  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  I  fir  ael  into  that  good  Land,  the  Land  of  Canaan  ,  which 
fo  oft  &  fofolemnely  he  had  promifed  to  them  and  to  their  Fa¬ 
thers,  he  did  it  not  without  letting  them  paffe,and  feele  fome  pe- 
rilsby  the  way ;  as  the  flopping  at  the  red  Sea,  the  purfuite  of 
Pharaoh,  one  while  the  want  of  fiefh, another  while  of  water  m 
theWildernefle,theterrour  of  fiery  Serpents,  and  the  a  {fault  of 
many  and  mighty  enemie$,with  other  like.  Wee  finde  alfo,  that 
he  was  much  difpleafed  with,  and  fharpely  fometimes  did  pu- 
sniflithofe  of  them  that  murmured  becaufeoi  thofe  things ,  and 
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God  had  giuen  to  them  and  their  feed.  And  may  not  this  teach 
vs,  1  hat  wemuft  not  looke  to  haue  the  hand  of  Gods  proui- 
dence  extended  vnto  vs  without  fome  dangers  and  incurnbran- 
es :  And  that  the  Lord  is  not  pleafed  with  thofc  that  for  fearc

UJ  US-  wr^tet^  op  fas  owne  particulars  In  labours  more 
abundant,  in  ftripes  aboue  meafure ,  in  prifon  more  plenteoufly  in 
Death  oft .  Of  the  Jevccs  flue  times  received  /  forty  flripe's  hue 
one,  I  yyas  thrice  beaten  with  roddes  :  1  Was  once  fioned  :J  fit  ft - 
redthnee  Shtp-Wracke.  Night  and  day  have  I  heene  in  the  deeps 
Sea*  In  tourneying  /  Was  often :  in  perils  of  waters ,  in  perils  of  rob- . 
hers i  m  penis  of  mine  oWne  Nation ;  in  perils  among  the  (f  entiles : 
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h  perils  in  the  Qtie,  in  perils  in  the  Wildernejfe:  in  perils  in  the  Sen  • 
tn  perils  among  fklfe  'Brethren .  fn  Weannefjc  ,  and  pain f nine  fie  in 
watchings  often,  in  hunger  and  thirfi,  in  fusings  often  ,  in  cold  and 
nakfidneffe.  Bcjide  the  things  which  are  outWard ,  1  am  combrcd 
daily, and  haue  the  care  of  all  the  Churches.  Who  is  Weake,  and  1  am 
not  XPeakc  ?  who  is  off ended, and  I  hurne  not  ?  You  haue  heard  a 
bundantly  of  the  fufferings,hearc  alfo  the  inuincible  conftancJ 

and  magnanimity  of  this  admirable  Champion  of  the  Lord  ex- 

preffed  with  his  owncmouth,  *ASt.zo.zz .  Andnow  behold J  a  oe 
bound  m  the  Spirit  vnto  Jerufalem,  ,  and  know  not  what  thine s  (tall 
some  vnto  meet  here,  faue  that  the  Holy  Chofi  Witneffeth  in  euery 
tloat  Bands  and  afflictions  abide  wee.  *But  I paffle  not 
(tor  it)  at  all,  neither  is  my  life  dear e  vnto  mee,fo  that  f  may  fulfill 
mycmrfemthioy  ^nd  the  ^Uinifiration  which  I  haue  receiuedof 
the  Lord  fefiu,  viz.  to  teflifiethe  Golf  ell  of  the  grace  of  God.  And 
Chap.  21.13.  I  tmi  ready  not  to  he  bound  onely  ,  but  alfo  to  dye  at 
lerufilem^Jor  the  name  of  the  Lordlefus.  Hauingfuch  Lights  and 
Leaders  for  our  example,  (hall  we  grudge  and  vtterly  refufe  to 
iurrcr  any  thing,  to  hazard  any  troubles,  and  to  beare  any  crol- 
fes  at  all, (And  it  is  not  pofsible  weflhould  meet  with  fuch  a  mea¬ 
sure  and  heape  thereof,  as  they  did  by  many  degrees , )  for  the 
Gospels  fake,  and,  befides  all  other  good  that  may  come  there¬ 
of  that  wee  may  helpe  to  enlarge  the  Kingdome  of  God, and  his 

c  hrifi  on  earth  ?  And  thus  much  of  the  firlt  fort  of  euill  acci¬ 
dents  and  mis-haps. 

The  other  fort ,  which  I  called  needlelfe  or  wilfull ,  by 
which  I  meane  fuch  as  men  wilfully ,  through  their  owne 
fault  doe  call  themfelues  or  others  into,  by  their  euill  mana¬ 
ging  of  any  filch  bufincfle ,  by  ralhnefle ,  dilorder ,  ouer-fight, 
or  the  like,  ought  not  to  be  imputed  to  the  Adions  theml 
felues ,  as  which  doc  not  necelfarily  draw  anv  fuch  after 
them,  but  to  the  Authors  and  Adois  of  the  fame.  As  if 
men  mcete  with  -dangers  at  Sea ,  by  letting  forth  at  vnfealb- 

tr  u  *’1fneSr  *n  ^1C  Winter,  in  foule  weather ,  or  other  likes 
It  they  bee  lurprized  by  an  Enemy  at  Sea  or  Land !,  they  go* 

ing  without  fufficient  forces,  both  of  men ,  and  munition ,  fot 
fuch  an  enterprize ;  If  they  be  diftreffed  with  want  of  vi&uals, 
and  other  prouifions,  when  they  fet  forth  flenderly,  poorely.and 

ill  promded*  with  other  like.  - 
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6.  Thefe  A&ions,  our  Plantations,!  meane,  properly  and  in 
their  ownc  nature,are  lyable  to  as  few  hazards  and  mishaps,  as 
any  fu  ch  lightly  can  be.  • 

For,  firft,  Our  Paffage  to  any  of  the  places  intended ,  is  very 
eafie,  open,  and  cleare.  Sea-reome  at  will,and,  if  we  take  time 
and  feafon  conuenient ,  as  nauigable  and  pleafant  as  need  to  be 
defired.  Few  Py rates  on  thofe  coafts,  and  fewer  it  is  probable 
there  would  be,  if  fome  good  courfe  were  taken  for  their  repulfe 
and  dissipation.  ,  ,  ‘ 

a.  Our  Acceffeand  Entry  is  free  and  facile  for  the  mart  part. 
No  man  once  ofiereth  to  forbid  or  hinder  our  landing  there. 

3.  The  people  of  thofe  Couatries,if  any  bee,  ready  either  for 
loue  and  hope  of  good  from  vs,  kindly  to  receiue  and  entertainc 
vs,  or  for  feare  and  weakeneffe  of  their  owne  accord  to  fly  e  from 
vs,  and  betake  themfclues  to  more  remote  and  inland  parts  of 
thofe  Regions,  or  to  fubrait  themfclues  tra&ably  to  liue  vnder 
vs. 

4.  The  Countriesthemfelues  free,  for  the  moft  part ,  of  any 
noyfome  or  very  dangerous  either  beaft  or  Serpent :  not  info- 
&ed  nor  infofted,as  fome  of  this  Continent,  which  yet  are,  and 

•  long  hauebeenewell  inhabited,  with  the  moft  dreadfull  of  thefe 
forts, that  the  world  doth  yeeld.- 

5.  Wee  need  not  make  way  for  our  felues  into  any  one  of 

them  at  all  with  fire  and  fword.  as  either  our  progenitors  the 
Saxons  and-ZV ormans  did  into  this  Land,  or  our  later  fore-fathers 
the  Engltjh,  into-  both  2nd  So  that  euery  thing 

confidered,  Wee  cannot  well  faijh  or  expetly.in  thefe  dayes  to  fixdt 
out  y  to  haue  and  paine  any  fountrey  or  P  lace  for  ‘Plantation  'faith  lejfe 
troubles ,  fewer  lojfes 3and  fmaller  dangers ,  ifthings  be  well  hand- 
led,  then  thefe  fae  may.  Nor  is  it  likely,  if  wee  negledf  and  ouer-. 
flip  the  fo  faire  and  many  opportunities  now  offered  vs, that  cuer 

we  fhall  haue  and  findethe  like  againe. .  , 

Refp,  The  profit  is  fmaH ,  and  little  the  good  that,  u  hketoanfe 
offo  great  labours ,  dangers ,  and  expences.  For  what  footer  you ,  and 
fome  others  tulke  of  great  riches  there ,  and  that  way  to  bee  had ,  wee 
heare  of  none  that  prone  rich  and.  faealthy  there.  , 

Shn  It  may  be  fo;  and  there  are  many  reafons  for  it. 

For,  fir  ft :  It- is  not  long  that  any  haue  beene  in  any  of  thefe 
plantations  a  and  there  muft  be  a  time  for  eucry  thing-  They

that  will  haue  corne  from  the  ground, muft  tarry  the  ripening  of 
it.  It  is  not  one  yeeres  worke  or  two,  to  get  a  good  ftate  in 
Lands,  and  to  getfomeftore  of  wealth  about  a  man  in  the  fame  . 
likewife.  They  that  goe  ouer  to  fuch  a  bufinefle ,  haue  many 
things  to  doe  firft ,  before  they  can  haue  time  to  gather  wealth  a- 
bout  them;  as  to  build ,  to  rid  their  grounds ,  tomakefenfes,  to 
deftroy  wilde  and  huttfull  beafts,  to  get  ouer  good  and  profitable 
cattell,  to  plant  and  fow  their  grounds,  and  the  like  ;  All  which 
be  matters  of  great  labour,  time  and  expence.  We  fee  in  daily 
pra&ice  with  vs,  a  man  that  is  a  Purchafer ,  till  he  hath  recoue- 
red  his  Fine,  and  ftockt  his  Liuing,  cannot  be  aforehand  and  get 
wealth  about  him  .•  nor  can  they  there ,  till  they  haue  done  thofe 
and  other  like  things,  which  are  to  them ,  as  it  were ,  their  Fine 
and  In-come.  It  is  well  if  feuen,  or  ten, or  t  wentie  yeeres  hence, 
happely  in  the  next  generation,men  can  attaine  vnto  riches.  It  is 
enough  for  the  fathers  to  take  in  the  grounds,  and  fettlethe  lands 
and  liuings  for  them  and  theirs  againft  the  time  to  come,  though 
for  the  prefent ,  and  for  their  owne  time,  they  hardly  ftandvp, 
and  meet  with  feme  difficulties. 

2.  Men  there,  can, makingnothingof  their  grounds  yet,  far. 
ther  then  any  can  themfelues  employ  them  to  pafture  or  tillage. 
It  is  not  there  as  in  England,  w  here,  if  a  man  haue  little  ftocke  or 
imployment  of  his  owne  for  his  grounds,  yet  he  may  let  them  out 
atareafonablerent;  but  there,  more  then  a  man  can  ftocke  and 
till  himfelfe,  lies  ftill,  and  will  .yeeld  him  nothing  at  all.  Make  it 
your  owne  cafe.  If  you  had  the  beft  Liuing  in  this  parilh  in  Fee 
fimple,  and  had  little  to  put  vpon  it,  nor  could  get  any  to  rent  it, 
at  your  hands,  could  you  grow  rich  in  hafte?  This  is  their  cafe. 

Refp.  Tour  Jpeech  is  very  reafonable,f  mstfi  confejfe  :  but  (roe  on,  I 
fray  you. 

£nr.  3 .  All  in  manner  that  haue  gone  ouer  hitherto  into  any 
of  thefe  parts,  are  poore  men, men  of  fmall  meanes,and  therefore 
with  little  or  nothing ,  it  is  not  poffible  they  fliould  in  a  little 
time  attainetoany  ftoreoffome  thing :  And  the  leffe  pofsible,for 
that  the  benefit  of  their  laboursredoundsforthemoftpart,not 
to  themfelues ,  but ,  as  in  regard  of  their  great  aduentures  and 
«xpenfes,  reafon  is  it  fliould,to  the  benefit  of  rich  men  here,that 
hau  e  fent  them  th  ither . 

4.  Diuers  of  them that  haue  gone  ouer,  haue  beeneBankc- 
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tupt*  and  Spendthrifts,  Idlers  and  Loytercrs,  who,  as  they  thri¬ 
ved  notin  England (  for  how  fhould  theythriue  thatrunthrift- 
kfteandheedleflecourfes?  )  fo  will  they  not  commonly  in  any 
Land,  fahtm  non  animum  mutant,  qui  i  vans  mare  cur  runt :  as  faith 
the  Poet,  Weeds  will  be  weeds, where-euer  they  grow. 

When  men  of  falhion  and  mcanes  doe  go  ouer,that  are  able  to 
fet  vp  themfelues  and  others, and  that  will  be  induftrious  to  take 
the  benefit  of  the  time  and  place,  then  I  doubt  not  but  it  will 
fooneappeare  what  good  may  be  done  in  thofe  places,  and  that 
men  may,  ifthey  will,  eafily  and  quickly  proue  rich  and  wealthy 
there.  Then,  and  not  till  then,  if  riches  arife  not,  let  men  blame 
the  places  from  whence  it  was  expe&ed  they  fhould  arife. 

(5.  The  manner  ofproceeding  in  thefe  attempts, may  alfo  be  a 
great  caufe,  why  men  attaine  to  riches  there  more  flowly,thera 
they  might  and  fhould,  if  they  were  otherwife  managed. 

As,  Firft,lfthe  Plantation  begin  witha  fmall  number  ,  farre 
too  little  for  fuch  a  bufinefle.  For  then  neither  can  they  bee 
jfole  to  extend  themfelues  farre  into  the  Countries  in  a  long  time, 
and  fo  not  to  finde  out  thegoodnes,fweetneffe,and  benefit  there, 
of  :  nor  to  fet  vpall  kinde  of  neceflary  trades  and  faculties  among 
themfelues, whereby  they  may  bee  able  to  afsift  and  fet  one  ano» 
thera  worke. 

2 .  If they  thatremoue hence ,  goe  fpareiy  and  ill  prouided  of . 
cattell,  corne,  and  other  neceflaries  for  Plantation  and  Habita. 
tion,  \vhich  thofe  countries  afford  not  :  impofsiblcitisforthem 
to  make  that  profit,  and  get  that  increafe  by  their  Lands  and  Li- 
uings  there,  which  they  might,  ifthey  were  well  and  throughly 
prouided  offuch  things  at  the  fir  ft. 

7.  This  is  the  onely  way  which  men  in  ancient  time  did 
finde  out  and  obferue  to  get  riches  and  wealth  withall,to  increafe 
and  amend  their  eftate  by  ,  when  as  by  multitudes  ofpcople  their 
country  was ,  as  ours  now  is ,  fo  ouerlaid ,  that  they  could  not 
thriucand  profper  therein.  Neither  were  they  euer  lightly  decei- 
ued,  but  theeuentand  computation  did  anfwer  their  intent  and 
expectation.'  And  no  doubt,  if  the  like  courfes  bee  now  attemp¬ 
ted,  they  may  and  will ,  ifthey  be  well  carried,  produce  the  like, 
or  rather  bettcrand  fpeedier  efte&s-  to  vs  then  to  them.  For  we 
fiauemany  helps  for  peace  and  warre ,  for  (hipping  and  nauiga* 

tion.  for  defence  and  fortification,  for  traffic  and  negotiation;, 
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for  building  and  habitation,  for  religious  and  ciuill  conuerfation, 
for  skill  in  many  need  full  arts  and  occupations,  which  they  had 
not,  to  further  vs  withall. 

8.  Of  all  other  meanes  to  get  wealth  and  riches  by  Jlusbandry 
(which  of  all  courfes  of  life  is  that ,  which  in  thofe  places  mu  ft 
chiefly,  and  moft  of  all,  be  followed  and  employed  )hath  ancient, 
ly  and  worthily  euer  beene  accounted  the  chiefeft,beft,and  fureft.  - 
Wherein,  though  it  be  fomewhat  more  chargeable jComberfome, 
and  for  a  time,  vncomfortable ,  to  enter  into  a  void  and  defblate 
country,  ouergrowne  with  woods,  thickets  ,  and  other  like,  yet 
who  knowes  not,  w  hat  great  oddes  and  aduantage  to  the  getting 
of  riches  and  wealth  there  is :  fir  ft ,  betwecne  the  breaking  vpof 
fuch  grounds  as  were  neuer  yet  employed,  but  hailing  lien  wafte, 
vntoucht,  and  vntilled  from  the  beginning ,  haue  all  their  fweet- 
nefle  and  fatneffe  in  them,  andthe  tillage  and  vfage  of poore  and

muchas  they  both ,  that  is,fuch  a  ione  wherein  there  may  be  in 
time  ere&ed ,  conftituted  and  made  (  fpeaking  fomewhat, 
thought  not  altogether  according  to  the  former  proportions)  for- 
tie  Earledomes  or  Counties,  foure  Archbifbopprickes ,  fixe  and 
thirtie  Bifhopprickes,  three  or  foure  hundred  Baronies,  fiue  or 
fixe  hundred  to wnes  and  fbrtreffes,  one  or  two  thoufand  Cap- 
tainlhips  and  Bailiwicks ,  ten  or  twelue  thoufand  parilhes,  and 
foureor  fiue  hundred  thoufand  families,fhall  it  notwithftanding 
be  thought,  that  there  is  no  wealth  or  riches,  noplace  of  prefer¬ 
ment,  no  hope  of  dignitie  or  good  there  to  be  had?

2.  The  Countries  themfeluesjivili'yeeld  meanes  and  money 
enough,  if  they  be  well  handled ,  yto  defray  or  repay  whatfoeuer 
lhall  be  needfull  for  the  effecting  of  all  thefe  with  aduantage. 

3  i  The  hazzard  and  Ioffe  of  life  and  limine  is  this  way  won¬ 
derfully  faued  and  auoyded. 

4.  And  for  time  ,  fooner  happely  this  may  be  thus  effected, 
at  leaft,  in  fome  tolerable  meafure ,  then  a  Countrey  loft  can  bee : 
recouered  and  quieted.  As  we  may  obferue ,  by  the  children  of 
Jfrael,  who  fetting  vpon  the  Land  of  Canaan ,  and  that  with  a 
mightic  armie,  not  fo  few  as  an  hundred  thoufand  men  of  war  re, 
and  with  more  then  ordinary,  euen  admirable  fucceffe ,  T  he  Lord 
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being  euer  with  them ,  yet  were  fcarcely  fetlcd  therein  all  the  daies 
o tlefim:  andneere  home  too, in  our  neighbour  Countrie.  The 
Netherlands .,  which  being  reuolted  from  the  Spaniard  long* agoe 

he  hath  not  beene  able  in  all  our  time ,  to  reduce  to  his  obedience 
againe. 

5.  And  you  know,  a  country  being  gotten  by  the  fword ,  may 
be  loft  againe  by  thefame.  For  yNjm  minor  eft  virtus ,  qudmaua- 
rere  partatueri:  There  is  more  adoeto  keepe ,  then  to  get  fuch  a 

thing  Of  the  which  there  is  little  or  no  feare  in  the  attempts  that

6.  In  a  word  ,  both  the  expedation  and  the  expence  for  re - 

dudion  of  thofe  Countries  to  fuch  effeds,  will,  and  may  be  fpee» 
dily  and  abundantly  recommenced  in  the  ifacilitic ,  libertie  and 
fecuritie  of  the  getting, fetling,  and  keeping  of  them.  5 

Wherefore,  Rumpantur  Ilia  (odro:  Letfroward  Snuie  her  felfe 
fwell  till  (he  burft  againe ,  and  detrading  Malice ,  or  timorous 
Ignorance  fpeake  the  worft  they  can,  yet  all  that  will  not  be  blind 
may  fee,  and  whofoeuer  will  vnderftand  the  truth,  may  know* 
that  there  are  Riches  and  Preferment,  much  for  the  prefent, more 
for  the  times  to  come  to  be  had ,  if  men  will  but  take  them ;  and 
to  begotten  and  gained,  if  they  be  but  laboured  and  fearched  for., 
in  the  places  and  precinds  of  our  prefent  intended  Plantations! 

And  now  I  thinke  good  neighbour  Reftirefl haue  for  the  fatisl 
fidion  of  you,  orofany  not  peruerfly  minded,  fufficiently  iufti- 
fied  thefe  Proieds  and  Attempts  of  Plantations  for  the  generally 
to  be  in  themfelues  honourable,  needful 7,  gain  full  and  laWfull :  and 
for  the  particular ,  to  be  neither  fo  dangerous  or  difficult ,  norfo 

ftrange  or  incommodious ,  asatthe  firftlhew  they  may  feeme  to 
be.

But  not  to  make  a  Ion  g  anfwer  to  fo  Ihort  and  fliallo w  an  Ob¬ 
jection,  whatfoeuer  any  lhall  pretend  againft  that  I  fay ,  fo  long  as 
I  haue  the  example  of  that  moft  holy  and  famous  Dodour  of  the 
Churchy,  ^mbrofie ,on  my  fide,  who, for  redeeming  of  Chriftiaa

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Captiues.brake  the  verie  Veffds  of1  Gold  and  Sillier  that  were 
in  his  Church, and  making  money  thereof,  employed  it  to  that 
vfe,  faying,  The  Sacraments  need  not  fold,  which  Were  pur  chafed 
fir  vs  without  (fold :  And  jiurum  Ecclefia  hnbet3non  vt  fir  net. 'fed 
vt  eroget :  The  Church  hath  Gold  not  to  keepe  it,  but  t  o  lay  it 
out  to  good.and  pious  vfes.  I  fhall  not  fcare  to  anfwer  the 
fame.  I  will  inferre,  if  S.  Ambrofe  did  well  to  employ  (Bona 
Ecclefia  3e  uen  the  Treafures  of  the  Church  vpon  redemption  of 
the  Poore,  they  cannot  be  proued  to  doe  ill,  that  fhall  employ 
3?omPattpertim:  the  Goods  of  the  Poore,  their  owne  Money, 
vpon  the  Poore,  and  to  their  owne  vfes. 

Refp.  f  fee  now  f  did  mifiakc3and  not  you  :  and  I  hope  youWiit 
be  are  With  my  ignorance  and  rajhneffe. 

Enr.  Your  words  offended  not  me  any  thing  at  all  :  for  by 
your  oppofition  no  hurt  hath  rifen  to  the  caufe.  Truth  is  nc» 
uer  better  cleared,  then  when  it  is  fome-  what  oppugned  and 
contradicted. 

Refp.  It  fieemeth  fi  in  this  very  cafe :  fir  by  your  firmer  fpeeches  Sixthly,  By

Enr.  Your  collection  is  good  and  religious.  That  muft 
needs  be  true  pietie  which  is  coupled  with  pittie,  for  God 
will  haue  mercie  rather  then  Sacrifice*  But  let  vs  goe  on. 


Enr .  7.  I  diflikenotthe  Lotterie  neither,(basit  were  well  $euenth!y,By 
vfed,  and  people  had  the  wit,  not  to  run  out  by  it,  to  their  vn-  the  Lottene* 
doing.  But  1  know  it  hath  loff  the  loue  ot  the  Coun trey, both 
For  that  it  robd  the  Countrey  of  her  Money  wonderfully  :  for 
out  of  our  Shireonely,when  it  was  here  but  a  few  yeercs  agoe. 
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that  Money  was  neuer  plentie  here  fince,  and  for  that  we  neuer 
heard  of  any  good  that  was  done  with  it.  If  they  that  had  the 
imployment  of  it ,  had  made  knowne  vnto  euerie  Countie 
(though  feuerally)  what  had  beene  gotten  out  of  it  by  the 
Lotterie  that  ycere,and  offered  to  employ  it  on  fo  many  of  the 
Poore  of  the  faid  Countie  ( if  they  could  be  gotten  to  goe  )  as  it 
might  conuemently  fuffice  vnto,  it  would  haueyeelded  the 
Countie  good  content  for  theprefent,  and  haue  gained  abetter 
welcome  to  it  felfe  another  time.  But  the  matter  being  vfed  as 
it  was, if  any  yet  doe  like  of  it,they  may  aduenture  it  againe,if 
they  lift :  who,  if  they  would  giue  voluntarily  ,bwx.  the  fifth  part 

of  that  fome  of  them  loft  defperately  that  way,  ( for  1  know 
fome  my  felfe  that, by  their  o wne  reports, loft  ten,t  wentie,yea 
thirtie  pound  a  man  )  might  be  counted  good  Bcnefadours. 

Refp.  Of  the  Lotterie  eneugh:but  bcfdes  3tf you  haue  any  more 
to  fay,  l  pray  you  proceed  d'ith  it. 

Enr.  8 .  1  f  the  former  courfes  fuffice  not,  I  fee  not  but  that 
fome  ratable  Impofition  might  be  procured  to  belaid  vpon 
the  abler  fort,as  in  time  of  warre,  for  fetting  forth  of  Souldi- 
ers,to  be  employed  vpon  fuch  as  fhall  be  tranfported,  from 
thofe  parts  (the  Parifh  ,T ithing,or  Hundred)  where  it  is  railed. 
And  I  am  verily  perfvvaded  there  is  not  a  Parifh  in  the  Land, 
that  would  not  willingly  be  at  any  reafonable  charge  for  the 
fetting  forth  of  any  fuch  poore  bodie.as  fhould  either  volunta¬ 
rily  offer  himfelfe,  or  by  authoritie  be  taken  vp,  to  goe  in  that 
Adion  from  time  to  time.  In  truth  1  haue  heard  men  of  good 
fenfeand  fubftance  fay,  they  would  be  verie  willing  to  beftow 
out  of  their  Parifh  twentie  nobles  or  ten  pounds  a  yecre,  to¬ 
wards  the  apparelling  and  fetting  forth  of  fome  of  their  poo¬ 
rer  fort, fo  as  they  might  be  affured  they  fhould  not,  after  a 
yeere  or  two,  as  from  the  Jrifh  fome  haue  done,  come  home 
againe,and  encomber  them  worfe  then  before. 

p  Befides,  if  it  might  be  thought  fit  and  obtained,  that  for 
thofe  Plantations  fome  ftore  of  bafe  Moneys,as  of  Braffe, Cop¬

Enr,  Verie  much  I  thinke.  For  thereby  ,firft, The  wealth  of  Thevfeand 
all  fuch  as  pafle  ouer  (any  reafonable  proportion  in  the  Ex-  i 

change  both  for  value  and  valour  thereof  being  held)  fliould  mo,iey' 
inftantly,  among  themfelues,  be  much  increafed.  A  thing  fo 
materiallas  nothing  more/or  without  infinite  (lore  of  Money 
can  be  no  good  Plantation  any  where. 

Secondly,  Such  as  pafle  ouer,  fliould  be  occafioncd  to  lade 
away  with  them  ftore  of  our  Bnglilh  commodities  for  buil¬ 
ding,  for  houlhold,  &c.  which  happely  they  would  not  haue 
done, if  they  might  carrie  with  them  their  Englifh  Moneys, 
and  once  hauing  fuch  things  there ,  they  will  doe  them  more 
pleafure  and  good,  then  till  they  come  there,  they  could  pre- 
.  fuppofe. 

Thirdly,  Such  as  are  there, fliould  be  the  more  occafioned  to 
vfe  all  induftrious  meanes  to  get  vp  the  commodities  of  thofe 
Countreys,  to  barter  and  trucke  withall  for  fuch  things  as  (hall 
merchantwife  be  brought  to  them  from  hence,knowing  well 
that  their  Money  will  not  much  be  regarded  nor  receiued  of 
-  our  men. 

Fourthly,  It  would  make  them  delight  the  more  in  T illage 
and  breed  of  Cattell,becaule  Siluer  and  Gold  Coynesthevery 
begetters  of  hoarding  ceuetoufnejfe  wanting,  their  chiefeft  riches 
mult  needs  confift  in  Corns  and  Cattell, 

:Fifthly,They  being  rich  within  themfelues  ( for  fuch  Money 
while  it  holds  value,  is  as  good, where  it  is  currant„as  any 
other)  fliould  yet  bepoore  to  others-ward  among  whom  it  is 
not  currant,  which  would  make  them  the  lefledefired  of,  and 

the  lefle  to  feare  any  fuch  as  feeke  for  fpoile  and  prey.' 

Sixthly,  By  this  meanes,  we  fliould  oft  receiue  from  them 
good  itore  of  forraine  Coynes,  receiued  by  them  for  Fi(h  and 
other  commodities  fold  to  fuch  as  come  to  trade  there.

.  Rcfp.  ml  in  truth,  many  doe  complaine  of  the  carriage  a  Way 

of  our  Aioney  out  of  our  Lund,  and  f  per  ceiue  by  you,  that,  it  is  likely 
a  great*  djale  of  it  goes  this  way . 

Enr .  It  muft  needs  be  fo,  if  the  workes  goe  forward  in  any 
fort :  and  then  note,  whatfoeiter  is  gone  ouer  Sea  that  way,  ne- 
tier  rcturnes  againe.  We  receiue  backe  but  either  nothing  at 
all,  or  elfe  but  feme  commodities  of  thofe  Countries,  as  Fill?, 
Timber, Salt, &c.  And  therefore  this  is  a  thing  in  mine  opinion 
that  muft  timely  and  carefully  be  lookt  vnto.or  clfe  the  Coyne 
and  Treafure  of  our  Land  will, by  thefe  Plantationsy/Wf  they 
#qc  Well  and  roundly  forward,  within  a  w  hile  be  extremely  fpen  t 
and  exhaufled  For  fay  for  a  triall  or  example,  there  fhould  goe 
twentie  thoufand,  and  each  of  them  to  carrie  but  ten  pounds

Enr *  if  any  thinke  this matter  ftrange,  let  him  but  enquire^ 
and  he  fi  all  be  informed  at  full  s  that  'at  the  firft  in  all  Lands; 
fttch  coine  was  either  only, or  mo  ft  common.  That  it  is  not  yet  much 
aboue  one  Age  agoe, that  in  Englan  d  it  felfe it  was  invfe :  that 
incur  time  Ireland  had  it :  and,  that  at  this  day- ,  if  Tratiellers 
tell  true,  Spaine  it  felfe  ,  for  all  her  Indian  Siluer  mines  and 
Golden  mountaines  ,  vpongood  policie  ,  is  not  without  it. 
And  iff  t  were  as  ftrange  and  new  acoutfe,a$  it  is  old  and  com¬ 
mon^  yet  if  neccfsitiefo  require,  better  it  is,  I  thinke,  robe  v« 
fed  then  fame  other. more  vfuall  and  lefle  profitable.  But  leag¬ 
uing  that  to  lodgement  and  confideration  of  the  wife  and  iu- 
dicious,  I  profeffe,  that  for  my  owne  part,  I  doe  reftrefolued, 
There  can  no  good  Plantation  be  made  by  vs  any  Where, without  the

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in  priuatis  rebus ,  fuifque  fumptibm  minimo  contentijtenuiffimo 
cultu  vinebant ,  &c.  In  priuate  eftates ,  and  matters  of  their 
owne  charges,  contented  with  a  very  little,  did  Hue  with  very 
(lender  prouifion  )  then  when  her  Confuls  and  SDittators  were 
taken  from  the  plough ,  and  her  Senators  ferued  at  the  table  in 
earthen  plate :  and  neuer  merrier  in  England  y  then  whenlw- 
mors  would  weare  none  other  then  their  owne  home-made 
cloth  ;  when  Cjentlemen  delighted  to  haue  plentie  ,  rather  ‘ 
then  daintie  ,  at  their  tables ,  and  the  belt  Honfekeepers  held 
them  rather  to  their  ownecountrie  yeeld,then  to  forraine  and 
farrefetcht  prouifion. 

Some  be  of  the  minde.  That  though  all  other  meanes  failed ,  if 
An  extraua-  they  alone  that  roift  and  riot  out  their  goods  and  wealth  in 
gant  pride  and  vanitie ,  in  drunkenneffe  and  gluttony,  and  other 
like  diforderd  courfes  :  And  many  there  be,  (woe  be  to  them 
therefore,  as  witnefleth  the  holy  Ghoft,  Efa.  5 . 1 1  .and  2  2  .and 
cap.  22. 1 3.  Ezek.  16. 40.  Luk^i  d.ip.and  other  places  moe.) 
that  indeed  doe  folauifh  andwafte  that  they  haue,  by  fiich  in¬ 
temperate  and  deuillifh  courfes,  as  if  they  were  nati  confitmere 
/r///f/,hadnoother  thoughts  but  how  to  hauocke  and  fpoile, 
ana  made  that  the  very  end  of  their  life  here,  to  fee  the  end  of 
all  before  they  goe  lienee :  If  thefe,  I  fay ,  could  be  either  per- 
fwaded or  compelled  to  bellow  that,  or  but  halfe  that,  (  foluxu.  v 
rious  is  our  land  become )  which  fo  prodigally  and  profanely 
they  profufe  and  fpend  vpon  this  pious,  good,  and  neceffary 
vfe,  that  that  alone,  would  abundantly  /office  to  fupply  all  the 
wants  ofthis  worke,  and  to  bring  it  to  a  fpeedy  and  an  excel¬ 
lent  end.  But  fince  there  is  little  hope  that  they  which  will

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could  be  pleafed  and  induced  out  of  their  gratuitie  to  God,  and 
Ioue  to  their  countrey  and  poorer  brethren  therein,  to  pare  off 
a  little  of  their  fuperfluities  and  delicacies ,  which  from  their 
tables,  and  their  apparell,  &c.  might  well  befpared ,  and  be- 
fiow  and  imploy  it  vponfuchgood  vfes  as  thefe ,  the  helping 
and  fetting  forth  of  the  poorer  fort,  the  ridding  and  clearing  of 
this  their  ownecountrie,  which  they  fee  ouer-laid  with  mul¬ 
titude,  and  the  planting  and  inhabiting  of  other  Countries ,  I 
fuppofe  without  any  dammage  and  wantto  themfelues,  they 
might  do?a  worke  acceptable  to  God,beneficiall  to  many, and 
to  thefe  workes  of  Plantations  much  auaileableandhelpefull. 

I  haue  read  of  the  Lacedemons,  a  people  among  the  heathen  of 
fpeciall  note  for  their  vertuous  an  J  good  conditions ,  that  vn-  Lacedemo 
derftanding  fome  of  their  neighbours  in  a  time  of  famine  to  be  nians. 
in  great  want,  pittying  their  diftreffe,  and  hauing  no  other 
wayes  wherewith  to  releeue  them,  they  did  by  a  generall  con- 
fent  faue  one  meale  apeece,  and  fent  that  to  their  needy  neigh¬ 
bours  ,  who  found  themfelues  thereby  wonderfully  ref  refhed, 

I  wouldnot  wifh  that  any  fhould  pinch  his  body,  and  eata  bit 
the  leffe ,  or  weare  a  garment  the  worfe  for  this  matter :  it 
would  abundantly  fuffife,  and  rife  to  a  great  account ,  if  thofe 
that  are  able,  and  doe  abound,  would  fpare,I  fay  not  one  meale 
in  aweeke,nortwoinamoneth,butand  it  were,but  thevalew 
of  one  weekesexpences  in  a  wholeyeere,  which  without  any 
feeling  or  figne  at  all,  as  it  were,  might  eafily  be  deduded  from 
the  whole,  and  their  bellies  nothing  the  lefle  fed  and  filled,  nor 
their  bodies  any  thing  the  worfe  clothed  and  couered.  Saint 
‘Paul in  his  time  found  the  tpld acedonians  fo  ready  to  well  do¬ 
ing,  that  in  their  pouertie ,  yea  their  extreme  pouertie ,  their 
richliberalitie  abounded  euen  to  flrangcrs,and  I  hope  it  isnot 
out  of  hope  that  our  rich  Englifh  people  in  our  time  may  bee  - 
induced  and  moued  out  of  their  fuperfluitie  and  great  abun¬ 
dance,  to  conferre  fome  what  this  way  on  their  neere  neigh¬ 
bours  and  natiue  countrimen.

ther  fuccef-  3  •  Like  wife ,  if  order  could  be  taken  that  the  remoiiing  of 
ffuely,as  they  thole  that  depart  hence,  might  bee  principally  made  in  lome 
goon,  and  parts  ofthe  Land  one  yeere ,  and  in  fome  another ,  that  foail

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to  be  rertwued,  might  be  remoued  all  together  at  once,  or  at 
twice  at  the  moft :  This,pf  obable  it  is, would  caufe  many  to  be 
more  willing,  then  otherwife  they  will  be,  to  depart  hence, 
while  they  fhall  fee  fome  good  ftore  and  companie  of  their 
kinsfolkes,friends,neighbours,  and  acquaintance,  to  goe  away 
together  with  them.  For, going  into  a  llrange  place,men  can¬ 
not  but  as  it  were  naturally  defire  both  to  goe,  and  to  be  there 
with  fuch  as  they  know  before  and  are  formerly  acquainted 
with,  rather  then  with  meere  Grangers ;  and  be  fearefuil  to 
commit  both  themfeluesand  all  that  they  haue,wholy,to  thole 
that  they  neuer  faw  before. 

Fourthly,  This  could  not  but  be  a  good  motiue  and  incou-  Fourthly,  By 
ragement  to  many,  but  a  farre  greater  this,if  fpeciall  order  Dial  prouifion  fup- 
alfo  be  taken,  that  thofethat  fhall  depart  hence,  be  fupplyed  P1>ed- 
moft  carefully  and  fufficiently  with  all  kind  of  prouifions  fit 
and  neceffarie  for  thelifeof  man,which  thofeparts  and  Coun¬ 
treys  yeeld  not ;  as  Food  and  Apparrell,  Corne  to  ibwe  and 
plant,  Cattell  great  and  fmall  for  breed  and  other  vfes.  Iron, 
edge-Tooles,Armour,  & c.  that  fo  hauing  all  fuch  neceflaries 
duly  and  ordinarily  brought  vnto  them,  they  may  haue  euerie 
thing  in  their  Markets  to  be  bought  and  fold,  fome-w hat  like 
as  they  were  vfed  to  haue  them  here  in  England. 

And  thismuft  be  continued  not  for  once  or  twice  only, nor 
at  an  Harbour  ort  wo,but  in  euerie  part  ofthe  Plantations, and 
from  time  to  time,  till  the  Plantations  fhall  be  able  of  them- 
felues  to  ftand  vp,and  continue  without  them.  If  people  may 
perceiue  fuch  order  to  be  fetled ,  and  like  to  be  carefully  obfer- 
ued;as  it  will  well  comfort  the  friends  of  the  departed  that  re- 
maine  here  behind ;  fo  it  will  both  comfort  and  incourage 
thofe  that  fhall  depart  hence,fceing  themfelues  well  to  be  pro- 
uided  for,  and  not  left,  being  once  remoued,  to  all  aduentures 
and  vneertainties. 

This  matter  is  of  that  moment,  that  it  is  the  firft  thing  and 
the  greateft  that  troubles  the  minde  of  any, when  fpeech  is 
made  to  them  of  departing  hence  into  any  new  Countrey,  of 
dwelling  in  a  forrainc  Land :  What  they  fhall  do  there?  How 
they  fhall  liue  when  they  come  thither  ?  And  it  takes  that 
deepeimprefsioninthe  heart  of  many,  that  vnleffe  they  may 
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f0Tfeur  deare  and  euiJentref°luti°n  thereof, there  isno  more 
pofsibihtie  to  perfwade  them  to  remoue,then  to  run  them 

je  ues  into  the  Fire,  or  caft  themfelues  headlong  into  the  Sea. 
This  doubt  therefore  being  once  well  cleared,and  people  made 
te  fee  that  they  fliall  not  need  to  feare  this  way  .people  will  be 
three  times  more  willing  to  goe  then  yet  they  are. 

It  is  not  all  one  for  men  to  goe  into  any  of  the  prefent  Plan 
rations,  as  it  hath  beetle  to  goe  into  Ireland,  whither  if  any 
could  goe  prouided  of  Money  in  any  meafure,  he  needed  no¬ 
thing  e lie.  For  there  he  was  fure  to  haue  any  thing  he  needed 
for  his  Money,  at  a  better  and  cheaper  rate  then  in  England. 
But  in  thefe  places  he  mull  haueaU  things  either  carried  ~alon« 
with  him  or  brought  thither  after  him,  and  that  at  a  deare? 
price  and  higher  reckomngthen  in  England. 

,  Pe°Ple  °t  our  breed  cannot  liue  as  the  Saiuages  and  Natiues 
there  do, that  is,more  like  beaftsthen  men.  Whatfoeuer  there¬ 
fore  thole  Countreys  yeeld  not,and  people  in  thefe  haue  beene 
vied  ro  haue,  mult  molt  carefully  be  prouided  them  left  left 
dcititutc  that  way, they  feeme  as  caft  out  into  wild  and  forfa- 

ken  wilderneffes,and  expofed  to  famine  and  other  miferies  too 
grieuous  to  them  to  bcare. 

Refp.  1  haue  heard ,t hat,  cur  men  haue  in  feme  of  eur  Plantati¬ 
ons felt  mac  h  ext  remit  ie  this  Way. 

Enr.  if  any  fuch  difaftero us  accident  haue  befallen  any,  I 
wiih  the  notice  thereof  buried  in  the  -Gulfe  of  Obliuicn  :  and 
for  my  part  I  neither  will  reuiue  the  memorie  of  any  fuch  nor 
by  my  good  will,heare  it  recited  by  any.becaufe  I  know,it  will 
inflici  fuch  a  wound  in  thefe  adions,  as  will  not  be  healed 
againe  by  theplaifterof  fine  times  as  many  goodeuents. 

Kelp.  I  thwke  fe  too :  For  except  a  man  be  of  a  verie  dull  appre- 
henfion,  he  will  quickly  thence  conclude ,  that,  menWere  better  to 
abide  and  liue  in  pouertieyea  inbeggerie  at  home,  then  to  perijh  and 
dJeb  f€mrie  and  miferie  abroad .  And  indeed,  no  man  can  fay ,  but 
that,  better  it  Were,  that,  men  were  not  remoued  at,  aR,then  not fe- 
conded  and  fupplyed  at,  all .  Bona  bene,  "Good  adions  be  then 
good,  when  they  be  handled  and  adcd  in  a  good  fort.  But  ho¬ 
ping  that,  future  times  may  bring  firth  fairer  euents, and  firmer  pe¬ 
rils  ( if  any  haue  beene,  fir  more  may  be  told,  then  ps  true  )  produce 
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greater  carejulnejfe  and  diligence ,  fir  your  ceurfes  mentioned , 
though,  I  like  them  Well  yet  f  cannot  heleeuethey  Void  he JuJficient  t  o 
Werkeyour  intended  efett. 

Enr.  y  if  thefe  courfes  fuffice  not,  as  I  beleeue  alfothat  *%  Vagarant  * 
they  will  nor  (for  (bare  men  }EngliJhmen  efpccially,and  of  them 
moll  of  all  the  In.land  fort,  wedded  to  their  natiue  Soile  like  a 
Snaile  to  his  Shell,  or  as  the  Fable  is,  A  Moufe  to  his  Che/},  that 
they  will  rather  euen  ftarue  at  home, then  feeke  ftoare  abroad  ) 
me  thinkes  it  might  be  good,  that  Itrift  order  were  taken,  to 
take  vp  all  fuch  vagrant  perfons,  as  no  w  contrarie  to  the  Sta  - 
tute  wander  about  the  Countrey  loitering,  begging,  &c.  of 
which  fort  many  are  ftrong  and  able  perfons,  fuch  as  could  an'  i 
would  worke  and  labour  well,  if  they  were  well  ordered  an  t 
employed.  And  that  fuch,  I  meane  the  llrong  and  able  ones, 
were  fet  forth  at  the  common  charge  of  the  place,either  where 
they  are  apprehended, or  ought  to  be  relieued. 

Sixthly,  To  thefe  might  be  added  fuch  as  are  imprifoned  and  6.  Frifoners. 
conui&ed  for  any  fmall  offences,  not  deferuing  death ;  as  for 
picking, and  ftealing,Sheepe.ftealing,  &c.  and  fometooof  an 
higher  degree, if  the  Magiflratefhallfeeitgood.  Of  thefema- 
ny  commit  fuch  crimes,  for  verie  need  and  pure  hunger  (  For 
what  will  not  Necefsitie,  which  knowes  no  Law,  and  Hunger, 

"fohich  breakes  fione  w<z//e.r, enforce  men  vnto?)  whono  doubt 
being  firft  chaftifed,  and  then  well  gouerned,  and  of  better 
*neanes  prouided,may  proue  honeft  and  good  men  and  wo- 
raen  afterward.  Let  no  man  defpaire,no  not  of  fuch,  remem- 
bringand  confidering  well  what  the  Apoftle  faith  of  and  to  the 
Corinthians, i. for  6.9,1  o,&  1 1.  and  Tit.^.^y^.3.ndi  Gal. 6.x. 

And  what  is  written  of  thofe  that  followed  T>auid,  before  he 
came  to  the  Crowne,i  .Sam.  2  2.2.  which  for  breuities  fake, to 
recite  and  apply,  I  purpofely  forbeare,  Thefe  of  both  forts, 
might  be  kept  in  fomeHonfes  of  Corre&ion  next  adioyning, 
till  they  can  conuenicntly  be  Ihipt  away.  This  courfe  well  ob- 
ferued  and  continued  two  or  three  yeeres,  would  fo  purge  the 
Land  of  euill  weeds,  as  Cjalen  neuer  better  purged  his  difeafed 
Patients, nor  Hercules  the  Augean  Stables. 

Refp.  I  hearkned  when  you  Would  reckon  vp  maimed  and  aired 
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diers, 


S<mldiers,of  Vehom  the  Romans  in  their  polonies,  as  1  haue  heard , 
made  great  reckoning. 

Seuenthly,  Enr.  7  It  may  be  :  but  the  ftate  of  our  Plantations  and 
Maimed  Soul-  their  Colonies  be  verie  different.  They  prouided  in  theirs  li- 

berall  maintenance  for  fuch  as  could  not  labour,  but  wepro- 
uide  roome  in  ours  for  them  onely  that  can  labour  Maimed 
Souldiers  are  oftentimes  not  feruiceable,  and  therefore  will  be 
a  burthen  to  the  whole  where  they  come.  If  any  of  them  be  fit 
for  labour,  and  able  to  doe  themfelues  and  the  Vndertakers 
good,  I  doubt  not  but  that  they  which  are  to  prouide  for  them 
allowance  at  home,  will  be  as  willing  and  readie  to  prouide  it 
for  them  otherwhere  alfo,  if  they  may  perceiue  it  to  be  more 
beneficiall  for  all  parties.  And  in  thistime  of  our  long  conti¬ 
nued  Peace,God  be  thanked ,the  number  ofthem  is  not  increa- 
fed, but  decreafedto  a  fmall  account.  When  occafion  doth  fo 
require,  and  opportunitie  ferue,  there  is  no  doubt  but  that 
way,  they  alfo  may  be  prouided  for,  and  helpe  to  make  vp  the 
number.  .

£nr.  8  There  is  yet  abetter  courfe  and  a  readier  then  any 
of  the  former,  and  that  is.  Whereas  there  be  infinite  ftoreof 
houfes, erected  in  cornersand  wade  plots  vnder  Hedges,and  by 
thehigh-waiesfides,contrarie  to  the  Statute  of  31.  Eli\.  7. 
if  due  order  might  be  taken,  that  by  a  certaine  day  in  euerie 
yeere(for  all, as  euacuation  in  dangerous  Apoftumes, cannot  be 
done  at  once)  a  certaine  number, as  a  third  or  fourth  part  of 
them,  defigned  for  the  purpofe,by  time,  by  lot,  or  other  like

p.  Tothefeoughtto  bee  added  another  fort  no  leffe  com- 
berfome  to  the  Land,  viz.  Inmates ,1  meane  fuch,  as  being.in  no 
pofsibilitieof  the  reuerlion  of  the  houfe  wherein  they  dwell, 
or  of  any  other  legal!  Tenement,  doe,  contrary  to  the  Statute

clearing  ofthe  Country  of  many  an  vntoward  gcncration^and 
a  notable  disburdening  of  many  a  parifh  of  intolerable  and  an-

Snr  Indeed  they  are  a  fuperf  uous  Multitude ,  and  fitteft 
of  all  other  to  be  rid  away :  as  who,  not  onely  in  regard  of  their 
perfonall  eftates ,  hauefor  the  moft  part  little  here  to  tru 

vnto:  but  alfo,  are  for  their  bodies  and  breeding  ,  beftable,  a 

thing  very  neceffary  inthefe  intendments,  to  indure  any  haid- 
nelfe  or  labour  by  Sea  or  by  Land,within  doores  or  without 
Whom  therefore  it  were  no  reafon,  eitner  foolifh  pittieof  the 
Gouernours  on  the  one  fide,  or  couetous  fauour  of  greedie 
Landlords  on  the  other  fide, fhould  any  longer  here  retaine,to 
their  owne,  and  the  whole  countries  great  hurt  and  incom- 

braThe  States  ofour  Land,in  making  of  that  Statute,doe  fhew

Enr.lt  is  true  that  as  it  is  hereat  home,fo  it  will  be  abroad  In 
a  multitude  there  will  euer  be  fome  that  are  but  vnprofitable 
yet  would  I  haue  none  to  be  left  out  (  fo  as  they  be  feruiceabk 
and  not  maimed  and  vtterly  vnable )  that  can  be  had,  bccaufe 
there  is  fome  hope  that  Necefsitie,  Occafion  and  Opportunity 
may  make  many  of  them  to  leaue  loytering  there  that  here 
happeiy  haue  nothing  elfe  to  doe  :  and  for  that  their  very 

pre  ence  and  number  cannot  bur  be  fome  comfort  &  ftrensth

But  withall,  and  aboueall,  fpeciall  regard  ought  to  be  had 
to  raw  thither  ^asl  haue  before  once  or  twice  infinuated)

_rades,  Faculties,  Sciences,  Handicrafts,  Occupations  and 
Employments^  are  mod  neceflary  for  a  prefent  and  vprifing 
common  wealth;  fuch, as  withoutwhom,therecan  be  no  com¬ 
modious 
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modious  or  good  dwelling  or  liuing  at  all  for  men ,  men  of  oitr 
breed&  manner  of  Liuing  any  where.  For  mans  life  you  know 
is  fuch  as  cannot  ftand  in  any  good,  fort  without  the  hdpeand 
fupply  of  many  very  many  other  men  befides  himfdfe. 

Refp.  What  fort  of  perfons  arethofe  whom  yen  take  to  be  fo  nc- 
ccfary,  that  without  them  there  can  he  no  good  P  Untation  or  Co¬ 
habitation  for  men ,  men  of  our  breed  any  where? 

Enr.  They  are  thefe,  and  the  like.  Armorers,  Bakers,  Bar-  Diners  forts  of 
bers,  Bookefellers,  Butchers,  Bo w makers,  Brewers,  Bricklai-  ir.cn  ne cellar y 
ers.  Carpenters  ,  Chandlers,  Clothiers,  Coopets,  Cutlers.  for  a 
Diers,  Drapers  Feltmakers  Fifhers,  Fletchers,  Fowlers, Ful- Pjantation* 
lers.  Gardiners,  Glafmakers,  Glahers,  Glouers ,  Grocers. 

Hatters, Horners, Husbandmen,  Inkeepers,  Ioyners.  Labou¬ 
rers,  I.ymeburners ,  Linnen-Weauers.  Mafons,  Mariners, 

Merchants,  Millers,  MilLwrights .  Nailers,  Netma- 
kers.  Parchment  makers,  Pewterers,  Phificians,  Potecaries, 
Pointmakers,  Printers.  Ropers.  Sadlers,  Sailers,  Salt  makers! 

Sawyers,  Siueyars ,  Shearmen,  Shipwrights,  Shoomakers,

B  ut  mofi  of  thefe  fortsof  people  are fo  Well  fet  a  Work?  here 
in  England,  and fo  necef  ary  for  our  commonwealth ,  that  feW  or 
none  of  t  hem  Will  be  induced  to  goe  hence  t  and  feek^  their  fortunes  o— 
ther  Where. 

Enr.  Nay,  rather  they  are  fo  ill  fet  a  worke  here,  that  many 
of  them  haue  as  much  need  as  any  other  to  feeke  worke,  em¬ 
ployment  and  dwelling  otherwhere.  For  there  bee  fo  many  of 
all  Trades,  Sciences,  and  Occupations,  that  one  cannot  line  for 
another.  They  that  be  workmen  doe  often  loyterfor  Iackeof 
worke  many  dayes  &  weeks  togethenand  when  they  canhaue 
worke,  are  faine  to  doeit  better  cheape  then  they  can  afford, 
and  were  wont  to  doe, So  it  is  with  Shopkeepers ,  they  hardly 
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can  finde  any  place  where  to  fetvp  Shop  ,  all  places  being  al¬ 
ready  full  and  ouerfull.  Little  vtterance  of  their  ware  can  they 
make, and  are  oft  informed  to  take  mony  fo  much  vnderhand, 
that  they  can  hardly  get  or  laue  thereby.  ' 

2.  If  their  owne  diftreffeand  prefent  euill  ftate  will  not 
preuaile  fufficiently  with  men  of  thefe  qualities  to  moue  them 
to  goe,  confidering  that  fuch  mufl  be  had ,  and  of  fome  fortsof 
them  great  ftore: (for  without  the  no  Plantation  at  all  can  any 
where  be  made.- )  fuch  courfes  may ,  and  muft  be  taken 3partly 
bythebettringoftheir  eftates  there  ,  with  promife  andaflu- 
ranceof  forne  good  portions  of  lands,  houfes  and  benefits,  if 
they  will  goe,  and  partly  by  impairing  of  their  eftates  here, 
with  lefTe  worke,  and  worfe  vtterance ,if  they  will  not  goe,  as 
may  make  them  either  willing, or  at  leaft  content  to  goe.

Enr,  Yes,  very  much.  For  all  thefe  hitherto  mentioned* 
though  they  be  a  multitude  indeed ,  and  enough  to  make  a  ve¬ 
ry  large  Plantation  out  ofhand,yet  without  others  conioyned 
with  them,  will  they  bee  for  the  moft  part,  but  a  rude  and  filly 
multitude.Y ou  haue  forgotte  it  feemeth.  &  fo  had  I  too  almoft, 
&  no  maruell,for  I  findethemof  others  but  little  remembred, 
one  fort  of  people  moft  needfull  of  all  others  to  be  had;I  meane 
tJMinifters  of  the  Word  ofCjod.  For  whom,  if  care  be  not  taken, 
that  they  may  be  had ,  and  being  had ,  that  they  may  forthwith 
and  condionly  be  proaidedfor,  which  is,  after  the  example  of  Cjod 
himfe/fe ,  who  in  diuiding  the  land  of  (fanaan ,  laid  out  the  Lot 
of  Leui  with  the  firft,  and  that  a  faire  and  goodly  one  too ,  as  you 
reade,2\(«»*.i8.and  35.  invaine  may  we  looke  for  any  nota¬ 
ble  blefsing  fromGod  vpon  the  Attempts.lf  they  be  altogether 
omitted  and  negleded,  or  fliifted  off  for  the  prefent  with  faire 
words, or  led  on  alittle  with  beggerly  ftipends,(  a  profane  kind 
of  pay, and  not  made  partakers,  and  that  in  ample  fort,  with 
How  they  may  their  people, of  fuch  meanes  as  they  doe  liuc  vpon,  viz,.  Trade , 
be pioiudcd  Titrfe,  and  Tithes ,  farewell  good  Miniftrie  there  for  cuer: 

Their  portions  once  feized  and  fetled  in  the  hands  of  lay  men, 
as  too  much  experience  fhewes  here  at  home ,  will  neuer  in 

goodanddue  manner  and  meafure  bee  gotten  out  againe.

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,  Wherefore  as  it  is  neceffary  and  fit,  that  the  countries  be  pre- 
fently  diftinted  into  parifhes,  fo  withall,  and  more  then  fo  ne- 
cdfary  and  fit  it  is;  that  the  Minifters  part  be  allotted  and  laid 
out  with  it.  A  thing  at  firft,  before  proper  and  priuate  rights 
be  fetled,  as  eafie  ( I  hope)  to  be  had,  as  to  be  asked  for:  which 
how  much  the  better  it  is  effe6fed,fo  much  the  better ,  and  the 
more,  be  we  well  allured,  (hall  the  worke,  the  maine  workc 
profper  and  pleafe  God, 

Refp.  But  doe  you  think-  it  not  /.;\V full  to  prouidc  for  the  Mi¬ 
nifters  of  the  tvordyOtherwife  then  by  tithes, which  many  will  hardly 
yeeld ,  now  in  the  time  of  the  Cjojpcl,  to  be  due  to  them  by  Cjods  law . 

Enr.  Whether  Tithes  be  du  efDeiure  diuino ,  IleauetoDi- 
uines.  But  taking  that  onely  which  all  be  agreed  vpon,that  is, 
that  the  Minifter  muft  haue  a  very  competent ,  liberall,  and 
certaine  Maintenance ,  which  cannot  be  LlTc  then  the  Tenth. 
For  allotting  thereof  whether  they  fhall  like  better  to  follow 
theexample  of  our  owne  Progenitors,  the  ancient  Inhabi¬ 
tants  of  this  Land,  who  imitating  God  himfelfe  in  his  practice 
before  touched ,  as  we  may  fee  with  our  eyes  euery  where, 
though  a  great  part  thereof  be  no  w  taken  from  the  Church  by 
impropriations ,  and  abridged  to  the  Church  by  Cuftomes, 
Prefcriptions ,  and  other  like,  did  not  account  the  Church  to 
be  fufficiently  prouided  for,  vnlefl’e ,  befides  T ithes  and  Obla¬ 
tions,  it  were  endowed  with  fome  faire  portion  of  good  and 
conuenient  ground  called  the  (jlebe.,  or  in  ftead  of  both,  both 
Tithes  andGlebe  to  allot  and  allow  the  Church  a  full  Tenth 
of  Ground  onely,  I  meanethe  tenth  part  of  euery  mans  Te¬ 
nure,  as  he  that  hatha  thoufand  Acres  of  ground ,  toallowan 
hundred  ofthem  to  the  Churdvand  fo  to  pay  no  titheat  all,  as 
which  wouldbe  more  troublefome  to  the  Minifter  to  gather, 
and  more  grudging  and  laboutfome  to  the  pariflnoner  to  lay 
out,  as  we  finde  by  daily  experience  here  in  England ,  1  fee  no 
great  caufe  why  any  (hould  refufe  or  diilike  it.  For  either  way 
the  Minifter  may  haue  a  very  fufficient  liable  and  certaine 
maintenance. 

Refp.  This  latter  way ,  tJWiniftcrs  of  Churches  Jh  all  be  tot 
much  encombrtd  with  hush  indry yand  di/lracted  from  their fiudtes. 

Enr.  They  may  ea%  auoyd  that,  if  of  the  whole,  they  re- 

ferue 
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ferae  out  for  their  owne  Table,  a  rcafonable  quantitic  onely  as 
their  Glebe  here  in  England ,  and  dinide  the  reft  into  Tene¬ 
ments,  which  they  may  let  to  other  men ,  that  may  yeeld  them 
rents  and  fines ,  as  doe  Tenants  here  in  England totheir  Land¬ 
lords  :  after  which  fort  alfo  there  be  in  England  f bme  lands  be¬ 
longing  to  Benefices  with  Cures.  V 

ftefp.  i  haue  made  you  digrejfe  a  little  too  much  happely ,  b  j  my 

fo  many  queflions.  I  pray  you,  therefore,  noW  ret  /trite  to  that  you 
Ifcere  faying. 

Enr  Belides  thefe,  Minifters  of  Churches,  whether  it  fhall 
not  be  requifite,  that  as  great  a  numberalmoft  ofother  Schol- 
lers,  for  the  teaching  of  children,  and  training  vp  of  youth,  as 
well  in  the  Languages,  as  in  alt  other  good  Literature, be  like- 
wife  procured  and  Pent  forth :  (for  as  it  is  not  fit,fo  indeed  it  is 
notalvvayespofsible,  the  Minifters  alone  (hould  vndergo  this 
charge  alfo.)  1  leaue  it  at  large,  to  euery  mans  confideration. 

Refp.  That  fetch  men ,  viz.  Minifters  and  Schoolemafters 
jhould  be  had ,  it  muji  needs  bee  granted  to  bee  mofi  requifite  and  ne. 
ci f  ary :  but  1  beleeue  it  'bill  not  be  very  eafee  to  procure  them.  For 
Schollers  no\X>  a  daies  are  moft  of  them  of  a  tender  breed ,  and  fetch 
as  will  hardly  brooke  the  Seas  :  and  England  is  prouided  of  miny 
good  meanes  of  tJTfaintenance  for  them,  and  t  herefore  they  Will  be 
loth  to fetke after  leffe,  and  Worfc  otherwhere. 

£  r.  To  furnilh  the  Minifterie  andSchooles,the  Vniuerfi- 
tiesofour  Land,folicited  therevnto,  cannot  doe  kfte  then  fend 
forth  either  of  them  yeerely  fome  few  ,  and  it  be  but  two  or 
f0r ,*,rocurin6  three  apeece.  Arid  thereare  few  Diocdles  in  the  land  befides, 
uc  i  men  to  hauing  in  themdiuers  fufficient  and  able  men  in  thofe 

functions,  not  yet  in  any  meafure  competently  prouided  for; 
may  not  alfo  doe  the  like.  And  fit  an  1  needfary  it  is ,  that  for 
theincouragementofmenatthe  firft,  to  thefe  imployments, 
there  Ihould  fomewhat  more  then  ordinary  ftiares,  as  I 
may  fay,  that  is,  fome  what  more  then  what  will  hold  but 
while  their  breath  holds ,  be  propofed  and  offered  to  men  of 
that  ranke?  For  in  them  alfo  the  old  faying  happely  will  bee 
found  true,  ‘Eucimur  omnes pramio. 

2 .  Ifneither  defire  to  further  (fhrifis  kingdome,  nor  to  feeke 
their  owne  preferment ,  can  preuaile  with  any  fo  farre  as  Sua 
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Spwte,  1 9 glue  themfelnes  to  fo  good  a  worke ,  I  fee  not  why* 
the  Church  it felfe ,  or,  the  Bijhop  himfclfe^ hould  not  be  thought 
to  haue  authoritie  and  power  enough  to  thruft forth  Labourers 
into  this  Harueft ,  and  to  lay  this  charge  vpon  fuch  as  (hall  be 
fit  for  itjnioyningthenuf? got  in  the  N ame of  G W,as  was  done, 

<s^5.8,i4.and i  3.  2. and  15-22.  and  Galat.  2  p. 

2  Such  courfc  and  care  may  alfo  be  had  at  theifirft  in  diui- 
fion  ofparilhes ,  that  all  parilhes  being  maieof  a  competent 
largene(Te,(&  not  as  here  in  England  too  too  many  are,  fo  little 
that  theyyeeldthe  Minifter  neither  one  quarter  of  a  comforta¬ 
bles:  'goodly!  congregation,orauJitorie,noronehalfe  ofa  co- 
petent  and  honeft  maintenance)both  the  fewer  Minifters  may 
fuffice.and  they  that  be,  may  haue  competent  and  commenda. 
ble  allowance  to  liue  vpon  for  them  and  their  families. 

4.  Alfo  it  muftbeconfidcred ,  that  if  SchoTTers ,  that  is, 

Graduates ,  and  men  of  note  for  learning ,  cannot  be  had,  it 
may  fuffife  fometimes  that  fuch  be  inuited  to  the  Minifterie,as 
are  of  meane  knowledge,  foas  they  haue  good  vtterance,  and 
be  of  found  and  honeft  life  and  conuerfation. 

Refp.  /  did  little  thinke  that  you  would  bane  thought  any  fuch 

fit  fir  that,  place,  , 

£nr.  Why  not?In  England  it  felfe  we  are  faine  fometimes  to 
receiue  fuch  into  the  Minifterie,&  I  belceue  fo  it  wil  be  as  long 
as  Engl  and  is  England :  much  more  may  it  be  borne  within  the 
infancie  ofa  Church,  where  neither  Schooles.nor  other  means 
for  learned  and  able  men  are  yet  planted  Better  fuch  then  none. 

I  haue  read  in  an  ancient  Ecclefialticall  Hiftorie ,  that  on  a  ^  lb  ,  c'ap- 
time  there  were  twolay  men  that  made  a  voyage  vnto  the 
Indians ,  and  remaining  there  a  good  while,  they  did  in  the  beft  socrat  hift. 
manner  they  could, informe  and  perfwade  many  of  them  to  the  EccUib.i.  cap. 
Chrfftian  faith  and  found  the  people  very  tradable.  At  length 1  *• 
rcturninghome ,  one  of  them ,  whofe  name  was  Erumennus, 
commingto  Alexandria  his  citie,goeth  vnto  thcBifliop  of  the 
place,  which  at  that  time  was  Athanafm  ,  that  renowned 
Clerke  furnamedforhis  great  learning &fincerity  in  faithOca- 
Ihs  mundiyhe  eye  of  the  world,  &  acquaints  him  with  the  mat¬ 
ter,  pray  ing him  withall,that  he  would  fend  a  Bifhop  and  other 

Teachers  thither,  that  might  goe  forward  with  that  worke  of 
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the  lord,  of  which  he  faid,there  was  great  hope.  *,4 th ana  fins 
hainng  called  together  for  that  purpofe  the  Clergieofhiscitie 
confidering  a  little  of  the  matter,  hands  vp  and  faith ;  »And 
Veherejhall  we  finde fitch  a  man,fo  fit  for  this  implojmmt  ,  as  your 
felft  (  Fmmen  tins)  arey  in  whom  is  thefprrit  of  our  C/W?and  there, 
vpon  prefently  all  the  reft  approuing  it ,  he  made  him  a  Mini. 
fter,and  a  Bifhop,  and  fent  him  backe  (with  others)forthwith 
to  furnilh  w hat  lie  had  begun, and  the  Lord  made  the  worke  to 
profper  in  his  hand,  confirming  the  word  with  many  ficncs 
and  wonders  following,  faith  the  Hiftorie.  • 

By  this  ftory  you  may  fee,that  holy  men  of  God,euen  in  the 
primitiue  Church,did  not  ftand  much  vpon  it,to  admit  meane 
men,  and  not  proftfled  ichollers  onely  into  the  Minifterie 
where  they  faw  other  gifts  correfpondent :  and  withall .  that 
Bilhops  vfed  in  thofe  times ,  and  had  power  and  authoritie.to 
fend  forth  men  into  forraine  countries, to  preach  and  plant  the 
Gofpel,  And  ofthefekindeofmen  let  this  fuffice. 

Wen  of  i  ?•  But  then  farther, bcfide$thefelaftmentioned,and  aboue 

neand  note  all  thefe  hitherto  fpoken  of,  I  adde,  there  muft  bee ,  by  fome 
■eGouer-  meanes  or  other.drawne  and  induced  to  goe,  as  Gouernours 
>  c •  and  Leaders  of  the  reft ,  fome  fore  of  men  of  Name  and  Note 

men  by  whofe  power  and  authorise ,  greatneffeand  grauitic* 
purfe  and  pre  fence,  the  multitude  afore  mentioned, may  be  enl- 
couraged,  ordered,  and  gu ided.  Common  fenfe  and  reafon  can 
fufficiently  enformo  euery  man,  that  no  body  can  confift  with- 
ouca  head,  nor  Army  withoutaGenerall,  no  company  with-' 
out  a  Conductor,  and  no  focietie  without  a  Ruler.  And  Nature 
her  fclfe  teaching  th z  Amazonian  Bees, not  to  fwarme  without 
their  Ladie ,  and  the  Cranes  not  to  flie  without  their  Leader 
may  eafily  teach  vs,  that  we  lhall  tranfgrcfle  the  very  order  of 
Nature,  andnegledthatinftind  which  is  ingrafted  in  all ,  if 
weftiallmakefuch  a  remouall  without  the  condud  of  fuch 
men, as  for  their  place  and  power, birth  and  breed,  may  be  fit  to 
order  and  rule,  to  fupport  and  fettle  the  reft  And  ifmen  of  this 
ranke  would  once  roundly  fet  their  foot  to  this  way,  and  their 
hand  to  this  worke,  as  Ohfofis  did  with  the  Elders-  of  ffiael  to¬ 
wards  the  Land  of  (fanaan ,  Aineas  and  the  noble  T roians  into 
V etlte and  'Brutm  and  his  Allies  for  this  Land ,  it  were  not  to 

be. 
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be  doubted,  but  their  example  and  indufh  ie  would  morepre- 
uaile  in  one  yeereor  two,  to  draw  multitudes  with  and  after 
them,  then  all  the  proieflshkherto,  without  fuch  attempted, 
haue  procured. 

Re  fp  If  men  of  place  and  aitthoritie  in  the  Eemporall  State 
(for  of  them  onely  you  fee  me  to  fpeake  )  be  (o  neceffarie  vmo 
(itch  a  Worke.asycu  feeme  to  imply,  me  thinkes  it  fhould  be  as  neccfa 
(ary  likeveife  ,that,  there  fhould  ooe  feme,  that  may  carrie  like  aut  ho. 
ritte  and  place  in  the  ejlate  Sccle faff  teal! . 

Enr.  I  am  of  the  fame  mind  alfo.  It  cannot  be  but  requifit 
and  neceffarie ,  that  as  well  for  the  gouerning  of  Minifters 
themfelues  alrcadie  made,  as  alfo  for  the  order  ing  or  making 
of  more  where  need  is,  for  the  Inftitution  of  them  to  Chur¬ 
ches, forthe  Diuifion  oi  Parifhes,  the  endow ing,ereding,and 
confeerating  of  Churches, and  other  like  Epifcopall  and  Eccle- 
fiafticall  duties  and  emploiments, which  mud  be  followed  and 
exercifedinftantly,if  we  meane  to  make  a  Chriftian  and  Reli¬ 
gious  Plantation  indeed, there  fhould  go  fome  one  or  more,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  greatnefle  of  the  Plantation, to  be  Bifhop  there,, 
and  fome  others  befides,that  (hall  exercife  vnder  him  or  them 
Eccleliafticail  authoritieand  iurifdiciion, left  faction  and  con- 
fufion,  like  Tare?  among  the  Wheat,  grow  fafter  there,  then 
Religion, Order,  and  Peace  of  the  Church. 

Refp.  NoW  f  fa-pofeyou  haue faid  enough  for  this  matter  more 
it  is  1  am  fare, then  euer  I  heard  in  all  my  life, and  f  much  asmakes 
me  thinks  certainly,  that,  if  in  fach  a  fort ,  as  you  liaue  imply  ed,  and 
With fach  perfom-A  Elan  tut  ton  Vo  ere  fet  forth,  then  it  Would proffer 
indeed. 

Enr.  Youthinkclhauefaidallinalljthatcan  befaid  i  but  I 
tell  you, there  is  one  thingyet  vnfaid,which  (in  mine  op'nion) 
is  more  materiall  then  any  one  thing  vvhatfoeuer  hitherto  men¬ 
tioned.  That  indeed  which  muft  and  would  giuelife  toall 
the  reft,  and  without  which,  the  whole  attempt  wherefoeuer 
it  be,feemes  to  me, to  be  like  a  building  on  the  fand,which  you 
know  will  in  the  end  haue  a  fall, and  the  fall  thereof  will  be  very 
great yiJMat..  7.1 7.

that  cannot  tell  in  whofe  Land, and  within  whofe  kingdome  it 
is  that  they  lhall  dwell  there,  and  that  would  be  loth  to  dwell 
but  within  his  Maieflics  Dominions. 

Refp.  That,  is  knoVcne  Sufficiently  by  his  cj%f  a  lefties  Letters 
CP  at  ents  granted  to  fan  dry  honourable  Personages  and  other,  that, 
fend  thither . 

Enr.  It  is  knovvne  to  them  that  haue  the  Patents,  but  it  is 

not  knowne  to  all  them  that  fhould  goe  vnder  the  Patentees. 
It  is  alfo  well  knowne  by  common  fame  and  rumour,  but  it  is 
not  fo  well  knowne  ,as  if  by  Proclamation  it  were  publifhed  in 
euerie  Towne  and  Citie ;  not  fo  well,asif  in  euerie  Church, he 
were  prayed  for  by  the  Name  of  King  of that, Countrey ,as  well 
as  of  England, France. Ireland. 

Refp.  This  muft  be  a  matter  cf  great  moment yout  of  doubt #  ft 
puts  me  in  mind  of  (omewhat  that  1  read  a  great  While  agoe  in  our 
Englijh  Chronicles ,in  the  time  of  King  Edward  the  third ,  viz. 
HoW  that  When  he  made  claime  to  the  (froWneof  France ,  to  Which 
he  Was  the  next  lave  full  heire  and fucceffouryct  all  his  certnine  right 
and  iufi  claime  notWit  hftanding,fome  of  his  Allies  and  Confederates 
beyond  Sea  (being  but  voluntaries) refufed  to  afiifthim  in  Armes , 
vnlejfe  he  Would  fir  ft, and  vntiH  he  did  take  on  him  the  ft  He  and  Ti¬ 
tle  <?/King  of  .France. 

Enr .  By  that  you  may  perceiue,  there  is  fomething  in  this 
particular,  more  then  many  doe  conceiue.  And  now  touching 

*  thefe 
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thcfe  two  maine  points  before  mentioned,  vi\.  the  procuring 
of  Men  and  Money  to  fuch  a  bufineffe,  as  we  intreat  of, let  this 

fuffice. 

Refp.  eAnd  \\>ell  it  may  :  For  vnleffe  it  be.asyou fiid  before ,by 
t/ittof  Parliament, which  alone  is  able  to fettle  anabfilute  coutfe

Enr  Doe  you  fo :  I  (lull  doe  the  bed  I  can  to  put y  ou  out  Or  Ccrtaine  ob~ 
your  doubts.'  icftioman- 

Relp.  T  he  courfeyou  intimate, is  a  matter  of  great  expence. 

Enr.  It  is  indeed  :  But  thereof  fay  I,  Firft,Many  a  particu-  Anfvv"' 
tar  will  beare  and  drfc  arre  his  o.vne  :  other.(ome,a  great 
deale  of  his  oi\  ne  part. 

Secondly, A  greaepartof  the expences  will  foone  be  repaid 
againe :  fome,  in  the  Commodities  thence  returned  :  fome,  in 
theeafement  and  disburdening  of  their  wonted  charge  and  in- 
combrance  here  at  home. 

Thirdly  .People  cannot  liueany  where  withoutexpenee. 

Fourthly ,  Be  it  a  matter  of  fome  good  quanticie,  that  mud 
arife  out  of  the  Common  Purfe,  is  not  our  whole  Land  able  to 
beare  it?  Suppofe  there  (hould  goe  tenort.ventiethoufands 
yeerely  fora  time vnto our  Plantations,  what  vverethat,with 
the  helpeof  particulars, to  England]  Purfe  ?  If  in  timeof  war, 
it  were  able  without  any  grieuance,  almoft  any  feeling  ,  to 
maintaine  fixeorfeuen,yea,tenortwelue  thoufand  Souldiers 
in  the  Field  the  w hole  yeere,  from  yeereto  yeere  for  a  time;  as 
eafily  might  it  be  able, or  elfe  I  am  muchdeceiued.to  tranfporr,  . 
and  that  with  vcriecompetentprouifion  yeerely,  twiceas  ma¬ 
ny  thoufand  perfons  at  the  Ieaft,into  thofe  Plantations. 

Refp.  The  remitting  of fi  many,  may  feeme  fuperfluom.  _  »  Obieft. 

Enr.  I  will  nOtfay,but  I  may  be  deceiued :  But  futely  in  my 
conceit,  It  were  necejfarie  that  there  (hould  goe  rather  more 
then  fewer  then  I  hauc  faid.  My  reafons  are : 

FirftjThe  multitude  that  aboundeth  in  our  Land,  is  fo  ex¬ 
ceeding  great,  that  without  great  riddance,the  benefit  thereof 
at  home.will  be  little  fcene,and  leffe  felt.  For  more  will  y  erely

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arife  then  are  remoued.  T o  draw  out  a  proportion  fome-what 
fit  in  this  cafe ;  there  are  in  SngUnd  onely  at  this  prcfent,  eight 
thoufand  Parifhes  at  the  leaft,as  I  coniedure.and  certaine  it  is 
as  all  the  Church  Regifters  in  England,  I  thinke,  will  iuftihe* 
there  are  more  borne  euerie  yeere,then  buried.  Say, but  two  in 
a  Parilh  one  with  another,  and  that  is  with  the  lead,  1  am  furc, 
yet  that  amounts  to  fkteene  thoufand  in  oneyeere.  The  in- 
creafe  being  fuch,  what  decreafe  there  had  need  be  made  to 
bring  the  whole  to  abide  fome-what  equall,may  foone  be  per- 
ceiued.  Farther,  let  men  looke  backeto  the  beginning  of  the 
late  Q’leenesraignejOrthere.aboutjand  fee  in  what  ftate  the 
Land  itood  then  for  people,  and  he  (hall  perceiue,that  euen 
then  it  did  begin  to  exceed :  fo  that  vnlefle  it  may  againc  be 
reduced  to  that,  mediocritie  at,  leaf, and  there  ltand,it  can  be  in 
no  tolerable  eftate.  This  cannot  be  effe£ted,but  by  fuch  a  num¬ 
ber  at  leaft,  remoued  as  I  haue  intimated. 

Re(p.  Indeed  within  my  remembrance,  that,  is,  within  thefe 
fiurtie  or  fiftie  yeeres,  our  Ear  if  is  increafed  in  /itch  a  fort, that, 
there  be  now  almofi  twice  as  many  Houfes  in  it,  as  once  there  Were , 
And  thefe  newly  encreafed,but  (fottnges  mojl  of  them  fet  vp  in  Wafte 
places  of  the  high -watts :  the  inhabitants  whereof,  are  nothing  but 
a  burthen  vnto  vs,anddoeverie  much  trouble  and  annoy  vs, that,  be 
the  ancient  T enants,and  true  Houjholders  :  and  I perceiuethat  the 
remouing  of  one  or  tWo  of  them, Were  to  little  purpofe ,  T  he great  e/l 
part  ofthem,orratherall,ifit  were  poftble  ,mufi  be  rid  aWay,or  elfe 
We  fall  be  little  the  neerc  fir  it,  -And  fo  it  had  need  be,  in your  vn- 
derfianding,the  whole  Land  ouer, 

£ nr.  Y ou  conceiue  me  aright.  Secondly ,Farther,the  Plan¬ 
tations  now  in  hand  are  diuers :  thefe  all  cannot  be  fetled  in 
any  forme,  nor  brought  to  any  good  eftate,  without  the  like 
numbers  tranfported,  whereby  they  may  be  enabled  in  euerie 
of  them :  Firft,To  occupate  or  take  in  forthwith,  fuch  a  large 
continent  of  ground,  as  may  be  fit  for  fetling  the  bounds  of 
their  Plantation  there.  Secondly, That  they  may  be  able  ro  be- 
gin  their  Cities,Townes,and  Parilhes,in  fach  reafonable  (paci- 
'  >ufneifc,as  may  become  fo  worthy  an  attempt  ;  which  cannot 
be,  vnlelL  their  number  be  fuch,  that  they  may  haue  to  begin 
withall/or  euerie  Citielthey  build,*  thoufand ;  for  euerie  Mar-  . 
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ket  Towne,«»  hundred ;  and  for  euerie  Countrey  Parifh  ,twen- 

tie  or  thirtieHoufholdsat  the  Ieaft.  Which  begun  withfuch 
conuenient  diflance, and  fufficient  amplenefle  of  ground  an¬ 
nexed,  may  admit  in  time,  a  double  or  treble  increafe.  And 
thirdly.  To  baue  and  fetvp  among  thcmfelues,  all  manner  of 
Sciences,  Trades,  Handicrafts,  and  Employments  nectflarie 
and  conuenient  for  the  cohabitation  and  life  of  Man. 

Refp,  Thu  would  require  a  greater  number  then  yet  you  haue  *  Obicft, 
fpoken  of,  I  thinke  •  jo  great  out  of  all  ctueflion,  as  in  all  England  is 
not  to  be  had.  “ 

Enr.  I  am  not  of  your  mind :  Fetv  men  doc  well  confider  Anfw. 
what  a  number  for  fuch  a  purpofe  in  all  England, is  to  be  had,  if 
there  were  once  good  courfes  taken  for  the  hauing  of  them. 

For  my  owne  part  truly,  1  am  fully  perfwaded.  That  there  are 
J?W  T oWnes  and  Parifhes  in  England, but  hatie  in  them  of  all  forts  How  great  a 
one  andotjoer  thatmight  to  fitch  a  purpofe  be  [pared,  enough  to  make  num'°'-*r  in 
and  plant,  in  fitch  a  fort  as  f  haue  fiidbefire,as  great  a  ToWne  and  EnS'and  ,my 
Partjh  in  feme  ncW  Plantation ,m  that  Within  England,  in  which  at  fparcd  tor 

this  prefent,,they  doe  dwell  and  abide.  A  number  I  fuppofe  fuffi.  lantat,ons* 
.cientprefently  to  furnilh  at  large,  more  then  all  any  one  Planta¬ 
tion  that  is  now  in  hand. 

Thirdly, The  attempts,at  the  beginning  fpecia!Iy,cannot  but 
be  liable  to  fome  dangers  of  theEnemie.  If  then  their  number 
be  but  fmall,  and  they  goe  forth,  as  hitherto  by  fcores  or  hun¬ 
dreds,  Alas,what  ftrength  can  they  be  of,  cither  to  fubdue  the 
Borderers,  or  refill  the  Inuaders  ?  The  Aduerfarie  may  wait  a 
time  at  his  bell  leafure,when  they  are  growne  a  litle  worth  the 
rifling,  todijplant,  them  of  their  feates  ;and  as  to  the  French,  in 
T err  a  Florida,  the  Spaniard  did ,  to  difatch  them  of  their  liues. 

Whereas, if  they  goe  out  by  thoufands,or  ten  thoufands,  as  all 
good  Plantations  (kould,  and  euer  haue  done .  Firfl,They  fhall  be 
able  to  withfiand,and  (if  need  be)  to  fubdue  the  Naturalls 
adiacent :  and  then  within  a  few  yeeres ,  partly  of  themfelues, 
and  partly  by  the  afsillance  of  their  Confederates,  which  the 
flronger  they  fee  ours  to  be,  the  firmer  no  doubt  will  they  be 
Vnto  them,  they  will  by  Gods  blefsingand  aid, be  fo  well  forti¬ 
fied  by  Land,  and  prouided  by  Sea,  that  they  fhall  as  little  need 

to  teare  any  forraine  forces  there,  as  we,  God  6e  prayfed,doe 

M  •  here: 
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here :  and  happely ,  grow  no  leffe  famous  for  martiall  and 
ciuill  policie  both,  in  that  Continent ,  then  our  Nation  is  in 
this. 

Fourthly, Now  it  is  a  fit  time,  and  we  are  well  at  lcifurefor 
fiich  a  purpofe,to  attend  fuchan  employment,  whereas,  if  any 
trouble,  if  any  warres,  by  Sea, or  by  Land,fhouId  arife  vs  here, 
(  And  doe  we  thinke,  or  are  we  fure,  tbtji  H ala  on  dayes ,  will 
cuer  hold  ? )  we  fhould  haue  neither  time,  nor  meanes  to  fpare, 
to  profecute  any  fuch  bufineffe  abroad.  As  therefore,  a  man 
that  will  build  a  great  Houfe,  muft  follow  it  clofely,  while  the. 
Summer  lafteth,andthe  weather  is  faire,left  the  Winter  come 
on,  which  will  both  hurt  and  hinder  his  workc  :  fo,it  is  good 
for  vs,  in  this  faire  time  of  Peace,  and  Summer  like  weather 
ofleifure  and  libertie,to  follow  thefebufinefles  with  fpeed 
left  in  time  we  fay  s  Had  we  thought  this.  We  know,  Pbfi  eft 
occafio  calua.  This  is  a  point  of  that  worth,  and  weight,  that 
it  alone, me  thinkes,  (hould  be  enough  to  ftir  vp  all  England,  to 
take  heed  thstjhedoe  not  fitjhll,  Judg.  i8p.and  let  it  flip  out  of 
her  hands.  For,  as  faith  the  Poet ; 

Nee  qua  praterijt  ,curfu  rntocabitur  vnda  t 


Nee  qua  praterijt,  bora  redire  pot  eft 

That-is : 


Nor  can  the  tide  that’s  eb’d  and  gone, 
infs  proper  courfe  reuoked  be : 

Nor  can  the  time  when  once  it’s  paft, 
returne  againe,we  plainely  fee. 

Fifthly,  If  this  worke  fhould  be  intercepted  by  any  vnexpa. 
&ed  accident, before  it  be  brought  to  fome  perfe&ion,  that  is : 
That  the  prefent  Plantation  may,  if  need  be,  for  a  time  fubfift 
of  it  felfe ;  in  what  a  miferie  fhould  they  be  (  poore  wretches) 
that  haue  aduenmred  the  firft  attempt  ?  And  (which  God 
forbid  )  who  can  tell, if  we  dally  and  delay, and  make  not  grea- . 
ter  fpeed  thither,  and  thereabout,  then  yet  we  doe,  whether 
fome  otherNation,  ofbetter  fpirit,  and  worthier  refolution, 
may  not,  to  our  great  fhame  and  confufion,  ftep  in  before  vs, 
and  flop  the  gate  againll  vs  ? 


The  fecond  Part. 

Sixthly,  Befides,  the  fetting  forth  by  great  numbers,  is  no 
fmall  incouragement  vnto  them  that  doe  goe  forth  for  the  p re¬ 
lent,  and  a  notable  inducement  to  others,  as  vnto  a  hopeful! 
bufinefle,  to  fecond  them  from  time  to  time  hereafter :  wherc- 
as,on  the  contrarie  (as  experience  plainely  proues)this  going 
forth  by  handful?,  difeomforts  them  that  be  ft  nt  away,  embol¬ 
dens  the  Aduerfarie.difcredites  the  Adion,  and  (  But  who  can 
reckon  vp  all  the  euils  thereof  ? )  difeourageth  euerie  one  that 
heareth  thereof, to  aduenture  either  his  perfon,  or  hispurfe  in 
it;  as  doubting  left  the  attempt  come  at  length, as  orher-like 
heretofore  haue  done,  to  infi  nothing :  and  that  they  which  are 
thither  gone,are,as  banilhcd  or  condemned  petConsffm  caff 
may. 

Thefecaufesand reafons  confidered,  I  reft  cor.fi  Jent.that  k 
is  neceffarie,  there  Ihould  into  thefc  Plantations  be  remoued, 
yeerely  for  a  time,ten  ortweluethoufands  at  the  leak. 

Whom  thefe  fatisfie  not,  I  might  fend  to  the  Bec-hiues, 
where  they  may  obferue,  that  the  jmailefi  fwarmes  doe  ftldome 
proffer,  but  the  greateff  neucr  lightly  faile :  or  to  the  Loculi  s  of 
the  Earth,  in  whom  Salomon ,  Frott.  3  o.  37.  noteth  this  for  a 
point  of  their  excellent  wifdome,that  they  goe  forth  by  heapes, 
or  great  troupes.  Butnotrefting  thereon,  though  thefe  natu¬ 
ral!  experiments  arc  not  to  be  defpifed,  I  will  remit  them  to 
one  of  the  greateft  Politicians  that  euer  was  among  men,  I 
meane  man  foil  of  the  Spirit  of  God,  and  all  wife- 

dome,  who  condu&ing  the  Children  of  Jfrael  to  the  Land¬ 
ward  of  promife,  a  Land  formerly  inhabited,  a  Land  alreadie 
builded  and  planted, a  Land  rcafosiably  well  cleared  of  Woods 
and  wild-Beafts ;  yet  tels  them  (  w  hofe  number  was  not  fmall, 
as  this  one  inftancc  may  declare,  w^.that  when  they  came 
out  of  taEgypt,  there  were  of  them,  men,  befides  Children 
and  Strangers,  Sixe  hundred  thoufand,  and  this  withall,  that 
whenthey  paffed  into  the  Land,  fburtieyeeres  after, vnder  the 
hand  of  J off  Ha,  out  of  two  Tribes  and  an  halfe,  that  dwelt  on 
this  fide  lor  dan, there  went,fourtie  thoufand  men  of  warre  to 
afsift  the  reft)that  therefore  the  Lord  would  not  deftroy  their 
Enemies  all  at  once,  but  by  little  and  littl effeff  thewld-Heafis 
of  tht  Field  ffould  increafe  vpon  them,  Deafer  .y  ,1%.  Whence 
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they  may  gather,That  if  fo  great  a  multitude  were,  in  tJWofes 
opinion,  with  the  leaft,to  inhabite  an  emptie  Land,  of  no 
greater  Continent  and  fpacioufneflc  then  that  was ,  and  it 
were  but  for  feare  of  the  increafe  of  the  wild-Beaftsagainft 
them,and  therefore  vpon  good  pollicie,and  for  a  time,  it  were 
better  fome  of  the  men  of  that  Land,  the  former  Inhabitants, 
were  fuffered  to  remaine  among  them,  till  themfelues  were 
more  increafed,  then  may  not  fo  fmalla  number,  as  we  com¬ 
monly  fend  into  our  Plantations, fuffice  thereto,  and  that  fome 
greater  number  then  any  yet  I  haue  intimated,  rather  then  a 

Me  (all  things  conftdercd)  were  rather  more  requisite  and 
neceflarie. 

Reip,  T  his ,  the  remouir/g  of fo  great  a  number,  will  be  a  great 
tVtakning  and  impouerijhing  to  our  Land . 

Em.  No,noneatall.  For  firft,The  ftrengthof  a  Land,con- 
fiueth  not  fo  much  in  the  number  of  people,  as, in  the  aptneffe 
and  ablenefle  of  them  vnto  fcruice.  Now ,  whofo  will  not  be 
blind,  cannot  but  fee,  that  this  multitude,  whole  remouall 
foould  chiefly  be  intended, is  neither^,  for  want  of  educati- 
on,being  of  the  ruder  fort  j  notable  for  want  of  meanes  j  being 
for  the  mod  part,  of  the  poorer  fort,  to  ftrengthen  vs.  There 
may  be  more  doubt  of  them  rather,  left  in  time  of  Peace  they 
raife  tumults,  and  /all  to  vproares  for  their  bellies  fake,  and  in 
time  of  Warrejcft  they  ioyne  with  the  Enemie,and  take  parts 
againft  vs,  for  our  pillage  and  liuings  fake :  then  hope  that  in 
Peace,  they  will  inrich  and  benefit;  or  in  trouble,  aisift  and 
ftrengthen  our  Common-wealth  and  Countrey. 

2.  If  Number  onety  bee  refpe&ed,  it  will  no  whit  be  cm- 
paired*  but  rather  bettered ,  not  diminifhed,but  augmented, 
in  that  fo  great  a  Multitude  of  vs  being  planted  other¬ 
where,  fhall  become,as  it  wer Another  England,  ready, and  a- 
ble  vpop,  all  occafions,  to  ioyne  with  this.  Indeed,  if  fiich 
a  numberand  multitude*  as  is needfull  to  be  remoued,  fliould 
either  die  in  our  Land ,  or  be  tranflated  cut  of  our  Land ,  into 
fome  other  Princes  dominion,  the  want  of  them  might 
happely  be  fome  Ioffe  and  lacke  vnto  our  Land:  yet  when  for 
forty  or  fifty  yecres  agoe  it  was  not  fo  ouercloied  and  peftered 
With  multitude,  as  now  it  is,  it  was  not  found ,  God  be  than? 
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kcd  to  want  ftrength :  blit  abiding  (till  fnbic&s  to  the  fame 
king,  and  members  of the  fame  dominion ,  being  made  by  the 
benefit  of  Plantation  more  auaileable  to  the  one ,  and  icruice- 
able  to  the  other,  then  before,  fo  farre  is  it  off,  that  the  abfence 
and  want  ofthem  (hall  weaken,that  out  of  all  doubt  it  flial  no¬ 
tably  ftrengthen  our  Land . 

3.  Asfbrtheimpouerifhingof  the  Land  this  way ,  thereis 
thereof,  nor  probability,  nor  pofsibilitie,  feeing  the  greateft 
number  ofthem,  whofeTranfplantation  is  molt  neceffary,are 
they  that  aboue  all  other,  doe  for  theprefent,  by  their  abiding 
here  impouerifh  and  begger  it.  For  on  them  is  bellowed  yeerc- 
ly,  the  greateft  part  of  all  that  money,  the  fumme  whereof  is 
aimoft  ineftimable ,  which  is  by  Oueifeers  and  Churchwar¬ 
dens,  in eucry  ft uerall par ilh  of  the  Land  collided  anddiftri- 
huted.  And  whereas,  ofthisfortof  people,  this  fuperfuous 
number,  there  are  increafed  among  vs,  out  of  all  doubt,  here 
in  England  alone,  within  thefe  Eftie  yeeres,  not  lo  few  as  an  hun¬ 
dred  thou  find  ( I  fay  not  perfons,  but )  families ,  Jprefume ,  if 
view  thereofwere  made ,  it  would  appeare,  that  among  them 
all ,  there  would  hardly  be  found  one  thonfand  of  fubfi die-men  ,  as 
you  may  perceiue  by  theftateofourowne  parifh  and  others 
neere-adioyning,  wherein  if  there  bee  now  any  morefubfidie 
men  then  were  in  the  jQuetnes  time,  they  are  fuch  onely,  as  are 
of  the  ancient  inhabitants,  and  tenants,  and  not  one,  or  fcarce 
one  of  the  late  and  new  increafe. 

4.  Ifthere  doe  remoue  hence  any  of  the  better  and  richer 
fort,that  (hall,  and  may  carry  fome  ilore  of  wealth  with  them, 
as  there  mull,  if  cuer  there  be  my  good  Plantation  indeed  any 
Vr  here, yet  the  number  of  them,  both  will,  and  need  be  but  few 
in  refped  of  the  reft :  and  whatfoeuer  the  Land  is  damnified 
by  that  they  carry  with  them ,  it  will  foone  be  recompenfed, 
partly  by  their  abfencc ,  partly  in  the  eftates  of  thofe  which 
ftiall  be,by  hauing  their  liuings  and  fome  other  oftheirmeanes 
inriched  &  bettered  by  their  remouall,and  laftly,by  the  com¬ 
modities  and  benefits  which  from  and  by  fuch  cannot  to  this 
Land  but  redound  againeout  of  the  Plantations. 

Refp.  'But  the  reutmes  of  the  CroVene  nntjl  needs  be,  by  this 
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mtmtts,  extremely  (pent  and  dimimfhed. 

Enr.  That  the  reuenues  of  thejCrowneof  England  fhould 
thereby  beexhaufted  or  empaired ,  fecmeth  in  mine  eye  fo  im¬ 
probable,  that  altogether  contrar  iwife ,  it  feemeth ,  and  mu  ft 
needs  be,  the  readieft  way,  and  fureft  courfe  that  can  be, excee¬ 
dingly  to  augment  the  fame, both  at  home  and  abroad. 

At  home, in  that  they  which  remaine  behind, ihallf  the  Land 
being  thus  disburdened  and  cleared)  the  better  reape  to  them- 
felues  the  benefit  of  the  Land ,  and  fo  grow  and  tncrcafc  in 
wealth,  that  they  may  be  inabled  to  pay  to  his  Maieftie  with 
the  more  cafe  and  alacritie,&  in  more  quantities  his  dues,  and 
impofitionsswhereas  now ,  what  by  the  great  charge  they  be 
atforreleeuing  many  of  thefe ,  that  now  encomber  their  pa¬ 
ri  fh, on  the  one  fide  (<i  charge  not fo  fmall  in  manyparifhes yeerely , 
at  their  part  of  one  Whole  Stwfidie  to  the  king )  and  what  by  the 

extreme  fines  and  rents  whereto  their  liuings,  and  the  high 
prices  whereto  all  things  to  liue  by, through  the  excefsiue  mul¬ 
titude  of  people  in  our  land ,  areracktand  raifed  on  the  other 
fide,  euen  they  that  haue  reafonable  good  liuings  and  meanes, 
are  fo  kept  downe ,  an  J ,  as  it  were ,  eaten  out ,  from  time 
to  time.that  they  arc  worfe  able  now,then  either  they , or  their 
predeceflors ,  for  thirtie  or  fortic  yceres  paft  ,  either  to  keepe 
houfe,  or  pay  impofitionsand  dueties  required. 

*A  broad,  w  hileas  probable  it  is ,  that  by  the  good  of  Plan¬ 
tation,  they  which  goeaway  from  hence  very  poore ,  may 
within  a  little  while  become  very  rich  :  they  that  here  were 
but  needy  &  of meane eftaee,  may  there arife  to be,as  we  terme 
men  of  fubftance  and  good  abilitie,,  Snhfidie  men  themlelues, 
and  fo  yeeld profit,  and  pay  tothe  Kings  Coffers  -in  fuch  ftorc 
and  plentic ,  that,  by  Gods  bleffing  attending  on  mens  inde- 
uoufs,  the  income  thereto  from  fuchonely,  (that  I  fpeake  no. 
thing  now  of  what  may  in  great  probabilitic  arife  by  thofe 
great  hopes  of  pearle,  metall-mines,  &c„)  may  within  a  little 
time  cquall ,  if  not  furmountthe  prefent  reuenues  whichnow 
all  England  yeeld,whercby,  bythe  hclpc  of  God;  (  for  of  the  e- 
uent,  if  the  fault  be  not  in  our  felues ,  there  is  no  doubt )  his 
Maieftie  frail  haue  lcflccaufe  then  hitherto,to  be  cither  charge- 
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able  or  beholding  to  his  fubic&s  at  home,  and  yet  be  as  rich  in 
treafure ,  and  as  well  ftored  in  money  and  meanes  for  wealth, 
as  any  Monarch  in  Chr  iftendome. 

Refp.  1  haue  heard  feme  men  better  learned  then  mjfelfe  fajy 
T  hat  the  truth  is  neuer  better  cleared  and  manifefiedyhen  When  by 
aduerfaries  of  the  truth  fe  eking  to  darken  it,  it  is  oppugned  &  con- 
iradiPtedfiohich  /  fee  verified  in  our  Conference. For  the  longer  Wee 
talk?  9t  he  more  I  find e  mine  crroiir  and  ignorance ;  and  the  more  I 
ohieft  againflyou,  the  better  appear  es  the foundneffe  of  your  opinion 
about  the  things  we  bane  talked  ofi. 

Enr.  Whether  you  fpakeas  you  did,  of  Ignorance,  or  for 
triall,  to  prone  what  I  could ,  or  would  fay  in  thefe  cafes ,  it  is 
not  greatly  materially  I  haue  fpokennothingj  hope, but  what 
is  fit  and  probable  inthe  caufe,and  the  fame  in  fuch  formas  may 
lufiice  to  fatisfie  you  ,  or  any  other  that  w  ill  with  veritie  and 
probability  be  fatisfied  in  thefe  points;&  therefore  I  truft,that 
you  will  take  all  that  J  haue  fpoken  in  good  part,  as  procee¬ 
ding  from  a  minde  that  would  willingly  gratifie  all,  but  offend 
none. 


Refp.  Tou  haue  in  truth  fatisfied  me  to  the  full ,  concerning  thofe 
things  of  Which  fdefireda  Reflation ,  and  did  (SmeWhafc*  doubt  fumrnc  of 
With  my  felft,  that,  it  Was  not  to  be  had .  For  noW  I  perceiue ,  that  l^e  ^ec^n 
to  make  a  good  'Plantation  ,  fore  of  people  to  inhabit ,  and^** 
fi 07  e  ofProtiifion  to  inable  them~>  to  inhabit e  it,  are  neceffary.  f  per- 
setae  atfi,  that  our  Land  is  able  to  ajfoordboth  ,  both  People  and 
Prouifion  plentifully  3  if  good  courfes  might  be  taken  fir  procuring 
them.W  herefire  ,as  J  cannot  but  acknowUdg  my  felfi  much  beholding 
vntoyoujfir  that  you  haue  brought  me  out  of  errour  into  the  truth 
as  out  cf  darken e fie  into  light :  (o  I  cannot  but  profi fie  ,  that  1  now 
Wijh  With  ail  my  heart ,  that  I  might  Hue  to  he  are  and  know  thefe  or 
fome  of  thefe  worthy ,  commendable ,  and  neceffary  'Proietts  brought 
to  (ome good  effett ,  and  will  from .  henceforth  bee  as  ready  to  incou  - 
rage  and  perfwade  others  thereunto ,  as  f  haue  beene  heretofore  to  ~- 
difeottrage  and  dijfWadethem  therefrom . 

•P  Enr.  Jfyou  be  fo  well  minded,  whereoflam  very  glad, then  > 
you  haue  done  contradifHng ,  and  I  (hall not  need  to  bethinke 
my  felfeof  any  further anfwsrs* 
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froiefct $  ^herein,  I  ftallneedfome  better  information  then  f  can  ga+ 
ther  to  myfelf ?,f  will  make  bold  to  come  vntoyou  once  more, but  that 
ft  all  be  jot  as  anoppojite  andgain-faier  ;  but  as  a  Scholler  that  defi- 
reth  tglearne,  t hat  fo  f  may  bane  mine  oWne  mind  and  vnderftand* 
ingfo  well  informed  and  prepared ,that  I  may  he  able  to  confer  with , 
and,  if  need  be  jo  informe  others.

Enr.  I  haue  reafonably  well  done  it  alreadic,if  you  call  to 
mind ,  w  hat  hath  parted  bet  wcene  vs  in  conference.  For  in  our 
firfi  dayes  Labour,  I  (hewed  you  manifoldly, that  a  Plantation 
is  for  our  Land,at  this  prefent  time,veric  needfull.  And  indeed, 
it  is  fo  needfull  and  neceflarie,  that  vniefle  God  take  away  the 
prefent  necefsitie  thereof  by  war  or  peftilence,or  both,  if  it  be 
not  this  way  remedied,  this  Land  cannot  but  fhortly  come, for 
want  thereof, to  verie  great  miferie  and  euill. 

And  at  our  next  meeting,  I  (hewed  you,  that  there  are  both 
people  enow,  and  meanes  tor prouirton  enough,  to  performe 
fuch  a  bufinefle,and  that  in  a  large  and  ample,both  manner  and 
mealtire,ifgood  courfes  be  taken  for  it  accordingly :  which  can 
be  beft  done  by  forac  ^Atl  o f  'Parliament ,  if  the  E dates  of  the 
Land  might  be  pleafed  to  take  this  matter  into  their  confidera* 
tion,as  a  matter  that  highly  and  neerely  concerncth  the  com¬ 
mon  good  at  this  inftant  Matters  of  ten  times  leffe  moment, 
arc  ordinarily  vouchfafed  the  help  and  authoritieof  that  moft 
high  and  honourable  Court,  and  therefore  great  hope  we  may 
conceiue,that  in  due  time, which  is  euen  «oW£his  alfo  (hall.

our  people  may  inhabite,if  they  will. 

Refp.  What  take  you  for  a  fecond  caufe  ? 

Enr.  The  want  of  feme  good  order  and  courfe  for  fiich  a 
purpofe,fuch  I  meanc,  as  may  be  fctled  generall)  all  the  Land 
oner,  by  Regall  and  Legall  authontie ,and  not  by  priuate  agree¬ 
ments  and  diredions  only ,  which  if  I  be  not  much  dcceiued, 
will  newer  effc&  fuch  a  worke  while  the  world  rtandeth.

Refp.  The  Kings  Ad die fry  permit  let  b  any  that  will  to  goe, 

8nr.  i.  Firft,tliat  is  more  then  wedoeknow,whatfoeuerfolkc 
doe  fay.  i.  Experience  doth  fhew,  there  mutt  be  vfedto  the 
chorow  effefting  ofariyfuch  attempt,  a  Co  active  as  well  as  a 
Ptrmiffitie  power.  Jc  is  not  an  eafie  matter,  fcarce  to  be  hoped 
for  in  thefedaies,  and  in  our  land,  to  make  (if  need  Ihould  be)\ 
any  great  army  for  che  field,  much  Idle  to  get  Kluntarie* 
enough  for  a  Plantation,  coididenng  that  it  is  ealicr  to  getcare* 
leffe  young  men  andfingle  men  to  goeout  of  their  Country 
Vnto  a  warfare, then  to  get  Idled  Houfliolders,  and  whole  Fa¬ 
milies,  men,  women  and  children, to  goeinto  a  itrange  country 
to  a  plantation  and  habitation.

Enr.  The  want  of  induftry  and  inclination  to  labour  and  take  3.  Want  of  in^ 
any  paints,  in  our  people:  who  at  this  prefent  are  (b  ouer-  duftry incur 
grownc,a$I  may  fay,  with  that  peftiferous  weed  ldlenejfe9  andPC0^?i 
fogiuen  to  immoderate eafe and  quietneffe,that  itisnotpcffible 
almoit  to  moue  them  to  heare  of  any  Plantation, which  they  con- 
ceiuecannot  beeffefted,  as  indeed  it  cannot,  without  much  3a« 
bour  and  paincs  taking  ,  without  induftrious  endeuours  and 
much  diligence.  It  is  reported  by  Authors  of  good  credit,  of 
Hamib a hUat Hammer (atlmvy  wel  termehimJoftheRomansa^^*^ 
That  hisarmy  and  fouldiers  were  more  hurt  and  difabled  to  mar- 
tiall  affaires  by  hisfufferingof  them  tolieand  liue  in  Capua,  a 
.City  of  Italy,  but  onehalfe  yecrein  idleneffe  and  luxury,  then 
the  whole Hoft  of  theRomanshad  done  in  feme  whole  yeeres 
before.  We  muft  not  greatly  marucll,  if  our  fo  long  continued 
reft  and  peace  from- warns  and  warlike  imploymcnts,  our  vn~  1 
fpeakable  idleneffc  and  diilohit  e  life,  haucf©  corrupted  and  in 
manner  effeminated  our  people  generally  and  for  the  moft  parr* 
that  they  cannot  endure  the  hearing, much  lellethedoing  ofany

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laborious  attempts,  of  any  thing  that  (hall  be  troublous  or  any 
whit  dangerous  vneo  them. 

Refp.  H'hat  remedy  may  there  he  for  this  pertllotts  difeafe  ? 

Enr ,  None,  or  at  leift  none  better  I  thinke,  then  a  Plantation, 
as  I  (lie wed  you  the flirt  day  at  large. 

Refp.  Haueyou  any  other  caufe  to  aldeage  for otir  backvoardneffc 

this  way  ? 

^.Theimmo-  Enr .  Yes.  Th c  immoderate  loue  of  our  owne  Country.  Eucry 
derate  lone  of  jnanalmoftis  fo,a$I  may  foy}befctted  therewith,  that  it  isalmoft 
their owne  jmpoiliblc  vpon  any  aduantagctogetthcmoutofic. 

Countiy.  Refp.  And b lame  themmt.  Ion  know  (I  am  fiirc)  thcoldC ay- 

ing,  Fumus  pair  laigne  alieno  luculentior :  The  fmoakeofamans 
owne  Country  is  cleerer  in  his  eics,  then  the  fire  of  ano¬ 
ther.  And  you  haue  read  bow  the  children  of  lfraelhauing  dwelt  in 
the  land  of fAL gyp t,  fame  two  or  three  hundred  yeeres,  whereby  it 
was  to  them  theirnatiue  Country  jhat  albeit  the y  were  therein  mofi 
Cruelly  oppreffed  by  the  ^Egyptians,  yet  when  Motes  came  to  deli¬ 
ver  them ,  they  were  not  eaftly  drawne  to goe  out  of  it,  and  that  to  a 
good  Land ,  a  Land  that  flowed  with  milkeand  hony  :  and  how  once 
or  twice ,  being  well  on  the  way ,  they  were  ready  to  make  head  to 
haue  returned.  And  therefore  no  great  mar  u  ell  if  our  Enghjh  peo¬ 
ple  bee  fo  loth  to  goe  out  of  a  good  land ,  fo good  a  land  as  England  is , 
4  land  to  which fear  ce  any  in  Chrtflendomc  is  comparable,  and  to  goe 
into  they  know  not  what  wilde  and de folate  Countries . 

Enr .  That  you  fay  were  fomewhat  to  the  purpofe,  ifit  were 
purpofed  that  they  fhould  remouc  which  doe  enioy  and  cat 
the  good  and  fot  of  the  land.

fufeand  forfakethat  Country  which  will  bee  to  them  a  kindc 
and  louing Mother  indeed:  that  Country  that  is  ready  to  re- 
ceiue  them  with  both  her  armes :  that  Country  where  they  may 
(if  they  will)  haue  abundance  of  that  which  here  they  want, that 

Coun- 
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Country  which  will  vouchfafe  them  fuch  liuings  and  meanes  to 
liucby,  as  theyarcfurcin  England  they  (hall  neuer  attaine  vnto: 
as  if  they  had  neuer  heard, that  vbicnnque  bcneyibtpatria :  wherc- 
foeuer  a  man  is  or  may  be  beft  at  cafe,  it  is  beft  to  account  that  for 
his  Country  :  and  that  it  is  but  mcere  vanity  for  men  to  preferre; 
the  foileof any  Region  before  thcmfelues. 

In  a  word,  all  that  you  fay  or  can  fay  for  this  point,  is  as  farre 
out  of  the  way,  as  if  you  would  fay,  becaufechildicn  hauebccnc 
borne  and  bred  vp  in  their  fathers  houfe,  therefore  what  need 
foeuer  they  hauc,  and  how  bad  maintenance  and  keeping  focuer 
they  hauc  there,  yet  they  ought  not, nor  haue  they  any  reafon  to 
goe  out  of  that  their  fathers  houfe,  andtopalle  into  other  clfe« 
where,  tanyuam  in  Colonim,  as  into  new  Colonies  or  Habitati¬ 
ons-,  there  to  be  prouided  for  and  to  liue  in  farre  better  fort.

meaning  is  this  5  We  plant  by  Compofition 3  when  feeking  to 
gaine  a  Country  already  fomewhat  peopled  and  reasonably  in¬ 
habited,  as  is  Guiana ,  wedoevpon  faire  conditions,  as  by  pro* 
fering  them  defence  againft  their  enemies,  fupply  of  their 
wants>  namely  Apparcll,  Armour,  Edge-toolcs,  and  the  like, 
allure  and  winne  them  to  enter  league  with  vs,  to  agree  that  wc 
(hall  dwell  among  them,  and  haue  Lands  and  other  Commo* 
dicies  of  them  to  our  content.  We  plant  by  Preoccupation >  when 
finding  a  Counrry  quite  void  of  people,  as  no  doubt  in  Arne* 
rica  yet  there  are  many,  as  was  the  Barmudas,  now  called  Sum* 
mer  Hands  f or  few  y  ceres  part,  and  as  is  at  this  prefentj  for  the 
moft  par t^New  found  land,  wefeizevpon  it,  take  it,  pollefte  it, 
and  as  by  the  Lawes  ofGod  and  Nations,  lawfully  wc  may  hold 
itasourownc,  and  fo  fill  and  replenifti  it  with  ouj:  people,  in 
the  firft  manner  a  few  people  may  fufficc,  but  to  the  latter,  ma¬ 
ny,  very  many  are  nccclfary. 

Refp.  This  is  very  plaine,  But  why  fyeake  you  nothing  of  plan¬ 
ting  by  Inuafion,  which  feme  men  thinks  to  be  as  it  hath  proued  to 
them  that  haue  vfed  it ,  the  richeft,  the  readteft  and  the  fpeedieft

Wee  fee  they  can 
hardly,  nay,  they  cannot  be  gotten  to  goc  and  plant  themfclues

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where  they  may  doeit  with  all  cafe  and  frecdome  tint  can  be, 
and  therefore  there  is  no  probability,  they  will  once  tnoue  a 
foot,  to  goe  and  fecke  out  a  Country  by  the  fword. 

We  reade,  Far.  1 3.  iy.tluu  God,  when  he  brought  the  children  Exod.  13.  17. 
of  Ifcacl  out  of  >y€gypr,  would  not  carry  them  into  the  land  of 
Canaan  by  the  way  of  the  Phiiiftincs  Countrics,though  it  were 
theneorer  way  agreat  dealc  fejl  the  people  fhould  repent  them  when 
they  fee  warre,  and  turns  backs  into  s/£gypt :  but  God  made  the 
peopleto  goe  about  by  the  way  of  the  Wildernellc  of  the  red 
Sea.  Teaching  vs  therein, how  fearcfull  people  naturally  arc  of 
warre,  as  willing  rather  to  forgoe  euen  an  exceeding  good 
Land,  as  Canaan  was,  rather  then  to  goe  into  it  by  the  fword: 
and  that  God  himfelfe  diflikes  not  fuch  a  feare. 

Thirdly,  that  were  a  double  charge.  For  fo  our  people  muft 
goe  firft,  they  that  are  men  onely,  as  an  Army  ofSouldiers  to 
liibduc  the  1  nhabitants  and  take  the  Country,  and  then  after  to 
goe, men,  women  and  children,  to  inhabit,  and  keepc  it,  if  they 
can.  For  many  times  in  fuch  cafes, the  euent  of  warre  proucs  vn- 
certaine,  whereas  going  where  needs  no  Iuuafitr ,  they  may 
make  their  full  remoue,  young  and  old  at  flirt,  and  rell  fecurc  of 
fcrling  there. 

Fourthly ,  and  for  mine  owne  part,  I  doe  not  like  it.  I 
nor  am,  nor  can  be  perfwaded,  that  it  may  be  law  full  for  one 
Nation  to  fight  againft  and  deftroy  another  in  that  fort,  and 
vpon  no  better  title  then  the  defire  of  their  lands  and  goods,  to 
bereaue  each  other  of  their  rights-  and  hues.  - 

Refp.  Indeed  the  Scripture  faith ,  all  the  whole  Heauens  are  the 
Lords ,  the  earth  hath  hegiuen  to  the  children  of  men ,  Pfal,  1 1 5. 1 6.  pfal,  n  j.  if.

Which  being  fo,  it 
fe  ernes  to  me  to  /land  with  reafon  and  Religion  both,  that  eu.ry  peo¬ 
ple  what f letter  they  be^Jhouldbe permitted  quietly  and  peaceably  to  __  ~ 

hold  and  enioy  their  owne  (Country,  and  that  it  ov?  ht  not  of  any,  by 
%noler,ce  to  be  taken  from  them :  we  mufl  doc  to  all  men,  Jew  or  Gen -  Mat-  yt  n. 
tile 3  fatth full  or  vn faith  full, as  we  would  be  done  vnto :  and  therefore 
J  cannot  but  like  weltofyoxr  opinion  in  that  point.

orfarre  off,  weakeor  ftrong,  and  ocher  like,  accordingly  they 
may  prepare  for  the  attempt.  The  fame  muft  they  doe,  that  will 
r  plancin  another  Country.  They  rnuft  know  certainly  the  fitua- 
tion  of  it,  the  largenelTe  and  quantity  thereof,  the  nature  and 
quality  of  the  Soile,  the  Hate  of  the  Climate,  the  tempera¬ 
ture  of  the  Aire,  the  cafinelle  or  difficulty  of  accede  and  en¬ 
trance  vnro  it,  themoft  conuenient  places  for  erefting  Cities, 
Townes,  and  Fortifications  there.  Alfo  whether  it  be  inhabited 
already  or  nor*  and  how  much,  and  in  what  fort*  What  kuiefe 
of  people  they  be,  likewife  what  Borderers  and  Allies  vntoir, 
what  fruits  and  commodities  there,  or  likely  there  to  bee  had, 
what  dangers  or  inconucnicnces  there  to  be  feared,  with  other 
like.  Foraccordingasthcyhauenoticeofthclepacticubrs,  they 
may  and  muff  proceed*  The

good,4s  in  all  probabilitie  may  bee  able  either  for  number  or 
valour,  or  both,  to  match  and  ouer-match  the  parrie  inuaded. 

And  they  that  will  plant  other-wberc,  muft  raife  inch  a  inulti- 
rude,  as  in  all  probabilitie  may  be  able  for  number  and  induftry, 
in  feme  meafure  to  take  vp  and  inhabit  the  Countrey  they  goc 
to.  To  goc  downe  as  lacob  did  into  Egypt  with  feuentie  foules,  - 
and  within  a  few'  fcorcs  of  ycares,  to  multiply  and  l'ncreafe  vnto  - 
fix  or  feuen  hundred  thoufands  and  aboue  :and  to  giue  anonfet 
and  preuaile,  as  Cjedeon  did,  with  three  hundred  halfe  armed 
men*  vpon  two  or  ;hree  hundred  thoufands  of  well  appointed 
Souldiers,  is  a  matter  of  Admiration)  (hewing  vs  what  God  can 
doe,  not  of  Imitation)  what  we  may  or  muft  doc.

Em.  That  cannot  regularly  and  certainly  be  determined.  For 
as  ro  inuade  a  Countrey  withall, the- Army  muft  be  more  or  lelfe, 
according  to  the  ftate  and  ftrength  of  the  Countrey  or  partie  in¬ 
uaded  :  (o  to  plant  a  Countrey  withall,  the  multitude  remouing 
muft  be  great  or  final, according  to  the  greamelTc  or  fmalnelfe  of 
the  Plantation,  and  the  focilitie  or  difficultie  of  planting,  by  rea- 
fon  of  either  open  enemies,  or  fufpefted  friends,  with  other 
like  circumftances  and  occurrents.  This  is  as  much  as  can  be 
faid  :  That  without  a  number  fomewhat  great ,  no  good  Plantation 
can  be  mad? at  all.  And  though  for  mine  owne  part,  I  will  R°jnane 
fpeake  of  no  certaine  number,  yet  this  much  I  will  tell  you,  ooaics* 

That  I  finde  that  the  ancient  Romanes,  who  were  a  people  of 
great  policy,  and  planted  many  Colonies,  when  they  lent  forth 
any  number  of  people,  and  it  were  but  for  one  Colony  ( that  is, 
but  one  Citie)  alone,  did  neuer  fend  forth  a  lelfe  number  then 
three  thou  fund,  more  oftentimes.  And  they  werefoprecife  vpon 
thcpoint(as  they  that  knew  well,  without  a  number  fomewhae 
great, their  Colonies  could  not  poflibly  ftand  and  profper)  that 
though-they  planted  diuers  Colonies  in  oneycare,  as  fomtimes 
they  did,  yet  they  failed  not  of  that  number,  that  is,  to  fend 
-  forth  to  cuery  feuerall  place  three  thoufand  a  peecc  at  the  leaft.  By

nion,  are  t  he  ltrcngth  and  finewes  of warre,  Jell  they  be inforced 
togiue  oner  the  Attempt  withloifc  and  infamie,crbcprellcd 
with  famine ,  and  endangered  with  fickncile  and  mutinies, 
whic/i  commonly  attend  the  fame.

Enr,  Why  fo  ?  r$icnof  pofflble  (for  examples  fake  )  thinke 
you  )  that  if  wee  fliould  make  a  Plantation  in  New-found  land9 
there  might  be  lent  thithtr  the  fiiftycarefomany  as  might  inha¬ 
bit  it  all  along  one  fide  thereof,  and  ten  or  twelue  miles  into  the

The  like  mud  be 
vfed  in  a  Plantation.  .That  the  better  fort,  men  of  dexteritie, 
induffiy,  and  vnderflanding,  be  preferred  to  places  of  Prehemi- 
nence  and  Authoritie :  and  that  all  that  will  aduenture  to  inha¬ 
bit  the  Plantation,  be  vouchfafed  by  aliberall  dillribution  of 
the  Lands  and  Commodities  of  the  Countrey  planted  vnto 
them,  riches  and  mcanes  for  them  and  theirs  abundantly  and 
gallantly  to  liue  vpon.  Such  liberalitic  and  aduancement  will 
incourage  men  to  goe,  and  will  quickly  make  a  good  Plantati¬ 
on,  which  Gouetoufneire andnegleft  of perfons  will  neuer  doe,

And  whereas  the  people  ofrhofc  parts  arc  all,  or  for  the  mo 

part  deftituteof  Armour,  and  vnskilfull  in  feates  of  armes,  try  a. 
meanesic  is  expedient  fotokecpeand  continue  them.  For  See¬ 
ing  they  doe,  for  the  moll  part,  in  number  of  perions,  and 
flrengch  of  body  already  exceed  vs,  if  we  iuffer  them  to  hauc  ar¬ 
mour,  and  inure  them  to  vfe  it,  probable  it  is  that  within  a  little 
time,  they  will  in  valour  too  excell  vs,  and  io  beat  vs  with  our 
owne  weapons.  Thefe  be  the  things  wherein  betwixt  I  nuafion 
and  Plantation,  there  is  fotnuch  affinity.  To  which  I  might 
adde  two  more.  Equity  and  Authority  t  without  the  former 
whereof,  an  Iumpon  is  not  Mum, but  Latrocinium, not  a  warfare 
but  a  robbery,  and  Plantation,  not  a  lawfull  Pollcffion,  but  a 
cruell  Oppreffion :  and  without  the  latter  whereof,  neither  can 
an  Army  beleuiedfor  Inuafion,  norwill  a  multitude  of  people 
be  gotten  to  fet  forth  for  a  Plantation.

Refp.  'But  in  the  meane  time,  till  I  can  g<  t  that  Booke,  and  be  at 
let  fur  e  t  o  perufe  it,  you  (hall  doe  me  a  pleafure,  if  you  wilt  in  briefe  re¬ 
late  vnt  o  me,  what  you  haue  obferued  out  of  it  to  that  pnrpofe . 


Enr.  That  1  will  doe  willingly.  The  fumme  is  this.  Firft,it  is 
the  neereft  place  that  now  is  to  beplanted,  not  aboue  1 4.  or  15. 
daies  faile  with  a  good  wind :  whereas  Virginia,  and  fome  of  the 
rcfl,aretwife  as  far  at  the  lead,  and  more  dangerous  for  patfage. 

Secondly,  it  is  the  fafeft  place  for  Plantation,  as  which  is  out 
oftheRoad,asImayfay,bothofthe  Spaniard  to  his  Countries 
and  Plantations,  andalfoofPirarsatSea,  who  are  mod  for  the 
Straights.  And,ifnccd  fliould  be,  whither  foonert,  [via.,  with- 
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in  a  few  daies  warning,  they  there  may  hauc  fuccour  from 
land ,  and  England againe  from  it. 

Thirdly,  lc  is  the  chcapcft  and  rcadieft  for  palfageand  tranf. 
portacion,  both  ofrnen  and  mcanes  of  all  forts  to  plant  with-, 
both  becaufe  our  fliips^doe  y eerely  and  vfually,  two  or  three  hun- 
dred  fade  of  them  goe  thither  on  fifhing  voyages,  and  that  molt 
of  them  but  halfeloaden,  and  feme  with  no  lading  at  all:  and  by 
Plantation  no  doubt  more  may  and  Will.  * 

Fourthly , it  may  foontrt  be  finifhed,  and  fo  w  e  freed  againe  for 
fome  other  Plantation,  becaufeic  is  but  an  Hand  of  no  great  con¬ 
tents  not  fo  big  as  England,  but  neere  about  the  grcatnellc  of 
Ire  hr  d . 

Fifthly,  the  Country  itfelfe  is  healthy  and  temperate,  very 
agreeable  to  thcConrtitmion  of  our Enghfh  bodies,! s  which  is  ve¬ 
ry  neere  in  the  fame  temperature  for  hear  and  cold, that  England 
is,  rather  warmer  then  colder,  as  which  lieth  aboue  foure 
degrees  neerer  theSouth  then  England:  and  is  incumbrcd  with 
no  noifome  beafts  or  vermin ewhatfocuer. 

Sixthly,  the  foilc  of  the  Country is  very  fat,  rich,  and  good: 
fit  for  pafture  and  tillage,  cquall  to  moil  of  our  grounds  in  Eng* 
land, 

Seucnthly,  tbe  whole  Country  is  rich,  v;z>.  the  Sea  coaft  with 
Sfh  beyond  mcafurc,  as  where  our  Nation  and  fome  others  haue 
fifhedthefefourefcorcyeeres,  and  where  thereis  neuerlikcto  be 
an  end  or  want  of  that  Commodity.  The  Land  itored  with 
beafts,  birds  of  the  field,  fifh  of  thcriuers,  wacer-fowlc,  weed, 
gralfe  and  fnuitsofthe  earth,  5c  c. 

Eighthly,  the  Country,  for  the  mod  part,is  vtterly  void  of  all 
Inhabitants,  Sa!ttagcs  or  other,  fo  that  there  is  no  fcarc  of 
mies  in  ir,  nor  of  (Corrupt  ion  of  Language  or  Blond  from  it.  Little 
Armour  will  fuffice  there  for  offence  or  defence. 

Ninthly,  It  lieth  very  neere  vnto  fome  parts  of  America, 
as  neere  as  doth  England t o  France ,  and  therefore  may  be  a  good 
meanesforourpolTiflingoffomeocher  and  neerer  parts  there¬ 
of,  then  any  we  doe  yet,  and  for  conucifion  of  the  people  thereof 
to  the  (fhriftian faith  hereafter, and  for  our  prefen  t  and  continuall 
hailing  offuch  Commodities ,  as  thofe  parts  may,  and  doc 
,  afford.  J 

Tenthly, 
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Tenthly, it  is  not  farre  alfo, wx,. not  a  daies  failc  from  an  Hand 
called  the  Banks,  an  excellent  place  for  Billing  all  the  y  ecrc :  and 
not  aboue  fourc  or  fine  daies  faile  from  the  I landsofFtWr^  and 
*sSz.ores,  which  are  very  rich  and  well  ftored  with  Wheat 
Beeues,Sheepej  Goats,  Hogs,  Hens,and  many  ochcrgood  com¬ 
modities  for  a  Plantation,  which  from  thofe  parts  may  be  had.

II.  It  is  a  Country  vefy  ftrong  by  Nature,  as  which  is 
ftored- with  many  goodly  Harbours  fo  well  made  andfenced 
by  Gods  handy-worke,  with  Rocks  and  Cliffes,that  a  little  For¬ 
tification  will  make  the  whole,  being  but  an  Hand,  and  that  not 
great,  innittctble  by  Sea. 

1 2.  It  may  be  a  mcanes  to  increafe  the  (hipping  of  our  Land, 
which  js  as  ic  were,  the  wall  thereof,  wonderfully,  and  with- 
allour  Seamen  and  Souldicrs,  for  feruices  by  Sea,  and  fo  to 
gaine  vs  in  time  the  frecdome,  foueraignty  and  fafety  of  the  Seas  • 
beyond  all  other  nations  whatfoeuer. 

I c  is  likely  to  yecld  vs  many  rich  and  neceifary  Com¬ 
modities  for  our  Land  ,  which  now  our  Merchants  doe  fetch 
as  farre  or  farther  off,at  a  dearer  rate, or  with  more  danger  a  great 
deale,  then  there  or  thence  they  (hall. 

14.  Seeing  firft  and  forthwith  planted  by  vs,  it  may  bee  a 
mcanes  of  the  furtherance  of  the  reft  of  our  Plantations  in¬ 
tended,  which  from  thence  may  haue  many  fupplies:  and  which 
may  feruefora  refting  place  for  the  refrefhingof  thofe  that  goe  to 
or  from  them  :  this  being  as  it  were,  in  the  mid- way  and  high

15.  It  is  very-  nec diary  for  our  Land,  becaufe  if  it  (hould 
(  through  our  negligence  and  backwardnefte)  bee  intercep¬ 
ted  by  any  other  Nation,  it  would  bee  as  ill  a  Neighbour  to  t 
England,  as  being  accepted  by  vs  it  may  be  a  good.  And  namely, 

it  would  hazard  me  deftruftion  and  ouerthrow  of  all  the  reft  of 
our  Plantations,  which  can  hardly  ftand  without  this,  and  the 
lode  for  euer  of  our  nftiing  voyages  there,  which  thefe  fourefcore 
y ceres  we  haue  frequented  and  enioyed:  which  loile  alone, 
would  be  cuen  the  vndoing  of  many  ofourSea*coft  Townes  in 
Englartdjkzz  doe  now  liue  much  by  them, 

1 6.  Laft  of  ail,  diuers  honourable  and  worfhipfull  performs 

haue 
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haue  already  begun  feucrall  Plantations  in  that  Country,  and  fo 
laid  the  foundation  of  fo  famous  and  notable  an  atrempr,  as  all 
after  ages  (hall  hauecaufe,J  doubt  it  not,  to  commend  rheir  va¬ 
lour,  and  honour  their  memory.  With  whom,  if  others,  or, 
which  wcremuch  to  be  wifhed,,if  onr  whole  Land  would  ioine, 
the  worke  could  not,  by  the  bleiling  of  God,  vpon  io  bletfcd  an 
aft  ion,  but  luckily  and  fpeedily  profper,

Enr .  They  are  thefe.  Firft,  the  right  Honourable,  Henry  The  names 
Lord  C«rh  Vifcount  Falkland,  aad  now  Lord  Deputy  of  Ireland ,  fuch 
hath  begunne  a  great  andfaire  Plantation  there  fomefewyeercs  ^^yhaue 
fince ;  and  is  well  plcafed  to  entcrtainc  any  fuch  as  will  aduen- 
cure  with  him,  cither  in  purfeor  in  perfon,  vpon  very  fit  and  New-found 
xeafonable  conditions.  Land. 

Secondly, the  right  Honourable,  Sir  George  CalttertfK night, 
and  principal!  Secretary  to  the  Kings  moll  excellent  Maiefty, 
hath  alfo  a  very  Urge  and  goodly  Plantation  there, which  though 
it  be  as  yet  but  in  the  Infancy,  Wx.  of  not aboue  jv  or  6,  y ceres 
vndertaking,  yet  doth  it  already  well  flourifh  in  a  place  well  for® 
tified  and  fccured;  wherein  are  fome  hundred  people  or  there- 
about  inhabiting  and  cmploied  in  building  of  houfes,  ridding 
or  clearing  of  grounds  for  pafture, arable  and  other  like  vfes;  and 
in  making  of  fait  for  the  preferuing  of  fi(h  and  diners  other  fer» 
trices.  And  hisMonouris  like  wife  well  plcafed  to  entcrtainc  any 
that  will  either  aduenrurc  with  him,  or  feruevndcr  him  vpon 
very  fit  and  faire  conditions. 

Thirdly,  Mailer  lohn  SUnj  of  London,  Merchant,  and  fome 
others  with  him,  haue  maintained  a  Colony  ofhisMaieftics  fub® 
iefts  there  for  diuersyeerespaft.  1 

Fourthly,  diuers  worihipfull  Citizens  of  the  Cky  cf'BrtjhllS) 
haue  vndertaken  to  plant  alarge  Circuit  of  that  Country,  and 
haue  had  people  there  inhabiting  theft  5.  or  6.  yecr  cs  with  good 
and  hopefull  fu  cccfTc. 

Fifthly,  Mailer  William  Vaughan  of  Terraced  in  the  Coun¬ 
tie  of  (fiarmart  £e*,Doftor  of  the  Ciuill  Law,  hath  alfo  done  the 
likc:and  hath  within  thefe  two  or  three  y  ceres  laft  (cm  thither  di- 
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uers  men  and  women  that  doc  inhabite  there,  and  Profperwell. 

5ixt.y,fome  other  worthy  perfons  there  arc  that  be  aduentu- 
?  rts  n  the  laid  I  lantation,  whofe  names  yet  l  know  not 

By  all  which  you  may  vndcrftand  that  there  is  already  a  faire 

beginning  of  .his  worthy  worke :  and  that  they  which  hence- 
forth  mail  goe  thither,  fliall  not  be  the  firft  that  Ihall  aduenturc 
to  owed  there.  Which  confidered,  may  bee  a  good  Motiue  to 

otnemofollowthemandtoioynethemfelues  vnto  them  allu¬ 
red  by  the  manifold  experiments  of  thofe  many  and  worthy 
per.ons,as  haue  already  aduentured  their  fortunes  and  meaner 
there,  and  that  in  feucrall  and  farre  diftant  parts  of  that  Land 
that  the  Country  is  very  habitable  and  good  for  a  prefent  and 
Ipeedy  Plantation. 

T^efe  be  good  (Afotiues  indeed,  for  the  advancement  and 

bajrhig  of  this  P  lant at ion.  And  I  like  them  [o  well  that  if  1  were  but 
twenty  yecres younger  then  I  am,  I  thinks  I  (hould  be  like  enough  tor 
fee  it  my  ft dfe :  and  that  now  I  cannot,  yet  I  (hall  be  willing,  if  I 
once  fee  the  fame  well  fet  forward, what  I  may  to  animate  and  per-:

If  they  will  marrie,they  fhallnotcafily  finde 
with  whom,  vnlefife  it  be  with  the  Natiucs  of  thofc  Countries, 
which  haply  wil  be  nor  bandfome  nor  wholcfomc  for  thcm,cer- 
tainly  profitable  and  conucnicnt  (they  hauing  had  no  fuch  bree¬ 
ding  asour  women  haue)  it  cannot  be.  And  when  they  are  ma- 
2ied,longicwill  be  before  any  fruit  of  their  marriage  can  be  vp 
%o  yeeld  any  force  or  enlargement  to  the  Plantation  :  whereas 
if  fuch  as  bee  already  maried  joe  oucr,  they  hauing  children, 
ii^c  more,  fomddTe,  of;  different  ages  and  growth?  they  alfo 
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will  b*  able  and  readie  in  a  little  while, fome  one  years  and  fome 
another  to  enlarge  and  fill  vp  the  Plantation  ,  by  addition  of 
new  families,  as  it  were  little  new  Colonies,  euery  where.  Fur¬ 
ther.  whereas  young  and  (ingle  men  when  they  come  there,  vp- 
on  any  little  diflikc,  will  bee  apt  and  ready  to  rcturne  and  for- 
fake  the  place,  and  fo  comming  home  againe  to  diferedit  the 
Aftion>maried  inen  and  houfe-keepers  mull  and  will  abide:  and 
if  haply  vpon  any  occafion,  the  man  himfelfc  come  ouer  into 
England  now  and  then,  yee  he  lcaues  bchindc  him  fuch  a  pledge 
and  hoftage,  I  roeanchis  Wife*  Children,  and  Family,  for  his 
returne,  as  may  well  allure  the  Countrcy  that  he  will  not  faile, 
hecaufe  that  now  is  ab folntely  his  home  and  proper  Habitation. 

La(lty,  if  any  enemy  fhall  alfaultthcm ,  who  is  likely  to  iiicke 
clofeto  himtchcmaried  that  fights  fro  or  is  &  focis >  as  they  fay,

For  whereas  though  by  the  courfc 
of  Nature  and  prefent  ftate  of  your  body,  you  may  haply  liuc 
yetthefetenor  twcntic  yeeres^  yet  that  is  exceeding  doubtful! 
and  vnccrtainc.  For  of  one  that  liucs  to  that  age,  there  bee  an 
hundred  that  doc  not :  but  that  you  may  liuc  yet  ten,  or  tweluc, 
or  twentie  moneths  to  an  end,  there  is  great probabilitic  by 
the  helpc  of  God :  and  within  that  time  you  may  hauc  gotten 
and  fctled  a  good  eftate  in  a  Plantation  to  you  and  yours.

Nowcercaineit  isrliich  acuftamc, 
that  is,  that  none  but  thepoorer  fort  fhould  goc  ouer,  and 
none  of  the  better  fort  that  hauc  any  Lands  or  Liuings  here, 
would  proue  very  hurtfull  and  peftiferous  to  the  Plantation, 

For  who  lhali  beGouernors  and  Rulers  in  the  Countrey,  as  I 
faid  the  laftday,  and  all  men  knowfome  there  mu  ft  bee? 
Whar,  poore,  needy,  and  ignorantfellowes,  that  haue  neither 
learning  nor  vndcrftanding  to  fuch  a  feruicc  i  Doth  not  very 
reafon  fttew,  that  there  mull  goc  fome  of  better  breeding  anti 
experience,  gentlemen  at  the  leaft  ?  And  if  of  them  there  can¬ 
not,  as  it  is  likely  there  will  not  enew  be  iuuitcd  thither  for 
fuch  imployments,  what  fupply  can  there  be,  vnlefte  fundry 
others  of  a  next  degree  vnto  Gentlemen, that  is,  Yeomcuand 
Yeomenlike  men,  that  haue  in  them  kune  good  knowledge 
and  courage’  be  there  to  be  found, who  may  in  defeat  of  better 
men,  be  aduanced  to  places  oCprefermcnt  and  gouernment 
there,  and  haply  approtte  not  altogether  vnworthy  thereof 2 
^Further, what  (hall  the  poorer  fort  doe  there  by  themfelues 
without  fome,  and  that  fome  ftoreof  others  better  ftoredin 
money  and  meanes  then  they,  that  may  emplpy  the  poorer 
iort,  and  fet  them  on  workc,  whereby  they  may  be  able  to  get 

money  to  fuftainc  them  and  theirsi  . 

3.  And  euen  in  our  times,itisnotlbvnufuallathing  asyou 
feemeto  vnderftaiud  it  to  be :  for  you  may  foone  learne,  if  you 
•vvjUbutja  little  inquire  5  That  in  our  timealfo,  diuers  men 
that  nadreaionable  good  meanes  and  Liuings  here,  haue  re- 
moued  into  Ireland,  and  planted  themfelues  there  to  their 
great  good  and  preferment.

vnwilluig, and  their  wiucs  will  not  endure  to  hcare  of  it.  Yec

facrcdUiftorks  arc  mentioned,  it  is  likely  they  will  not  think 
thcmfelucs  too  good  to  doe  the  like,  nor  be  afraid  to  imitate 
them  in  this  fafhion,  v  * 

To  chefc  worthy  Precedents,  I  couldaddc  out  of  humane 
Hiftoriesnota  tew,  worthy  imitation  and  commendation  in 
this  cafe :  as  namely,  Qucene  Eltanor ,  wife  to  King  Edward  Qucecie  Elk- 
the  fil'd,  King  of  England,  who,  her  Husband  going*  Jong  wr. 
and  very  dangerous  voyage  of  warfare,  viz*  into  the  Holy 
Land,  would  by  no  meanes  be  perfwaded  to  taric  at  home, 
but  would  needs  accompany  him,  faying,  Nothing  mu  ft  fart 
them  af under  p  whom  God  hath  ioyned  together  :  And,  The 
way  to  he  alien  is  as  nerve  in  the  Holy  Land ,  as  in  England* 

And  that  worthy  Spartan  Dame,  the  wife  of  Panteus,  a  No-  Tlutarc.  ig 
bleman  in  Greece,  who  being  retained  by  her  parents,  and  Clem. 
other  friends  by  force,  thatfhe  (hould  nor  goe  with  her  huf- 
band  into  nALgyft ,  within  a  while  after  fecretly  Hole  away 
by  night,  and  got  (hipping  to  carric  her  to  her  husband,  with 
whom  (he  continued  there  chccrcfully ,  and  contentedly  till 
\  his  dying  day. 

And  it  cannot  be,  but  that  when  they  fhall  fee  forae,  and 
hcarcof  more  of  their  owne  Neighbours  and  Country  folkcs, 

Englifh  Women  as  they  are,  that  doe  and  will  goe  the  fame 
voyages ,  their  example  and  prefent  praftifcwill  bcfucha 
,  fpcciall  Motiuc  euen  tothofe  that  be  very  vnwilling,  either 
to  accompany  or  follow  them,  allured  they  (hall  doe  no  worfc 
then  they  doc,  as  there  will  not  need  many  more  arguments 
thereto. 

4.  There  be  alfo  diuers  and  fundry  caufes  inoonfiderarion 
whereof,  asS.  Paul,  1  Cor .  7, 6,  in  one  cafe  allowes,  by  con*  trCor.  %
